DESCRIPTION  OF  CORSICA. 

THE  ifland  of  Coifica,  now  happily 
united  to  the  Crown  of  Great  Bri- 
tain,   is  fainted  nearly   oppofite  to  the 
niain-l-nd  of  Gen^,  between  the  gulpli 
of  Genoa  and  the  llland  of  Sudani  a,  and, 
accoiding  to  the  beM  map-*  which  Bufch- 
ieg  had  feen*,  it  iu  length  th'rt\-two 
miles,  and  in  breadth  twelve  mile-,  divi- 
ded a  I  mod  longitudinally  by  a  chain  of 
mountain*;  and  indeed  the  grrareil  part 
of  the  iiland  is  mountainous.   The  foil  is 
fruitful  even  on  the  mountains,  except 
the  hie  heft,  whofe  fumnvts  are  covered 
with  fn"\v  the  grcateft  part  of  the  year. 
Corn   grows  very  well,  and   much  flax, 
and  in   many  piftccs  excellent  wine,  and 
oil,  and  rheinuts.     In  the  interior  part 
of  the  ifland  is  p'er.ty  of -cattJe,  and  the 
inhabitants  drive   a  great  trade  With  all 
forts  of  them,  but  more  elpccially  goats, 
whole  fit- fli  is  the  common  food  of  Cor-

Ea»Iy  on-  Friday  morning  the  13th 
irvltaot  1  was  requefied  to  fee  John 
Edwards  (about  40  years  of  age),  at 
Swerford,  near  Chip-Norton,  Oxf-rd- 
ihre,  who  had  receive^  a  bite  on  the 
band  from  a  mad  dog  upwards  of  tight 


hand  and  arm,  beginning  in  the  part 
where  the  bite  was  received,  and  pro- 
ceeding upwards,  towards  the  back  part 
of  the  head.  As  he  had  no  idea  of  the. 
ranfe  nor  confequences,  no  notice  was 
taken  of  this  partial  aft'edion,  as  he 
coirhd»-i-d  it  to  be  only  rheumatic,  and 
hc-wi'h  to.Tic  difficulty  purfued  his  ufual 
avo^aiiiKisv  until  Wednefday  the  11th 
infttnr,  when  apparent  fympioms  of' 
hyd:  (phobia  were  perceived,  and  the 
jgciulemm  who  before  atrended  him 
v.'^s  1't-nt  for.

Under  thtfe  terri- 
ble and  unremitting  aflfecltons  the  un- 
fortunate patient  laboured  the  whole  of 
Thurfdav  night;  and,  as  before-men- 
tioned, I  was  requefied  to  fee  him  on 
Friday  morning.  About  fev.cn  o'clock 
1  found  him  in  the  moft  agitated  and 
commifcrating  (late,  with  a  very  quick 
weak  pulfe,  and  an  intolerable  thirft, 
which  at  this  time  could  not  be  allevi- 
ated by  liquids.

Walking  in  the  field  Come  time  at.cr 
the  peas  were  up,  I  obferved  a  gicat 
number  of  them  gnawed  iff  juft  above 
the  ground;  and,  immediately  recogni- 
ting  my  old  acquaintance  the  Grubs,  .1 
turned   up  fome  pieces  of  the  tuif  that 


ding  nigbt ;  which  I  foon  discovered 
had  been  done  by  my  old  entrny ;  on 
which  I  directed  him  to  cut  a  turf,  and 
lav  it,  grafs  downward,  ncir  the  plants; 
and  in  the  morning  the  m-trauder  was 
caught  in  the  trap.  I  would,  therefore, 
recommend  to  him  to  lay  fevera)  pieces 
of  turf  where  he  thinks  the  enemy  is 
likely  to  make  an  attempt;  and  I  doubt 
not  but  he  will  fuccced  in  bis  ambuf- 
cade.

The  inferft  in 
quell  ion  belongs  to  the  Linnean  genus 
Cicada,  of  the  order  HtmipUra,  a  Me- 
nus containing  ft  vera  I  lingular  fptcics, 
and  particularly  the  fly  called  in  France 
la  Cigate,  which  is  fo  remarkable  for 
the  apparatus  by  which  it  produces 
founds,  which  apparatus  has  been 
accurately  inveitigated,  and  admi- 
rably defcribed,  bv  the  indefatigable 
Reaumur,  in  his  "Hi/loire  da  lnfr£ts." 
The  fpecies  of  which  J.  O.  defires  the 
hi  (lory  is  Cicada  Spumaria  Lin *.  of 
which  the  Larva  (or  infect  in  its  fir  ft 
date)  is  poiTcfTed  of  the  lingular  pro- 
perty of  emitting  f>f  m  different  parts  of 
its  body  the  frothy  fubft-«nce  in  which  it 
is  found,  aod  under  the  ihclcer  of  which 
it  undergoes  its  metamorphofes,  till  it 
emerges  from  its  more  humble  ftate  of 
cxilUnce  in  the  form  of  a  fly.

One  profeffcd  defign  of  this  bill,  gi- 
ving the  profits  from  the  time  of  avoid- 
ance, was,  to  enable  the  fuccetfor  to 
defray  the  heavy  charge  of  firft  fruits 
which  were  highly  railed  after  they 
were  taken  from  the  Pope  and  annexed 
to  the  Crown,  and  to  enable  him  to  be 
more  exoed.tious  in  the  pavment  of 
them.  But,  in  tnany  cafes,  the  reafon 
remains  in  part  only,  and  in  a  greater 
number  does  not  at  all  fubfifl.  The 
firft  fruits  of  mod  parochial  livings  arc 
much  lefs  in  proportion  to  the  real  pro- 
fit* than  rhev  wee  Tome  years  ago;  »nd, 
by  the  ift  of  Elisabeth  and  5th  of  Anne, 
the  much  greater  number  of  livings  in 
England  ate  dtfchaiged.  Of  twentv- 
eight  pnncipil  cathedral  and  collegiate 
churches,  thirteen  only  are  rated,  four- 
teen were  never  in  charge,  and  Wind  lor 
was  difcharged  by  ac\  of  parliament. 
Under  thefe  citcumftances,  if  we  are 
guided  by  the  declared  intention  of  the 
Legiflatutc,  more  than  half  the  Clergy 
who  fuccetrd  to  vacant  benefices  ought 
sot  ro  afiume  the  privilege  given  them 
by  this  (Unite;  and,  with  rel'peA  to  the 
left,  the  cafe  is  fo  materially  altered, 
they  ought  in  equity  to  forego  it.  For, 
be  fides  the  advantages  which  they  re- 
ceive from  the  improvement  of  their 
livings,  they  aie  not  under  the  fame 
difficulties  in  the  payment  of  their  fn it- 
fruits  with  thofe  whom  the  bill  had  in 
view  ;  and,  as  to  the  fees  for  institution 
and  induction,  they  have  not  been  much 
augmented  for  near  200  years.

Befides,  his  t'thes  are  fubject 
to  the  land  tax,  to  slfctfmcnts  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor,  and  the  repair  of  the 
highways,  &c.  and  they  mull  all  be 
paid  to  the  hour  of  the  death  of  the  in- 
cumbent ;  though,  as  the  law  now 
Hands,  the  gicatelt  ptrt  of  the  revenue 
lor  which  he  is  charged  becomes  from 
that  time  the  property  of  another. 

The  ftatute  of  the  nth  of  the  late 
kiag  gives  to  the  executors  of  tenants 
for  life  a  title  to  the  proportion  of  the 
annual  rent  to  the  time  ot  their  deceafc  j 


and  a  fubfequcnt  act  of  parliament  vir- 
tually repeals  a  former  act  in  every  in- 
ftance  where  they  are  contrary  to  each 
other. 

Upon  a  fuppofition  we  fhould  grant

than  they  have  at  prelcnt,  and  were  re* 
ceived  in  different  parts  of  the  year,  an 
incumbent  who  died  a  little  before  har- 
veft was  not  equally  aggrieved ;  and, 
though  thev  are  now  trivial  funv,  they 
would  at  that  time  pure  ha  fe  manv  of 
the  nectffaries  of  life;  for,  Lord  Mans- 
field faid,  that  a  fee  of  two  (hillings  in 
the  ift  of  Elizabeth  would  now  amount 
to  20s. 

A  faint  attempt  was  made  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  ctntury  to  effect  an  al- 
teration of  the  bill  in  queltion,  by  fecu- 
ring  a  proportionable  (hare  of  the  an* 
nual  profits  of  livings  to  the  executors 
of  incumbents  according  to  the  time  or 
their  polfeifton.  The  want  of  fuccefs 
was  attributed  to  Dr.  P—  — ,  yet  he  al- 
lows that  the  profits  fhould  accrue  to 
him  on  whom  the  fet vices  and  burden 
fail  ;  and  every  equitaolt  man  muft 
grant,  that  the  perlon  who  has  perform- 
ed the  duty,  and  fuppirted  the  incum- 
brances for  ten,  perhaps  eleven  months, 
has  a  prior  right  to  him  who  cannot  be 
charged  with  them  for  the  fame  number 
ot  weeks;  but,  by  appiopriating  to  each 
according  to  ihe  time  of  potl'clfion,  each, 
pcrfon  is  paid  for  his  labour.  And  why 
ought  a  hazard  to  be  permitted  in  a  cafe 
of  (uch  great  confequence,  on  which 
the  maintenance  of  many  perfons  de- 
pends, when  a  fair  and  equitable  me- 
thod of  divifion  may  be  with  e  .fe  adopt- 
ed ?  And  furelv  the  alteration  of  this 
a£t  would  lelfen,  if  not  put  an  end  to, 
the  differences  which  too  frequently 
anfe  between  the  fucccifor  and  the  re* 
prefentative  of  the  lall  incumbent,  by 
fettling  the  Aims  due  to  each  according 
to  the  time  of  the  incumbency.  The 
Cergy  of  Exeter,  it  is  faid,  convinced 
of  the  equity  of  this  rule,  endeavour  to 
make  it  a  general  one.

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The  foreigners  who  travel  here  for  the  firft 
time  are  aftonimed  at  the  ftupendous  cha« 
rafter  of  the  objects  which  they  behold,  hut 
Htefe  they  dare  not  attempt  to  copy.  The 
mountain  with  its  fummit  of  f*ow  could 
not,  perhaps,  he  introduced  with  harmony. 
The  lake  is  too  fpacious  f»r  reprefentatron ; 
and  he  w1k»  (hould  felecl  only  the  piclu- 
xefqoe  cottage,  or  the  woody  hank,  under- 
rained  and  rugged,  would  not  crnraclerife 
his  work  as  a  description  of  Switzerland.

At 
Aran  Mr.  Meyer,  a  wealthy  ribbon-mer- 
chant, (hewed  a  model  of  part  of  Swit- 
zerland, well  execuicd,  and  fome  very 
capital  pi  flu  res  of  Swifs  peafantry,  in 
the  coftume  of  their  refpeftive  cantons, 
painted  bv  Jofeph  Rctnhalr,  whom  Mr. 
Meyer  has  deferred) v  encouraged.  The 
grrat  church  at  Suture  is  faid  to  have 
cod  80,000/.  henries  an  additional  ex* 
pence  by  an  alteration  in  the  plan  after 
the  foundations  were  laid.  Tne  whole 
place  has  an  appearance  of  aeatnefs  and 
comfort  which  refcmbles  the  air  of  a 
Proteflant  town.

luxury  rapidlv  amon?  a  people,  who 
retain  a  reverence  for  the  nohility  which 
their  anccliors  po  He  lied,  where  educa- 
tion has  inftillcd  a  fp  rit  of  el^anec, 
where  little  literature  is  cultiva.ed,  and 
ah  inconfiderable  trade  is  c^rred  on,  in  a 
province  fo  little  ferule,  fo  inlandy  and

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grand,  and  t'hc  fuhterranean  depofirory, 
which  contains  the  "  monuments  re- 
turn," is  well  contrived  and  aweful. 
The  lad  king's  tomb*  h  always  placed 
in  the  centre  of  the  apattment,  and  le- 
nvoved  for  that  of  hi-s  fucretfor  at  hia 
death.  This  mufi  be  a  finking  fight  io 
the  monarch  who  enters.  The  monu- 
ments are  hancifome ;  the  inscriptions, 
which7  aie  in  Latin,  did  not  appear  to 
baveanv  peculiar  merit  (p.  243).

XI.  Account  of  a  Method  of  eurinQ  Burns 
ard  Scalds      By  Mr.  David  Cleghorn, 
Brewer  in  Edinburgh.    Communicated 
in  tbrte  Letters  to  John  Hunter,    Kfq. 
P.  R.  S.  Surtax-general  to  the  Army, 
&c  and  by  him  to  Or.  Simmons. 
We  have   read  this  paper  with  great 
fatisfa'lion.     it  is  evidently  the  pioduc-, 
tion  of  a  plain,  Icnfible,  well-informed 
man,  who  candidly  gives  us  the   reiuit 
of  his  experience,  and   who   communi- 
cates it  to  the  publick  from  the   mod 
henevoUnt  motives.     We  (hall  here  give 
hi«  own  account  of  his  mode  of  treat- 
ment. 

"  My  firft  application  and  moft  power- 
ful remedy  is  vinegar.  If  the  injury  is  on 
the  fingers,  hands,  or  lower  parts  of  the 
arms,  the  application  may  very  properly 
be  made  by  an  immerfion  of  the  parts. 
Formerly  1  uf«d  alfo  to  immerfc  the  feet 
and  lower  part  of  the  le^s,  when  injured, 
in  a  pail  containing  vinegar ;  but,  although 
no  m  terial  but  confequence  enfued  from 
this  practice,  I  found  that,  by  placing  the 
h.£s  in  a  perpendicular  pofture,  the  fores

were  more  apt  to  fwefl  and  inflame  than 
when  they  were  laid  op  and  fupported  in  an 
horizontal  one.  When,  therefore,  the  feet 
or  legs  are  injured,  or  when  the  injury  faHa 
on  the  thighs,  the  body,  the  face,  or  head, 
where  immerfion  would  be  inconvenient  or 
impracticable,  the  method  I  follow  (and 
winch  I  find  very  effectual)  b  to  pour 
fome  vinegar  into  a  plate  or  flat-edged  dim, 
and  to  dip  liivn  rags  in  the  vinegar,  and 
lay  them  or  l-.t  tliem  drip  on  the  fores. 
This  operation  of  alternately  dipping  the 
vans  aiii'  living  them  on  the  pans  affected, 
is  repftct!  fo  qnirklv,  that  the  parts  are 
kept  conft.ittfly  wer,  or  rather  overflowing, 
wi'h  the  vint-gai ,  and  Hie  plates  are  placed 
fo  a*>  to  receive  or  catt.h  as  much  of  it  as 
poflible ;  and  1  continue  to  ufr  u  hat  falls 
back  a^ain  into  the  p'.ates  for  fome  time, 
till  it  h:<s  become  fomewhrt  vapid,  when  I 
throw  it  out,  an. I  pour  into  the  plates  a  new 
fupply  of  frefh  vinegar.  I  rnvv  known  two 
Enghfh  quarts  of  viregar  ufed  in  this  way 
to  a  large  fcald  on  the:  legi>  in  four  or  five 
hours;  nnd,  if  the  fores  have  a  Li^e  fur- 
face,  and  are  on  she  hody,  under  whxh  tl.e 
plates  cannot  he  fo  placid  as  to  prevent  it 
from  fpilhnr,  a  larg«  r  quantify  ftill  of  the 
vinegar  will  be  nre-krd.  So  cooling  and 
grateful  are  the  effects  of  this  application 
while  any  confiderahle  debtee  of  pain  or 
ht  at  remains,  and  fo  immediately  does  the 
uncafinefs  return  when  it  i*  too  early  dif- 
contiuurd,  that  the  patients  thcmfelves  f«l- 
dom  fail  of  giving  their  active  aiiiitance  in 
llii"  operation  of  wetting  the  parts  affected. 

"  In  flight  oriuperfki.d  injuries,  by  which 
I  mean  fuch  as  aie  attended  with  no  ekco* 
nation,  but  w  th  pain,  h«vt,  01  inflamma- 
tion, and  perhaps  with  fmall  bUfters,  the 
vinegar,  if  eatly  and  conftantly  applied,  is 
fuftkient  to  effect  a  cm  e  u  ithout  any  other 
application.  It  aim  oft  inftantly  gives  re- 
lief, ai:d  in  two  it  three  hours,  and  often 
in  a  much  ihorter  time,  the  patient  will  be 
quite  at  eafc.  The  application  of  the  vine- 
gar may  then  be  intermitted  ;  hur,  as  fome 
degree  of  pain  and  heat  may  pollibly  return, 
and  if  not  attended  to  might  yet  produce  a 
fore,  tl.e  vinegar  muft  be  applied  as  often 
as  any  panful  fenfation  returns;  and,  to 
make  fore,  it  ought  to  be  continued  now 
and  then  for  a  day  after.  In  (hort,  it  is  al- 
ways prudent,  even  in  thefe  flight  cafer, 
to  ufe  the  vinegar  long,  and  in  abundant 
quantities.

i  the  benefit  ot  itjoft  to  mankind,  merely 
htcaufc  it  happens  to  be  (tumbled  upon 
by  a  perfon  not  of  the  medical  prcfef- 
fion),  as  having  ahvays  paid  particular 
attention  to  the  accounts  our  author  has 
given  him  of  his  cures,  and  as  having 
condescended,  upon  (c  vera  I  oc  ahons,  to. 
vifuThe  pancnt^,  and  io  fee  with  his  own 
eyes  the  tftc&s  of  the  appliations  in 
quellion. 

"  Bt  fides  many  people  fcalded  with  boil- 
ing water,  Sec.  I  hive  cm ed,"  fay i  the  au- 
thor, "  a  variety  of  bur  $  occ.tfioned  by 
melted  lead  and  bra  s,  liquid  pig  iron,  red- 
hot  bar  iron,  the  flames  ot  fpirits,  burning 
coals,  linen,  8cc.  quick  lime,  and  by  the 
explofion  of  gunpowder;  and  there  is  no 
part  of  the  hvdy  that  one  or  other  of  my 
patients  has  not  been  burnt  or  fc.  lded  on.

aind  in  thfc  middle,  where  there  has.  been  a

Thomas  Paine,  of  notoiious  me- 
mory, from  the  dungeons  of  French 
liberty,  where  nothing  but  his  ability  to 
ferve  the  pernicious  purpofts  of  French 
equality  has  (o  long  preferred  him  from 
the  juft  reward  of  his  labours,  difpenfes 
his  lair  poifonous  com  million  to  mankind 
bv  exploding  all  their  heft  hopes.  G.l- 
bert  Wakefield,  affecting  to  counteract 
the  poifon,  has  mixed  up  a  do'e  of  fuch 
an  equivocal  nature,  and  partial  cftttt, 
that  it  may  be  doubted  if  "  the  friends 
of  religion,  reformation,  and  univcrfal 
peace,  of  evcrv  dtnomination,  particu- 
larly the  Socinians  ot  Great  Britain  and 
licland  all",  ciated  tor  thefe  godlike  pur- 
pofes,"  will  have  caufe  to  thank  him  for 
41  this  'defence  of  the  religion  of  J  Jus, 
aftcc;ti««nately  devoted*'  to  trwin  by  him. 
Mr.  \V.  compares  Tom  Pai*»e  to  •*  Tome 
bird  of  nobler  prcfence  and  more  ample 
pinion/'  furrounded  bv  M  the  fcieams 
and  tumults  of  the  feathered  tribe." 
•Wc  beg  leave  to  compare  Mr.  W.  to 
that  little  bufy  bird  who  is  faid  to  pick 
the  teeth  of  the  crocodile  for  his  own

fuch  a  feafon,  from  fo  popular  a  name, 
on  a  (trhjecl  of  fuch  univcrfal  inrereP,  is 
ftcure,  we  may  prefume,  of  connderable 
attention  in  this  country,  fiom  thofe  who 
are 'occupied  in  the  difcuflion  of  their 
emit  a*d  religious  creed  \  a  number 
which  has  certainly  increased  of  late 
with  furprifing  rapiditv,  and  will,  1  hope 
and  believe,  go  on  increafing  with  ac- 
celerated pro^refs."  We  hope  and  be* 
lieve  Mr.  W.  here  prefumes  too  much, 
and  that  the  acceleration  hat  received 
fuch  a  check  ;.s  will  preferve  to  a  later 
p  riod  the  machine  of  civ»l  polity,  and 
with  it  the  puie  doctrine  of  Chriftianity, 
which  it  1  as  been  the  glory  of  this 
kingdom    to   piofefs.

His  Lordlhip  arrived  on  hoard  the  Lion 
man  of  war,  accompanied  by  the  Jackall 
brig,  and  Company's  (hip,  Hindoftan,  at 
Macao,  about  the  middle  of  June.  His 
Lordlhip  did  not  inmediately  land  ;  Hut  Sir 
George  Staunton,  and  his  fon,  a  remarkably 
accomplilhed  young  man,  and  eminently 
converfant  in  the  Ch  nefe  language,  went 
on  (bore;  where  they  faw  Mr.  Brown,  Mr 
Irwine,  and  Mr.  Jac}cfon.  Lord  Macart- 
ney afterwards  proceeded  on  his  embafly, 
and  reached,  without  accident,  Limpo,  on 
the  coaft  of  China,  a  little  to  the  Couth  ward 
of  the  Yellow  River.  Two  Mandarir.s  ot 
the  highcft  order  went  off  to  pay  him  the 
firft  vifif,  and  communica'.e  the  Imperial 
welcome.  His  Lordlhip  returned  their  vi- 
fit  on  fiiore.

cat  and  deep  in  the  fame  room,  a 
common  practice  in  Holland.  I  was 
likewifc  obliged  to  hire  a  valet  de  place  j 
in  other  words,  a  perfon  whofc  bufinefs 
it  was  10  brufli  my  cloaths,  to  wait  upon 
roe  at  cable,  and  to  attend  me  when  I 
went  out.  \  peri  on  of  this  description 
is  neccflary  to  a  Granger  in  a  large  town, 
at  lead  for  the  nrft  two  or  three  days.  My 
valet  at  the  Hague  cod  me  at  the  late  of 
half  a  crown  a  day.  I  was  told  that 
there  were  twenty  of  the  fame  descrip- 
tion in  the  town  ;  and  that  none  could 
act  in  that  capacity  without  a  licence 
from  the  Magidracy.  They  are  f-id, 
in  general,  to  be  a  fee  of  worthlefs  vaga- 
bonds. I  was  fufficicntiy  dif^utted 
with  the  drefs  and  manners  of  the  valet 
who  attended  me.  He  had  very  much 
the  appearance  of  an  afi-olcd  French 
monkey  of  the  old  fchool,  and  wore 
iiik  dockings  and  car-rings.  You, 
friend  Urban,  who  know  my  tafte  and 
habits  of  life,  can  eafily  conceive  how 
difagreeable  fuch  an  attendant  mud  have 
been  ;  but  there  was  no  doing  without 
him. 

The  day  after  my  arrival  at  the  Hague 
was  occupied  in  furveyiug  the  principal 
dreets,  buildings,  and cunofities,  of  that 
delightful  and  magnificent  place.     It*  is 


called  a  village,  although  it  is  fuppofed 
to  contain  about  forty  thoufand  inhabi- 
tants. The  air  is  pure  and  healthy,  the 
furrountling  fcenery  is  charming.  The 
drte:s  are  clean,  and  the  toa»n  is  diverfi- 
fied  with  canals,  bridges,  lhady  walks, 
and.fplendid  public  buildings,  in  a  man- 
ner that  baffles  my  poweis  of  descrip- 
tion. 1  was  fit  ft  conduced  from  tit* 
Marechal  de  Tuienne,  through  the  Pm- 
radt%  to  an  immenfe  fquare  called  the 
fyvtrburg,  which  is  adorned  with  a 
fine  bafen  of  water,  in  the  centre  of 
which  is  an  ifland,  and  it  is  (haded  with 
rows  i)f  trees.  The  north  end  of  the 
Vvvcrburg  leads  to  the  Voorbtut,  a 
grove  of  lofty  trees,  through  the  mid- 
die  of  which  runs  the  mail.  There  it 
a  long  dreer,  called  the  Prince  Graft, 
which  defervet  notice  ;  and  alfo  a  mag* 
nincent  row  of  houfes,  called  the  Prin- 
cefs  Graft,  facing  the  wood.  The 
buildings  which  compofe  the  court  con- 
tain the  S-athhtfl tier's  pa'ace,  together 
with  the  chambers  where  the  bufinefs  of 
the  Sutes  is  tranfu&cd,  and  juftice  it 
admiriifiercd  ;  but  they  have  been  al- 
ready (6  minutely  defenbed  by  travellers 
as  to  render  any  account  that  I  could 
give  of  them  lupeifluous:  fuffice  it  to 
lay,  that  I  was  highly  gratified  by  the 
fioc  collection  of  paintings  of  the  Dutch 
and  Memifh  fchool s,  which  I  faw  in  the 
palace  ;  and  by  the  various  iptcimeus 
which  Mere  fhewn  to  me  of  the  tade  and 
ingenuity  of  the  Pnncefs  of  Orange* 
The  cabinet  of  natural  hidory  belonging 
to  the  Prince  of  Orange  is  well  worth 
the  attention  of  the  curious.  There  are 
three  churchet  of  the  edabliihed  religion

The  Fiench  church  i.r-.ught 
to  my  recollection  the  famous  S-unn, 
who  was  the  pallor  of  that  congre/«ti<  .-,.

I  had  an 
opportumry  of  feeing  the  Dutch  mods 
of  inflicting  aiLitary  puuifhinciit;  which, 
in  my  opinion,  is  greatly  preferable  iu 
eyerv  refpeci  to  that  which  prevails  in 
the  Biitifh  army.  The  loldiers,  whom

fertim.  When  they  had  ftripped,  they 
were  made  to  w*lk  up  aqd  down  a  lane 
formed  b»  two  rows  of  foldiers,  e:»cb  of 
whom  had  a  r-d  in  his  hand,  which  he 
applied  t;>  theCulprit's  back  as  he  palled. 
There  were  drums  beating  all  the  rime, 
with  the  accompamm  nt  of  rifts,  in  a 
bnfi;  lively  drain,  winch  might  lead 
one,  at  a  lute  dut  once,  to  imagine  that 
the  poor  fellows  were  dancing  a  jig  for 
the  entertainment  or  their  companion*, 
in  (lead  of  undcigoing  'lie  discipline  of 

flogging- 
Finding  mvfelf  on  this  occafion  in  a 
va(t  crowd,  I  began  to  fecure  my  pockets, 
when  I  was  alibied,  by  a  gentleman  *vho 
accompanied  me,  that  my  prtcautiona 
were  uuueceir«r\,  as  ;he  lower  c*afs  of 
people  in  H  .Hand  wctc  not  addicted  tq

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pilfering  and  picking  pockets  as  in  Eng- 
land ;  and  he  added,  that,  although 
the*  were  extremely  fond  of  money,  and 
of  driving  bargains,  j>  we  fay,  vet  he 
w  %  incLiul  to  think  that,  upon  the 
whole,  f'or fob-it tvt  induflrv,  and  eood 
m^r.i'.s,  the  common  peop'e  of  H  >lland 
wmIiI  oear  a  comptnfon  with  any  part 
of  Europe.  As  a  proof  how  little  thef 
are  afraid  of  burglary  at  the  H^'ut^mv 
ho.t  allured  me,  th.it  I  might  venture  to 
deep  on  the  ground- floor  in  p*rfe*,t  Te- 
cum vf  without  having  mv  windows  fatt- 
ened ;  which  I  accordingly  did  in  the 
n> id  ft  of  that  large  town. 

It  would  be  unpardonable  to  leave  the 
Hague  without  mentioning  the  learned 
and  worthv  Do6tor  Maclean,  the  mi- 
nister of  the  Enelifh  church  ;  a  liation 
uhich  he  has  ft'.'ed  many  yean  with 
difttnguiflicd  r.putition.

The  rntives  live 
chiefly  upon  milk,  honey,  and  fleih,  which 
die  country  produces  plentifully  ;  and  in 
their  general  behaviour,  both  in  regard  to 
jnftice  and  humanity,  much  excel  all  other 
Barbarians.  The  hone)',  which  b  found  in 
the1  hollow  trees  among  the  mountains,  is  al- 
ways conudered  as  the  property  of  the  finder. 
The  Iheep  are  diftinguiihed  by  particular 
mark*,  and  wander  about  without  a  (hep- 
bard  io  pei  feci  fecurity.  The  Corfican*,  in 
all  the  concei  ns  of  He,  each  in  his  particular 
iUtion,  obferte  with  wond-rf»l  ftrictnefs  the 
law  of  equity  and  juftice.  They  have  a 
Sioft  lingular  cuftom  when  their  children 
are  born  \  no  care  or  attention  is  paid  to 
the  woman  who  has  lain  in ;  but  thehufband, 
taking  to  his  bed,  panes  a  certain  number  of 
days  in  that  manner,  inflcul  of  his  wife,  as 
K  afflicted  with  fome  bodily  complaint. 
(Scrabo  mentions,  that  this  rid iculous  cuftom. 
prevailed  among  tlie  Northern  nations).  The 
bex-tiee  is  very  common,  and  of  fu(»erior 
quality  ;  which  is  the  reafon  that  the  honey 
has  always  a.  bitter  tatte.  1  lie  B«rhai  ians, 
who  live  in  this  iflaml,  make  nfe  of  a  lan- 
guage which  is  cHe  where  unknown,  and  \s 
difficult  to  be  underftoot1.  Their  number 
exceeds  30,000."  W.  C.  K.

1  might  be  fet  right  J.  No  mem- 
ber of  the  college  having  condescended 
to  notice  what  has  been  faid,  it  is  fair 
to  pre  fume  that  they  feel  themfelves 
unable  toanfwer  the  observations ;  your 
publication  is  too  generally  read  to  al- 
low a  fuppofition  of  its  not  having  been 
feen  by  fome  of  that  body.

YOUR  correfpondent  QtQ.  p.  496, 
is  not  accurate  in  his  repi  dentation 
of  the  neglect  of  the  editors  of  the  £*t- 
gr*pbia  Britannic*  as  to  Dr.  Cave's 
*'  Scriptorum  ecclehafticorum  Hiftoria 
literana."  The  left  note  on  his  life 
mentions,  that "  a  new  edition  of  it  wat 
lately  printed  at  London,  by  fubferip- 
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at  the  Hague,  which  are  ferved  by  nin$ 
clergymen.  In  the  great  church  is  the 
monument  of  Admiral  Op^am,  i\lu>fc 
ifbip  blew  up  in  an  engagement  wir^  (he 
fcngltfh  fleet  under  the  Duke  of  York 
in  1665.  The  Fieneh  church  hnught 
to  my  recollection  the  famous  S-urin, 
yvhn  was  the  paftorof  that  congre;*?  ui«.i. 
During  my  ftay  at  the  Hague,  1  h.id 
the  honour  of  an  invitation  to  dine  with 
a  General  in  the  Dutch  fenrice ;  who,  I 
think,  faid,  that  he  was  near  fourfcore 
Years  of  age,  and  a  more  refpeti able- 
looking  veteran  I  never  faw.  The  war 
was  the  piincipal  fubjeft  of  convoca- 
tion. I  (aid,  that  a  general  fufpicion 
prevailed  in  Ene'and  before  I  came 
•.way,  that  the  Dutch  troops  had  not 
done  their  duty  ;  and  that,  in  parti<  ular, 
J  had  head  their  conduit  in  the  affair  of 
Lincelle*  fcveiely  animadverted  upon. 
The  whole  company  fecmed  to  feel  in- 
dignant .it  u  hit  they  made  no  fcruple 
of  pronouncing  a  foul  calumny.  The 
'  peneral  afiTuted  me,  on  the  bed  authori- 
ty, that  in  no  iuftance  rpd  the  Dutch 
forfeited  the  character  of  brave  fuldiersi 
and  he  added,  that  he  heard,  with  no 
Jefs  concern  than  furpriie,  (hat  the 
grofleft  m  i  fre  pre  fentat  ions  concerning 
'  phem  were  daily  propagated  by  new  (pa- 
pers avowedly  in  the  inter  eft  of  govern- 
ment.

I  was  alone}  my  patriotic  feelings 
were  wrought  up  to  a  pitch  of  enthufi- 
afm  that  1  hid  fcarcely  ever  experienced 
before  ;  I  cafl  many  a  longing  lingering 
look  towards  England  before  1  could 
prevail  on  myfelf  to  leave  the  Ihore  ;  and 
I  returned  to  the  Village  of  Schevtling, 
faving  to  myfelf,  "  If  I  forget  thee,  O 
hie  fled  land  I  let  my  right  hand  forget 
her  cunning  :  if  I  do  not  remember 
thee,  let  my  tongue  cleave  to  the  roof 
of  my  mouth  I" 

While  I  was  at  the  Hague,  I  had  an 
opportuniry  of  feeing  the  Dutch  mode 
of mHicling military  puuifhmcnt;  which, 
in  my  opinion,  is  greatly  preferable  in 
everv  refpett  to  that  which  prevails  in 
the  Butifh  army.  The  foldiers,  whom 
I  faw  puniuVd,  had  been  guilty  of  de- 
sertion. VY  hen  they  had  0 ripped,  they 
were  made  to  walk  up  and  down  a  iane 
formed  b>  two  rows  of  foldiers,  each  of 
whom  had  a  rod  in  his  hand,  which  he 
applied  to  the  Culprit's  back  as  he  palled. 
There  were  drums  beating  all  the  rime, 
with  the  accompaniment  of  tifes,  in  a 
briik  liydy  drain,  winch  might  lead 
one,  at  a  litre  dihSnce,  to  imagine  that 
the  poor  fellows  were  dancing  a  jig  for 
the  entertainment  of  their  companion*, 
inftead  of  uudei sro in^  the  difcipline  of 
flogging. 

Finding  mvfelf  on  this  occafton  in  a 
ya4  crowd,  I  began  to  fecure  my  pock e u, 
when  I  was  aflui  ed,  by  a  gentleman  *  ho 
accompanied  me,  that  my  precautions; 
were  uunecefTary,  as  ihe  lower  c<a(s  of 
people  in  H  .Hand  were  not  addicted  tq 
'  pdfenag 
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pilfering  and  pick ii»£ pockets  as  in  Eng- 
land ;  and  he  added,  that,  although 
thev  were  extremely  fond  of  money,  and 
of  driving  bargains*  ,uwe  fay,  fct  he 
w. s  incl.ncd  to  chink  rh.tr,  upon  the 
whole,  forfob-iitv,  induftry,  and  good 
m^ra's,  the  common  people  of  H  >lland 
%vn,iJ,i  bear  a  compinfon  with  any  part 
of  Europe.  As  a  proof  how  little  they 
are  ;ifr~i<1  of  burglary  at  the  Hi^uc,  my 
hot  a  (fa  red  me,  thit  I  might  venture  to 
flecp  on  the  ground- floor  in  prrfci  fe- 
curitv,  without  having  mv  windows  fatt- 
ened ;  which  I  accordingly  did  in  the 
midft  of  that  large  town.

All  the  people  kneeled,  and  bow- 
ed nine  timet  with  at  much  folemnity 
■t  if  they  had  been  worfhiping  a  deity. 
Thii  ceremony  orer,  I  hey  were  con- 
veyed through  other  parks  and  lodges, 
the  gardens  laid  out  in  much  the  fame 
manner  at  iu   England.      They   were 
fumptuoufly  entertained  in  one  of  thefc 
building!,  and  afterwards  carried  thio* 
forae  magnificent  pagodas  or  templet. 
One  of  them  was  larger  than  the  build- 
ings of  Somerfct-houfe,  \mi  higher,  and 
in  the  fame  fquare  fotm,  open  within 
the  fquare,  in  the  centre  of  which  was 
t  m  building  of  considerable  height,  co- 
vered with  folid  gold.    The  infide  front 
of  the  fquare  is  in  the  form  of  galleries, 
one  over  the  other,  in  four  rows,  moft 
fplendidly    dtcorated,     and     fupported 
with  pillars  or'  gold.     In  fome  of  the 
apartments  hundreds  of  priefls  were  em- 
ployed in  ringing.     The  images  of  dei- 
ties, &c  in  thefe  bui' dings,  are  a  I  moil 
innumerable,  and  many  of  them  of  gi- 
gantic (tie,  larger  than  Gog  and  Ma- 
gog in  Guildhall.     They  are,  however, 
of  the  fame  materials,  wood  richly  gilt 
and  ornamented,  numbers  of  them  fvm- 
bolical  reprefentations.    In  many  of  the 
religious  ceremonies  a1  refemblance  of 
the  Jewiih  rites  was  ohfervable;  othcrt 
were  fimilar  to  thofe  of  the  Romaniflt. 

On  the  18th  they  were  admitted  to 
the  Emperor's  theatre.  It  is  a  fquare, 
open  at  top.  The  fage  extends  along 
one  fide  of  the  fquare,  and  thofe  who 
•re  honoured  with  ad  mi  Hi  on  to  fee  the 
performances  are  placed  under  piazzas 
in  the  othtr  thiee  fides.  In  front  of  the 
ftage,  about  fifty  feet  diflant,  is  the 
throne,  from. which  the  Emperor  views 
the  performance.  The  reft  of  the  area 
is  ornamented  with  flower- pots.  Lord 
Itl«L<iitney  was  led  to  the  throne,  and 
received  fiom  the  Emperor's  hands  a 
■  copy  of  verfct,  made  by  himfelf  for  hit 
Bnuanic  MajcAy,  in  a  box  of  great 
-value  and  antiquity,  made  of  black 
.  wood  carved  very  neatly.  The  ambaf- 
fa  dor  had  alio  the  honour  to  receive  a 
copy  of  verfet  for  himfelf.  Here  the 
fuitewas  heaitily  tired  for  feveral  hours 
with  a  performance,  one  word  of  which 
they  couid  not  underftand,  and  w«;cli 
was  accompanied  with  a  confuted  node 
of  gongs  and  bells;  afier  which,  as  was 
uiual  every  day,  they  received  prefentt 
of  filks,  fans,  china,  &c. 

The  two  next  days  were  employed  in 
preparations  for  their  rcurn  to  Pckin, 
where  they  arrived  on  the  aftth.    Oa 
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their  journey  they  were  much  furpriied 
to  find  a  very  great  number  of  men  em* 
ployed  in  levelling  the  road  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  Emperor  on  his  re* 
turn  from  Gehol,  which  he  was  to  quit 
in  a  few  days.  The  whole  road,  a 
fpace  of  150  miles,  was  covered  with 
men  about  60  feet  afunder,  and  a  ciftern 
of  water  for  each  man,  for  watering  the 
road  on  the  Emperor's  approach,  fo  that 
the  number  of  men  and  cifterns  exceed- 
ed 13,000.  The  road  for  the  Emperor 
is  as  fmooth  and  level  at  any  walk  in 
the  gaident  at  Kew ;  no  perfon  is  al- 
lowed to  ride  or  travel  upon  it,  and  it  it 
guarded  night  and  day. 

On  the  30'h,  the  embafly  fet  out  for 
the  palace  of  Yeng  Ming-  Yuen,  whi- 
ther all  the  prefents  had  been  fent,  that 
the  Emperor  might  fee  them  together. 
They  reded  that  night  at  Htng-Min- 
Yuen,  and  fet  out  next  morning  to  a 
houfe  about  four  miles  diflant,  whence 
they  walked  a  little  way,  and  met  the 
Emperor ;  who,  learning  from  the  prin- 
cipal Mandarine,  who  attended  the  em- 
bafly, that  Lord  Macartney  was  indifpo- 
fed,  dcfired  that  his  Lordfhip  might  re- 
turn to  Pckin,  for  the  fake  of  better  ac- 
commodation. They  returned  the  fame 
day,  and  indeed  it  would  appear  that 
the  Chinefe  by  thit  time  wifhed  their 
departure  altogether;  for,  Lord  Ma- 
cartney had  an  interview  with  the  Mi- 
niftcrs  the  fame  day,  in  the  courfe  of 
which  they  recommended  to  htm  "  to 
uke  the  benefit  of  the  good  weather  for 
his  departure,  as  he  would  not  travel 
comfortably  if  he  allowed  the  winter  to 
overtake  him,  the  more  efpecially  at 
he  was  but  poorly  in  health." 

From  this  time  none  of  the  miflTion- 
arics,  of  whom  there  are  a  number  in 
the  country,  were  allowed  to  go  near 
our  countrymen  1  and  the  attendant 
Mandarines,  under  pretence  of  friend- 
ship, flrongly  urged  them  to  propofe 
departing,  at  a  change  of  treatment 
might  not  be  found  quite  pleafoni.  It 
.  ibould  be  remarked,  that  by  this  time 
ail  the  prefents  had  been  delivered. 

On  the  3d  of  September,  Lord  Ma- 
cartney prcfented  to  the  Mimflers  a 
number  of  propofalg  and  requifuions  re- 
flecting the  obje£t  of  his  million,  fit 
Lordfhtp  had  intended  flaying  till 
March,  but  it  was  now  thought  advis- 
able to  take  the  hint  that  had  been  gi- 
ven. On  the  4*h  he  requeued  permif- 
fion  to  depart.  The  Emperor's  petmif- 
fion  w*s  wi.h  him  by  next  morning,  and 
the    ftcond   day  after,   was  appointed. 

The 
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The  Chinefe,  however,  were  very  coa- 
fiderate  in  one  thing.  The  warning 
wet  lhort,  they  therefore  gave  them  a 
great  number  of  men  to  affift  in  pack- 
ing up;  and  they  were  fo  induftriout, 
that  every  thing  was  in  complete  readi- 
Beff  by  the  time  fixed.  On  the  day  of 
departure,,  the  Ambaflador  had  an  in* 
terview  with  the  Miniflcr,  and  received 
an  anfwer  to  the  proportions  he  had 
made  on  the  3d— /4/v  nnere  mil  re/t/edi 
and  the  cmbafly  left  Pekin  very  much 
mortified  at  their  want  of  fuccefs :  after 
which  Lord  Macartney  and  hie  fuite  re- 
turned to  Canton,  where  they  fpent 
their  Chriftmas. 

The  failure  in  this  bu  fine  ft  cannot  be 
eafily  accounted  for.  Perhaps  the  Man- 
daiines  who  attended  the  embafly  were 
sot  addreffed  in  the  f tiling  manner  they 
expected.     Pretty  things  for  the  Em- 
peror were  only  (how*  to  them,   and 
they  might  with  for  fomething  fubftan- 
tial  for  themfeives.     It  is  however  fup- 
pofed,  that  the  want  of  fuccefs  is  chiefly 
to  be  attributed  to  fome  evil  iraprcllion 
made  upon  the  Chinefe  Court  by  fome 
of  the  Native  Princes  of  India,  telling 
them  to  beware  how  they  allowed  the 
Englifh  to  obtain  a  footing  among  them  ; 
and  firengthening  their  admonition  by 
falfelj  Hating,  that  the  fame  people  had 
firlt,  as  friends,  obtained  fmall  fettle* 
meets  in  India,  which  they  after \va ids 
iocreafe'd  by  repeated  wars,  driving  ma- 
ny of  the  original  owners  from  their 
dominions,  and  eflablifhing  upon   their 
rum  an  immenfe  empire  for  themfeives. 
We  are  happy,  however,  to  add  that, 
when    the    I  a  It    accounts   left  Canton, 
fome   arrangements    had    taken    place 
which  indicated  a  more  friendly  difpo- 
fition  on  the  part  of  the  Chinefe  j  and 
that  fome  hopes  had  begun  to  be  enter- 
tained that  it  was  yet  poiiible  to  obtain 
the  object  of  the  voyage,   though  not 
perhaps  without  confiderable  trouble.

Thu  only  alarm  that  took 
place  any  wtierc  that  night  was  towards 
N  Clerkenwell,  to  which  the  light  horfe  vo- 
ltin;eers,  on  a  requifition  from  the  magi- 
ftratef,  marched  with  great  alacrity,  but 
tVmnd  the  danger  was  over;  tlve  rioters  bad, 
however,  attempted  to  demoUfli  a  houfe  at/ 
B  tile  Kridge,  but  were  difturbed  in  the 
act  by  the  peace-officers,  who  with  Come  dif- 
ficulty fecured  one  of  them,  and  difpe  rf -d  the 
reft.  There  being  no  appearance  of  farther 
riots,  the  Ix>rd  Mayor,  on  the  Saturday 
morning,  informed  the  Duke  of  Portland, 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  home  department, 
that  he  thought  the  ci'y  was  perfectly  reftoied 
to  peace and  £oh\  order,  and  therefore de- 
clined the  farther  aid  of  military  force.

The  readinefs  and  fpirit  with  which  tl>e  ai- 
tillerycomp.iny  and  the  !i£ln  horfe  volunteers 
flood  forward  in  fupport  of  the  civil  power, 
and  the  eminent  fei vices  i endered  by  b.Jtli 
corps,  jurtly  entitle  them  t>  theapplaufeand 
gratitude  of  their  fellow-  ciriitns  and  the 
pu*  lie  "  The  two  city  rn.Tlh.ds,  Mr.  Cl.irk 
and  Mr.  H oilier,  behaved  horn  firft  to  laft 
with  that  vigilance  and  intrepidity  which  dh% 
tingmny  good  and  able  oflic-ts.  The  Com- 
mon Council  of  Faningdon  Without,  and 
of  Cripplrgate  Without^  vei  v  lau- ably  and 
fpir.'edly  exerted  thcmfelves  in  fupport  of 
the  ma;iftiacy.

We  have  feen  the  epitaph  on 
Virgil's  tomb  thus  pointed  :

lilt  toe  qui  eeeiuit  pafcua,  rura, 
The  various  ioOruments  preferved  at 
Portici  bear  fuch  a  resemblance  to  mo- 
dern ones  as  proves  that  neceflity  always 
operates  by  the  mod  (imple  contri- 
vances, and  fuggefts  nearly  the  fame 
means.  The  Calidaria,  with  heaters 
firft  fuggeflcd  the  idea  of  tea-urns ;  an 
uncommon  trumpet  is  fuppofed,  by  Dr. 
Burney,  to  be  the  antic nt  clangor  tuba- 
rum*.  Mr.  G.  fays,  two  of  ihe  MSS 
found  at  Herculaneum  have  been  pub* 
lijbid,  and  a  third  treatife  is  foon  to  ap- 
pear. We  wi(h  he  had  told  us  what 
thefe  are. 

The  pilgrims  and  votaries  of  the  Vir- 
gin at  Lor  it  to  decreafe  in  rank  rind  num- 
ber j  inftead  of  repairing  there  in  crowds, 
to  make  offerings,  they  come  individu- 
ally, to  requeft  charity.  The  liberalities 
of  ancient  adoration  arc  dill  odentatioufly 
difplayed,  though  the  dimnefs  of  their 
precious  ftonts  often  excites  a  fufpicion 
that  their  value  is  exaggerated.  The 
town  depends  for  its  wealth  on  the  re- 
putation of   our    La»!y's    miracles    (p. 

429)- 

Ancona  has  fljurifhed  fince  it  was  de- 
clared a  free  port  by  Cement  XII.; 
who,  with  a  liberality  fcarcely  ihtwn  by 
any  former  pope,  allowed  a  general  to- 
leration in  religious  matters.  The  mole,, 
the  port,  the  triumphal  arch  of  Trajan, 
the  chearfulnefs  of  commerce,  and  the 
indications  of  fucccftful  indudry,  ren- 
der the  town  very  intereding. 

Stnigagha  is  a  large  and  ffourifhing 
town,  with  a  cathedral  cmbellifhed  by 
the  prefent*  pope,  of  whole  mnnificttit 
piety  mav  be  feen  many  proofs  in  Italy. 
Rimini  is  a  handfome  hut  irregu-ar 
town,  decorated  with  a  fine  old  arch. 
Ca/ena  is  B  logna  in  miniature.  Fer- 
rara,  once  flouriSiing  under  its  dukes, 
is  now  (ur rounded  by  a  counry  of  deep 
clay  and  ftitt  mU'J,  and  its  agriculture

and.  trade  nine  beneath  the  influence  of  a> 
papal  legate,  who  is  changed  every  6ve 
years,  and  the  city  has  the  apptararfee  of 
decay. 

Our  agreeable  traveller  has  now 
brought  us  to  Ftniee%  of  which  he  fpeaka 
rather  unfavourably.  The  doge  hat 
only  the  exterior  of  royalty,  and  few 
privileges,  except  that  of  di  ye  fling  him- 
felf  of  his  official  dignities  ana  fome- 
times  appearing  as  a  private  man  in  the. 
evening.  He  is  fubject  to  the  troubjc- 
forae  and  fcrutioiziog  authority  of  the 
inquifition,  who  can  fearch  his  palace  at; 
pleafure,  being  accountable  only,  witti 
every  member  of  the  (late,  to  the  coun- 
cil of  ten*  Nobility  declines,  but  the 
nobles  are  more  intelligent  than  in  the. 
red  of  Italy  \  the  execution  of  criminal 
jullice  is  generally  Equitable  though 
flrict  {  and  the  people  are  kept  in  good 
order,  and  not  extravagantly  taxed* 
Commerce  dill  flourishes.  The  lower, 
clalTes  arc  but  little  inftru&ed,  even  on 
the  mod  important  fuhjc&s.  Ecclefiaf* 
ticks,  being  fufpicioufly  excluded  from 
all  authority,  are  little  revered  by  the 
inferior  ranks. ,  Literature  is  not  culti- 
vated fo  much  as  it  has  been.  Liberty 
of  opinion  on  political  and  religious 
fubje&s  is  much  cucumicribed.  The 
age  of  true  poetry  is  lod  at  Venice,  as 
clfewhere.  The  carnival  concluded  with 
beheading  three  hulls,  in  allufioo  to  the 
beheading  a  rebellious  patriot  of  Aqui- 
leia  8  or  9  centuries  ago. 

Padua  is  in  a  depopulated  date;  the 
fchools,  however,  are  dill  frequented  for 
left u res.  Botany  appears  to  be  much 
attended  to;  among  the  very  curious 
plants  is  the  nttrvermix,  the  account  of 
which  would  incline  one  to  credit  what 
Dr.  Darwin,  in  the  notts  to  his  poem, 
reports  concerning  the  poifon-tree*  of 
Java  (p.  448). 

Victnza.  is  adorned  with  various  build- 
ings by  Palladio  and  Scammozzi.  The 
Olympic  theatre,  built  «n  the  principles 
of  Vitruvius,  from  a  defign  of  his  great 
imitate*,  Palladio,  is  a  mod  elegant  and 
clallical  work.  Ar  Verona  our  traveller 
left  many  things  unfeen;  and  haflen- 
ed(  through  the  T\rol,  to  Trent,  where 
he  heard  an  incomparable  organ  at  the 
cathedral  j  tht  nee,  through  grand  fcenrrv, 
to  Infpruck,  near  which,  on  the  road,  is 
this  infeription :

<  ohofro  •  a  defence  vrhkh  may  be  made 
for  the  contrivances  of  pickpockets  and 
robbers.  This  treaiife  has  evidently 
come  down  to  us  in  a  very  mutilated 
ftafe,  and  fome  doubts  have  been  ex- 
preficd  of  its  being  the  work  of  Xeoo* 
phen.  But  it  rouft  be  remenbered  that 
the  fame  notion,  obvioufly  erroneous, 
has  been  entertained,  on  more  pi  an  fib  le 
grounds,  with  regard  to  the  Anabafis*} 
and  one  French  critick  f  has  had  the 
boldnefs  to  declare  all  the  Clafticks  fpu- 
rious,  except  Virgil's  Georgioks.  and  the 
fatircs  and  cpiilUs  of  Horace.  The  in- 
ternal evidence  is  firongly  in  favour  of 
its  being  genuine  $  but,  in  any  cafe,  it  is 
obvioudy  of  high  antiquity,  and  the 
competition  of  a  perfon  well  acquainted 
with  the  government  and  manners  of  the 
Athenians.  However  applicable  thefe 
ohfervations  nf  Xenophon  may  be  to  the 

f>re(cnt  fituation  of  France,  part  of  them 
)old  out  a  very  juft  and  feriou*  warning 
to  this  country.  Briuin,  like  Athens, 
.derives  all  her.  power  from  her  maritime 
fu period ty,  which  is  both  the  caufe  and 
the  confequence  of  her  polfcfluig  large 
dominions  beyond  her  own  limits,  and 
having  an  uninterrupted  commerce  with 
every  parr  of  the  world.  The  lofs  of 
this  fuperinnty,  which  muft  inevitably 
happen  if  the  were  in  a  fituation  like  the 
pre  lent  fl  ate  of  France,  would  fink  her 
very  low  in  the  icale  of  nations.  Sup* 
poiing  France  to  continue  in  her  prefent 
anarchy  for  a  length  of  time,  her  colonies 
loft,  and  her  navy  annihilated,  whatever 
her  immediate  humiliation  might  be,  her 
internal  lefources  are  fo  great,  fo  inde- 
j>endeot  of  exremal  contingences,  that  a

"  The  idea  of  a  fovereign  people  is  at* 
abfurdity.  It  is,  in  fac>,  another  name 
for  anarchy  —  its  exigence  and  dreadful 
effefls  are  fully  defcribed  in  this  treatife 
by  Xenophon,  as  they  are  ttrongly  ex- 
emplified in  the  prefent  Conltitution  (if 
it  can  be  fo  called)  of  France**  (p.  17,. 
note). 

"  In  their  jealoufy  of  the  better  and 
more  refpc&aWe  citizens,  how  exactly 
the  Athenian  and  French  democracies 
agree  {—-another  ftriking  feature  of  re- 
fern  bl  a  nee  is  the  capricious  punifbment 
of  military  leaders.  How  perfect  a> 
counterpart  do  the  fates  of  the  French* 
generals  exhibit  to  the  execution  of  the 
naval  officers  at  Athens.  These  can  be 
no  doubt,  I  think,  but  the  manly  oppofi- 
tion  of  Socrates  to  that  infamous  mea- 
fiire  was  the  real  caufe  of  his  own  con» 
demnation"  (p..  *8,  n.) 

"  Whoever,  uot  being  in  the  rank  of 
the  populace,  chufes  rather  to  live  under 
a  democratic  government,  where  the  ad- 
mini  Oration  of  the  laws  is  in  fewer 
hands,  muft  do  it  for  the  fake  of  com* 
mitting  crimes  with  impunity,  as  well 
knowing  that  evil  actions  are  more  eafily 
concealed  where  the  government  n  in 
the  hands  of  the  multitude  than  when  it 
is  adminiflered  by  a  few  only."  Oa 
this  the  French  translator  hss  this  note- 
*'  A  democracy  is  the  afylum  to  whictv 
every  one  flies  who  has  commited,  or  in* 
tends  to  commit,  crimes.  It.appcais  that 
Xenophon,  by  cilablifhing  this  maxim,  in 
feveral  parts  of  this  treatife  has  fhewn 
himfelf  not  only  a  profound  obferver> 
but,  in  fome  nieafure,  as  infpised  by  a 
fpirit  of  prophecy  ;  for,  every  lucceeding 
age,  and  even  our  own,  have  confirmed 
thib  truth.  Not,  certainly,  that  I  think 
all  the  democrats  of  the  prefent  hour  are 
men  elTentially  bad  j.  but  we  may  eafily 
rewaik,  that  every  man  e (Tent i ally  bad, 
without  exception,  has  taken  refuge 
among  the  democrats"  (pp.  29,  jo).

It  is  obferved,  p.  569  note,  that  the  only 
inftance  in  the  annals  of  mankind,  of  a 
real  goternment  actually  carried  into 
execution  that  had  been  planned  by  a 
fpcculativc  philosopher,  was  the  Con  di- 
lution of  the  province  of  Carolina; 
which  was  framed  by  Locke  j  yet  the 
fruit  of  rhtf  experiment  was  a  form  of 
legiflation  and  jurifprudence  incapable 
ofcxecuttoo,  and  produftiv  e  only  of  evil 
io  the  attempt.  The  appendix  is  framed 
of  many  excellent  ebicrrations  on  the 
Britiih  Conftitution,  and  the  inexpedt- 
ence  of  reform,  which  befpeak  the  wri- 
ter a  mafler  in  political  fctence,  and  that 
every  line  of  his  work  deferves  the  mi- 
lurcft  coofidc  ration.

The  unabated  confidence  with  which  you 
hive  honoured  me,   and  the   folicitude  I 
have  ever  hail  to  promote  your  interefts, 
and  to  enfure  your  liberty,  pjrefcribe  to  roe 
the  obligation  of  flaring  to  you  the  prefcnt 
situation  of  public  affair?.     Ycni  remember 
bow  many  cruel  and  treacherous  arrange* 
tnents  were  made  by  the  three  Commif- 
fiotiers  of  the  French  Convention  who  were 
lent  over  to  our  ifland ;  ami  in  what  man- 
ner they  attempted  to  concentrate  the  pow- 
ers of  -  Government  in  a  fmall  number  of 
their  fatellites,  deftined  to  be  the  inftru- 
ments  or  thofe  violences  and  cruelties,  which 
were  to  be  exercifed  againft  all  weU-mean  • 
ing  perfons,  and  againft  the  nation  at  Urge. 
The  unjuft  decree  which  ordered  my  arreft, 
and  my  transfer  to  the  bar  of  the  Aflembly, 
was    the  firft  attempt  directed  by   them 
againft  your   liberty.

among  the  people  with    unexampled  im- 
piety,, every  Corfican  felt  the  necetfty  of  fc- 
parating  from  the  French,  end  of  guarding 
againft  the  poifonous  influence  of  their  er- 
rors.   The  acts  of  hoihUty  committed  hy 
tht  French,  and  thofe  Corfican  traitors  who 


had  taken  refuge  in  the  gsrrifoos  of  Calvi, 
Fiorenzo,  and  Baftia,  compelled  us  to  repel 
them  by  force  of  arms.    1  have  feen,  with 
infinite  fatisfaetion,  during  the  courfe  of  a 
whole  year,  that  your  antxeot  bravery  and 
attachment  to  your  country  were  not  in  ths>  . 
leaft  diminiihed.    In  various  encounters  the 
enemy  have  been  defeated,  although  nume- 
rous, and  fup ported  by  artillery.    You  have 
treated  the  prifoners,  taken  in  the  heat  of 
battle,  with  generofity  1  wbilft  the  enemy 
have,  in  cool  blood,  maflacred  our  prifooers, 
who  were  fo  unfortunate  as  to  fall  into  their 
hands.    In  all  thefe  agitations  we  have  kept 
ourfelves  united,  and  exempt  from  the  hor- 
rors of  Ucentioufiv'fs  and  anarchy  j  a  happy 
prefage  of  your  future  fate,  and  an  irrefra- 
gable proof  that  you  are  deferving  of  true 
liberty,   and  that  you  will  know  how  to 
:xjrefer*e  it  unfullied  by  licentioumefs  and 
jimenriors.     In  fuch  a  ftate  of  things,  a  be- 
coming diffidence  made  me,    neverthelefr, 
apprehend  that  the  enemy  would  increafe  in 
f. >rce,  and  attempt  to  carry  iiito  execution 
the  deftructive  plans  they  had  formed  againft 
you.    Under  thefe  circumftances,  I  felt  the 
neceflity  of  foreign  affiftance :  and,  in  con- 
formity to  your  general  wifhes,  and  to  the 
public  opinion  and  univerfa!  expectation,  I 
had  recourfc  to  the  king,  and  to  the  gene- 
rous and  powerful  nation,  which  hat',  on 
other  occafiom,  protect e J  the  remains  of 
our  liberty  ;  a  meafure  dictated  by  the  pub- 
lie  fafety,  and  which   I  took   only  when 
every  conciliatory  offer  had  been  obftinately 
rejected,  and  every  hope  of  obtaining  mode- 
ration or  juftice  from  the  French  Convention 
was  extinct.     His  Britannic  Majefty's  arms 
havo  made  their  appearance  in  y  >ui  lupport : 
his  (hips  and  tioops  are  employed  with  y>>u 
to  drive  from  our  country  ths  common  ene- 
my, and  the  bio  >d  of  Britons  and  Corneals 
is  conjointly  fhed  for  the  liberty  of  thisiflmd. 
Our  vnrcrprize  has  already  been  crowned 
with  happy  event*,  and  draws  near  to  a  for- 
tunate completion.     This  pleafuig  afpjct  of 
atfjiis  has    determined    me    to    turn    my

eftabluhing    a    permanent    freedom,     and 
of  fccuring    our  illand    from   the    various 
events,  which,  till  this  moment,  have  kept 
Ui  in  ag.tation.

his  Majefty.    I  cannot  bet'eV  make  known 
to  you    their  Excellencies  fentiments  than 
by  a  faithful  translation  of  their  memorial. 
The  nature  of  the  prefent  Addrefs  does  not 
permit  me  to  enlarge  upon  the  benefrs  of 
this  union,  which  tends  lo  conciliate  the 
moft  extenfive  Political  and  Civil  Liberty 
with  perfonal  fecurity.    Yon  are  convinced 
of  thefe  truths,  and  will  regulate  your  conj 
duel  accordingly  :  I  nevcrthelefs  avail  my- 
self of  this  opportunity  to  declare  to  you, 
that,  in  taking  the  Englifh  Constitution  &c 
your  model,   you   will  proceed  upon  the 
moft  (olid  principles  that  philofophy,  polxy, 
and  experience,  have  ever  been  known  to 
combine  for  the  happinefs  of  a  great  people, 
referring  to  yourfelves  the  power  of  adapting 
then  to  your  own  peculiar  Titration,  cuf- 
toms,  and  religion,  without  being  expofed 
Hereafter  to  the  venality  of  a  traitor,  or  to 
the   ambition  of  a  powerful   ufurper.

In  the  mean  time,  let  every  man  fugged 
whatever  be  may  conceive  moft  ufeful  to 
the  country,  in  order  to  communicate  his 
opinion  to  the  nation,  legally  reprefented  and 
arlembled.    Corfica  is  now  juftly  regarded 
by  foreign  powers  as  a  free  nation  j  her  re- 
fo'mions  will,  1  hope,  be  fuitable  to  her 
situation,  and  dictated  by  wifdom,  and  by  a 
love  for  the  public  good.    With  refnect  to 
myfelf,  my  dearly  beloved  countrymen,  af-

Your  Excellency  having  been  pleafed  to 
reprefent  to  u%  on  behalf  of  the  Coriican 
nation,  that  the  intolerable  and  perfidious 
tyranny  of  the  French  Convention  having 
driven  that  brave  people  to  take  up  arms  in 
their  own  defence,  they  were  determined  lo 
fhake  off  altogether  the  unjuft  dominion  of 
Prance,  and  to  alfert  the  right  of  a  free  and 
independent  nation ;  but,  being  fenfible  that 
their  own  efforts  might  be  infufficient  to 
contend  with  France,  or  other  powerful  na- 
tions, who  might  undertake  hoftile  attempts 
againft  them,  and  confiding  implicitly  in  the 
magnanimity  and  princely  virtues  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majelty,  and  in  the  bravery  and  ge- 
nerofity  of  his  people,  they  were  defuroos  of

At  one 
o'clock,  on  Friday  morning,  the  advanced 
picquets  came  into  the  fort,  and  we  then 
dtftinelly  heard  the  approach  of  the  "enemy 
along  the  road  leading  from  the  village.    We 
inftamly  commenced  a  fire  of  grape  (hot 
from   one  twenty-four   pounder  and    two 
field  pieces,  which  threw  them  into  great 
confufion,  and  mad   have  been   attended 
with  confideraUe  effect.    The  enemy  halted 
for  two  or  three  minute?,  and  then,  at  the 
perfuauonof  their  officers,  marched  on  te 
the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  began  to  dorm  the 
work.    We  kept  a  very  heavy  fire  of  mu(- 
quetry  for  about  15  minutes:  the  enemy 
were  evidently  repulfed,  and  1  am  perfuaded, 
that,  had  the  royalifts  aeled  with  refolution 
at  that  moment,  we  might  have  maintained 
our    ground ;  but,  on    the  firing   ceafing, 
numbers  of  them  concluded  the  place  loft, 
and,  .abandoning  their  ports,  ran  in  crowds 
towards  the  gate.

Mr.  Pope  in  their  opnon  of  his  practices 
in  this  branch  of  bufwefs.

Cixt.  Mac.  Auguji%  1794. 
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for  fome  ufurious  or  illegal  practices  m  fome 
money  tranfactions  with  Sir  Alexander 
Leith.  This  wr  generally  thought  a  fmart 
fentence,  and  neihans  tie  well-known  and 
well  fcouted  clur  alter  of  the  raan  co  tri- 
buted  noC  a  litt'e  towards  it  Mr.  Pope 
limfclf  though!  it  foopprtlfive  and  itnjuft, 
that  he  nevtr,  in  all  his  life  aft  r wards,  lefc 
oh*  complaining  loudly  of  it,  an  1  even  print- 
ed a  oafe,  fetting  forth  tiie  hardship  and  great 
lofs  he  fuffered.  *  At  firrt  Mr.  P«pe,  to  be 
even  with  his  plaintiff,  went  abroad  to> 
Fiance,  with  all  his  effects  anj  proj>erty, 
w  here  a  man  in  his  advanced  years,  ample 
fortune,  and  without  any  family  but  his 
wife,  a  molt  worthy  and  refpedtej!  woman, 
might  certvii'y  have  lived  very  comforta- 
bly. Put  Mr.  Pope  abroad  was  icmovcd 
from  his  friends  and  cuftomer? ;  and,  his 
money  being  idle,  which  was  always  confi- 
dered  l  y  him  as  a  great  misfoitune,  he  re-, 
folved  to  come  home  ;  and,  to  fh«w  his  re- 
fentment  (as  he  faid)  to  all  th  s  oppreffion, 
fubmitted  to  imnrifo.nment  rather  than  pay 
the  money.  This  ne  did  moll  heroically,  and 
fullered  the  long  imprifonment  of  n  years 
and  }  months.  In  the  courfe  of  this  time 
Mr.  Pope's  affairs  wore  very  different  com- 
plexions ;  and  at  one  time  he  might  have 
got  his  liberty  for  a  thonfand  pounds,  but  he 
remained  inflexible,  and  fent  them  word, 
that  **  this  would  be  acknowledging  the  * 
i uft nek  of  their  debt,  which  he  would  die 
fooner  than  do;**  and  he  Kept  his  word.—* 
Mr.  Pone,  in  prifun,  had  many  opportunities 
of  indulging  ihofe  propenfities  he  had  all  his 
life  been  reniarkaH :  for.  He  looked  alwa)  S 
at  the  pint  p.-t  of  fmall  beer  before  he  paid 
for  it,  to  f»e  that  it  was  full  j  a  pr/c  union 
th.«t  in  him  was  fome  what  e.Nxufcahle,  as 
the  pint  1  ifted  him  generally  Uo  day*,  wa- 
ter bei'g  his  common  dru-k;  and  as  to 
ftrong  l>eer,  it  ufed  to  be  a  note  of  admira- 
tion wth  hisfullow-pri(oners  when  he  drank. 
any  with  them  at  their  «<paitiium$;  but  as 
for  his  lending  f-  r  any  f»r  him'elf,  of  that 
he  never  wa*  guilty.  Hi*  t!iree  farthing 
can.L*  he  al  vays  bought  1  y  wcghr ;  that  is, 
ha  I  :he  hcvieft  of  fix,  e £l\t,  01  ten,  for  his 
money.  In  all  this  tunc,  near  tv.ehe  yens, 
he  hat  never  had  a  joirt  of  meat  on  h*  ta- 
ble ;  his  groteft  luxury  was  a  ^roat  pi.  te 
from  the  cook's  (hop.  and  that  generally 
ferved  Ivm  for  two  meals.  But  in  thele 
poio's  he  \va>  not  much  at  a  lo  s  ;  f»r  his 
f.ip"ly,  though  hvn  g  at  a  treat  oiltanre, 
ki'OA'Mig  of  his  penurious  «if;iof;ri,,n,  fent 
to  him  t'rtqucutly  a  vtry  tinnfoua'-le  and 
proper  tu-.-p'y  ;  and  <  n  ih.:c  oucafio  s  le 
has  even  Ixju  known,  fom.  tunes,  to  give 
fome  le Kings  to  hi*  err.trd-girl,  <t  elfc  to 
fome  dsftivlfed  ohjecl  —  To  do  jufti<e  to 
Inch  an  eccentric  a  character  as  Mr.  Pope, 
h  ib  prober  to  ft.tc,  tint,  while  rn  trade,  he 
h»d  .  ar'y  bej.un  the  benevolent  pri/.iice  <»f 
g;%  mg  away,evei  y  v»  eek,  a  ftonc  of  n\i;w,  aw^ 
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often  roore,  among  his  workmen  and  poor 
neighbours ;  and  this  practice  he  never  left 
off,  not  even  when  he  was  every,  day  weigh- 
ing his  candle,  or  looking  after  ihe  meafure 
of  his  (mail  beer.  In  money  transactions 
Mr.  Pope  fuffered  many  frauds  and  import - 
tions  in  prifon ;  as  he  had  n<»t  that  fcope  of 
cuftomcrs  in  his  confined  ft  ate,  and,  always 
hent  upon  making  the  mo!\  of  his  money, 
was  more  eafily  impofed  upon ;  fo  that  he 
is  fuppofed  to  have  loft,  by  men  means, 
snore  money  than  would  have  paid  bis  debt 
and  cofts,  large  as  they  were.

Even  fo 
early  as  the  publication  of  the  Rofciad,  Chur- 
chill propofed  Mr.  Col  men  as  a  proper  judge 
to  decide  on  the  pretenfiom  of  the  feveral 
candidates  f  jt  the  chair  of  Rofcius,  and  on- 
ly complains  that  he  might  he  thought  too 
juvenile  for  fo  Important  an  award.  Speak- 
ing of  the  propofed  judges  who  wet  e  fuppart- 
ted  by  the  fuffrages  of  the*  publkk,  he  fays, 
For  Colman  many  ;  but  tlie  peevifh  tongue 
Of  prudeniAge  found  oat  that  he  w  as  young/ 
When  he  came  to  London,  to  ftudy  the 
law,  he  was  received  with  great  kindnefe  by 
Isord  Bath,  who  feemed  to  mark  him  for 
intended  patronage  j  and  this  circumftance 
gave  rife  to  the  fufpicion  that  hts  Lordfoip 
had  a  natural  bias  in  favour  of  young  Col- 
mm.  Mr.  C.  was  admitted  into  the  Society 
of  LincolnVinn,  and  was  called  to  the  bar, 
where  he  praclifed  a  veiy  fbort  time. 
At  this  period  Lloyd  addrelfed  to  him  a  wry 
pleafant  poem  on  the  importance  of  his  pro- 
feflion,  and  the  feducements  to  which  he  was 
liable  on  account  of  his  attachment  to  the 
Mufes.  It  was  not  probable  that  a  genius  like 
that  of  Mr.  Colman  could  have  remained  de- 
voted to  the  dry  ftudy  of  the  law,  and  there- 
fore, when  he  renounced  the  bar,  and  attach- 
ed himfelf  to  literary  purfuit?,  and  more  par- 
ticulate the  Drama,  he  did  no  more  than 
wlut  the  publick  had  long  expected.  Lord 
Bath  left  him  a  very  comfortable  annuity, 
but  lr.fs  than  was  expslleJ,  owing,  it  is  faid, 
to  fome  little  diftVence  that  prevailed  be- 
tween them  juft  before  the  death  of  that  no- 
blerran.  About  the  year  1768,  Mr.  Beard, 
being  incapable  of  bearing  any  longer  the 
f.itigues  of  a  theati  ical  life,  and  wifhing  to 
ret:ie  from  the  management  of  Co  vent  gar- 
den theatre,  difpufed  of  his  property  in  that 
houfe  to  MefTis.  Colman,  Harris,  Powell, 
and  Ru>herfoid.  Thefe  gentlemen  corned 
on  the  ma.  ag^ment together}  but, in  a  (hort 
time,  Mr.  Colman  appealing  ro  afpire  to  a 
greater  authority  than  the  other  patentee*, 
excepting  Mr.  Powell,  were  difrx  frd  to 
grant ;  and  *fter  a  fevere  li:e-ary  c outfit, 
which  was  ptiblifhed;  Mr.  Colman  folJ  hs 
fharc,  and  retired.  Soon  after,  Mr  To  t#, 
thm  proprietor  of  the  Hay-nraikct  theatre, 
I  aving  been  im'uced  to  withdraw  from  tlie

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Hut  tranflations  from  the  French.  A  few 
years  ago  be  was  ftruck  with  a  palfy ,  wh<ch 
nearly  deprived  him  of  the  ufe  of  o/te  fiJe 
of  hit  body  1  and  in  a  (hort  time  thereafter 
be  give  evident  iigns  of  mental  derange- 
ment: in  confequence  of  which,  he  was 
placed  under  proper  management  at  Pad- 
diogton,  and  the  conduct  of  the  theatre  was

I^HE  ingenious  commentator  on  the 
Reliques  of  Ancient  Poetry,  p. 
527,  calls  in  queflion  the  authenticity  of 
Jcmt  of  the  tales  in  the  Arabian  Nights* 
an  opinion  which  1  fhould  be  g>ad  to  fee 
either  fully  efl»b1i(bed  or  difproved.  Tbc 
inaccuracy  of  Voltaire,  fo  often  detected 
and  evpofed,  would  render  his  teflimonr 
in  a  matter  of  this  kind  very  doubtful 
and  unfatis factory  ;  bur  I  have  in  *»!« 
fought  for  it  in  the  Steclt  dt  Lttus  XW. 
In  the  lift  of  the  writers  of  that  time,  this 
is  the  only  mention  which  I  find  of  the 
tranfl'tor:  "  Galant  (Antoine)  ne*  in 
Picardie  en  1646.  II  apprit  a  Con ft a n- 
tioople  Us  Iangues  Orientalcs,  ettraduific 
unc  partie  des  Cortes  Arnbcs  qu'on  con* 
no;t  fous  le  nom  des  Mille  et  une  Nuits. 
Mort  en  171 5  "  All  that  is  meant  by 
his  having  t  ran  fined  a  part  is  plainly  no 
tnore  than  that  he  left  part  untranslated. 
Jn  the  Bodleian,  there  are  many  more  of 
thefe  fables  in  the  original  Arahick, 
which  have  not  vet  been  introduced  to 
the  Englifh  reader,  and  which  would 
probably  form  a  valuable  acriuifition  to  the 
f.ock  of  innocent  amufenunt  in  our  lan- 
gunge.  The  late  Supplement  of  MM. 
Chavis  and  Cazotre  I  have  not  read,  but 
hare  been  told  that  it  is  not  genuine. 

There  is  perhaps  no  kind  of  reading 
better  adapted  to  awake  the  mental  facul- 
ties of  childhood,  and  create  chat  ardor  of 
admiration,  which  is  otrcn  fucceeded  in 
lipcr  years  by  fup-r.or  energy  of  mint!, 
and  a  thrift  for  m  nv folid  knowledge. 
It  is  an  obfervation  cf  Piaro,  that  chil- 
dien  are  fond  of  wonderful  exibitions  a.id 
conjuieis  trick*;  boy-,  of  comedio  *  ; 
young  men  and  well-  bred  women,  of  (ra- 
ged* ;  and  old  men  of  heroic  and  didactic 
joitry  (Dc  Leg.  vol.  VII 1.  70.  e<i.  Bif*s.) 

The  fame  vviittr  remark*,  that  wonder 
is  tbc  genuine  feeling  of  the  phil  .fiphcr ; 
and,  indeed,  that  it  is  the  very  fourte  of 
ptvloiojhy  itfclf  (Theat.  vol.  11.  p.  76* 
Cvii..  BiK).  I  am  inclined  to  think  that 
the  fuMime  m)thoiog\,  intei woven  in 
tbc  philofopbv  of  tbi*.  f*vorue  difciple  of 
Socrates,  was  ufed  merely  with  a  view  to 
e*xi:e  this  wonder;   rhmivh  .it*,   tiuth  is

devoutly, 
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devoutly  believed  and  ftrenuoufly  incul- 
cated by  a  learned  iranflator  of  fome  of 
Itis  writings,  in  addition  to  the  various 
eccentricities  of  this  eighteen  b  century  ; 
an  epoch  which  fome  people  feem  to 
mention  with  a  peculiar  air  of  emphafi* 
and  triumph.  The  Platonic  frftcm  has 
been  lately  difplayed  in  the  verfes  of  a 
gentleman  at  Cambridge  with  the  fpirit 
of  Lucretius  >  to  which  it  is  as  well  furitcd 
a*  the  philofophy  of  Empedocles  and  the 
morals  of  Epicurus.  This  fubjeft,  the  ex- 
tufe  of  Pindar  for  hitfplendid  forgeries,  is 
too  obvious  to  efcape  our  memory  :

Thefe  lines  would  be  an  apt  motto  for 
the  Arabian  Tales,  and  were  prefixed  to 
a  fonnet  on  the  author  of  them  by  the 
late  Mr.  RufTcl,  of  New  c6llege,  Oxford, 
whofe  few  productions  (hew  a  mind  tinc- 
tured with  the  true  die  of  poetical  ima- 
gination, as  well  as  an  uncommon  extent 
of  attainments  forliis  age.  I  am  happy 
to  feize  the  opportunity  of  paying  my 
tribute  of  refpeft  to  the  memory  of  this 
young  man,  cutoff  from  the  enjoyments 
of  lite,  and  the  hopes  of  fame,  by  fo 
premature  a  fate. 

The  coincidence  which  your  correfpon- 
dent  remarks  between  the  (tory  «f  Albon 
Haifa n  and  that  of  Tinker  Sly,  though 
extraordinary,  is  not  fufficicnt  to  impeach 
the  authenticity  of  the  former.  Many 
of  the  tales  bear  a  refembJance  to  the 
European  romances,  which  it '  is  well 
known  were  often  derived  from  the  fic- 
tions of  the  Ealt,  as  thofe  ri&ions  alfo 
might  fometimes  be  the  offspring  of 
Grrcian  fable.

The  fame  work  may  be 
confuted  00  the  rtfpeflive  merit*  of  the 
French  anil  RngljflV  tranflniens  and  for 
a  quotation  from  Col.  Capper  (Obferra- 
tiuns  on  the  Paflagc  to  India  through 


Egypt,  a*nd  acrofs  the  De'fen),  in  which 
it  is  faid  of  the  Tales  in  queflion,  that 
""  they  are  wiitten  bv  an  Arabian,  and 
'  are  univerfally  read  and  admired  through- 
out Afia  by  perfons  of  all  tanks,  both 
old  and  young  j"  and  that  "  they  are 
held  in  che  fame  eftrmation  all  over  Afia 
as  the  Adventures  of  Don  Quixote  in 
Spain-'*  They  are  here  mentioned  as  the 
work  of  one  man,  though  I  have  heard, 
from  an  Oriental  fcholar  of  high  cele- 
brity, that  thev  were  probablv  a  collec- 
tion of  (lories  invented  by  different  peo- 
ple, and  which  were  frequently  read  or 
recited  for  amufement  at  their  parties  j 
a  method  of  entertaining  themfelves  ac 
leait  as  edifying,  and  perhaps  as  delight- 
ful, as  the  fcandal  and  politicks  of  our 
daily  pipers.

YOUR  accounts  of  the  preparations 
made  bv  the  Chinefe  for  the  jour- 
ney of  the  Emperor  have  not  fo  much 
aftonifhed  me,  having  before  often  read 
of  fimilar  preparations  made  in  Rulfia 
for  the  Emprefs.  In  thefe  countries, 
where  it  is  fo  much  the  intereft  of  Mi- 
*  miters  to  infinuate  themfelves  into 
Court- favour,  we  may  attribute  partly 
to  their  activity  and  alettneft  the  conti- 
nued readinefs  (hewn  for  the  reception 
of  the  Sovereign.  It  did  not  fo  much 
aftomfh  me  to  read  of  roads  levelled  in 
China  for  the  eafe  of  the  Empe.or's 
journey,  as  to  hear  of  beautiful  villages 
trccled  in  Ruflia  fcr  the  fake  of  gratify- 
ing the  eye  of  the  Emprefs  in  palling. 
Io  particular,  it  is  recorded  of  her  be- 
ing on  a  party  of  pleafure  in  the  coun- 
try, and  exprclfirgyi  with  to  fee  a  vil- 
lage of  fuch  a  form  and  description 
tvithin  her  dominions.  In  the  courfe  of 
a  few  dA\st  (he  had  the  pleafure  and  fa- 
tifcfa&ion  of  feeing  one  after  her  own 
model  ere£ted,  by  the  care  and  atten- 
tion of  her  prime  minifter,  who  had  not* 
only  gratified  his  miflrefs  in  that  parti- 
cular, but  had  alfo  made  her  a  new 
road  through  the  ino(t  beautiful  part  of 
her  dominions,  by  which  (he  might 
pleaiantly  be  conveyed  to  Pctcifburg. 

I  cannot  adduce  any  inftance  in  Ruf- 
fia  of  a  wall  fimilar  to  that  in  Rullia  lor 
the  defence  of  the  country.  The  remo- 
val of  the  irnmenle  roik,  however,  to 
Pctcrfburg,  on  which  the  l'titueof  Pe- 
ter the  great  is  now  fixed  (as  recotded 
in  your  Magazine),  is  a  matter  of  vaft 
ai\<>ni(hment,  filling  the  mind  with  (ub- 
lime  awe  even  in  contemplating  the 
works  of  mankind.

Darwin'*  opinion,  1  conceived  it  un- 
anfwerable.  His  father  however  thinks 
other  wife,  and  attempts  to  elude  its 
force  by  faying  : 

"  It  is  certain,  when  any  pcrfon  resolves 
in  a  ligl  t  torn  with  his  eyes  clofed,  that  he 
nevei  thcl*.'fs  perceives  differences  of  light  both 
in  quantity  and  colour  through  his  eyt-!idsas 
he  turns  round  ;  and  readdy  gains  Jpcilia  of 
thofe  differences.  And  thefe  fpe&'a  rre  n  t 
very  different,  except  in  vivacity,  from  thofe 
which  he  acquires  when  he  revolves  with 
un clofed  eyes." 

Bur,  nor  toconreft  the  juflnefsof  ihefe 
observations,  when  fpeftra  of  the  fame 
kind  ditfer  in  v  vacity,  do  not  the  faint- 
er difaprear  more  quickly  than  the 
flronger  ?  and  ought  nor,  therefore, 
upon  his  own  principles,  the  apparent 
rotation  to  continue  longer  when  we 
hive  revolved  with  our  eves  open,  than 
if  we  had  ictolved  with  them  clofed, 
evert  though  both  experiments  had  been 
made  in  a  ti^hi  room  ?  I  anlwer,  that 
to  my  perception  the  rotation  continues 
equally  long  in  both  cafes.  But  what 
would  the  event  be  if  we  were  to  turn 
ourfelves  in  at/ark  room  ?  To  this  Dr. 
Darwin  lay*  nothing.  I  cap  alien, 
however,  from  experience,  that  if  any 
perfon  will  turn  himfelf  in  a  daik  room 
til!  he  becomes  g>ddy,  having  prev.oufiy 
remained  in  it  a  l.jfficient  time  co  alio* 
the  fptttra  of  objects  he  hitd  formeily 
fee n  to  difappc^r,  he  wiil  obferve,  upon 
the  admiHion  of  light,  that  the  furiound-

Though  I  think  I  may  fafely  regar^ 
what  1  have  juft  now  faid  to  be  a  com- 
plete confirmation  of  my  former  remaika 
upon  Dr.  Darwin's  opinion  j  yet,  to 
(hew  that  it  is  not  from  one  fotirce  only 
that  I  derive  my  conviction  of  its  being 
erroneous,  I  proceed  to  exhibit  feveral 
other  arguments  agairfft  it* 

1.  When  a  perfon  ceifes  to  turn, 
after  he  has  become  giddy,  objects  ac 
firft  appear  to  move  through  confider- 
able  fegments  of  circles.  Thefegments 
thenceforth  gradually  become lefs  ;  and, 
at  length,  the  objects  feem  to  reft.  Now 
no  reafon  is  afforded  by  Dr.  Darwin's 
theory,  why  the  apparent  motion  ' 
mould  not  be  as  great  juit  before  it  ceafes 
as  when  it  was  firft  obferved.  The 
fpefira  indeed  may  become  fainter  and 
fainter  ;  but,  as  the  lad  torn  we  give

From  the 
time  he  began  to  refide  in  the  conntiy,  he  * 
turned  his  thonghts  to  the  improvement  of 
that  fmall  part  of  the  eftates  which  had  de- 
fcended  to  htm  from  his  ancestors.  He  was 
kind  to  his  tenant*,  encouraged  agriculture, 
cultivated  gardening  in  almolt  its. branches, 
and  was,  perhaps,  the  firrt  tltat  began  10  or- 
nament corn  fields  with  walks  and  plan- 
tations." 

Mr.  Hay's  attention  to  his  duty -as  a  * 
magiftrate,  and  to  the  poor,  his  inde- 
pendent conduct  in  parliament,  hit  con- 
jugal affection,  and  bis  parental  conduct 
and  Tare  of  his  children's  education,  am 
enlarged  on  among  the  Art  king  features 
of  his  chancier.  His  youngeit  (00,  juft 
on  the  point  of  being  entered  from 
Weftminfttr  at  Chrift-Church,  died  of  a 
fudden  and  violent  diforder  on  his  lungs 
eight  months  before  his  father,  who  died 
of  an  apoplexy,  by  the  bursting  of  a 
btood-vefTcl  in  his  head,  io  his  60th 
year,  June  2 a,  175$-  The  fecond  loa 
loft  his  life  in  the  £all  India  Company's), 
fetvice,  at  Patna,  1763.  Theeldeft  died 
of  a  confumption,  1786,  baring  ferved 
his  country  in  various  military  expedi- 
tions, and  as  representative  for  the  bo» 
rough  of  Lewes  in  two  fucceffive  par- 
liaments. 

Such  are  the  ftoit  outlines  of  the  life 
and  character  of  this  worthy  man  and 
his  family,  and  (uch  the  tribute  pajd  to 
their  memory  by  the  good  fenfe,  taftc, 
and  gratitude,  of  their  reprcfentarive.

Ivtu  Fever,  as  it  appeared  in  the  City  of  Phi- 
ladelphia, in  the  Tenr  l*9J.  By  Benjamin 
Rufll,  A/.  D.  Prtfeflir  of  the  Inflitutei,  and 
of  Clinical  Medtctne,  in  the  Univerfity  of 
PennfyUauta. 

IN  reviewing  the  publication  before 
at,  we  cannot  avoid  cxorelliog  our  re- 
gret that  the  College  of  Phsficians  of 
Philadelphia,  as  well  as  our  author, 
mould  have  fhcwa  fo  little  obfervation 
refpcQing  epidemical  diftafes  as  their 
determinations  on  the  oiipin  and  caufe 
of  that  which  is  the  fulject  of  our  pre* 
fent  difcuflion  demon  Hi  ate.  The  Col- 
lege confidcred  it  as  an  import td  difeafe. 
Dr.  Kufh,  as  originating  from  the  ef- 
fluvia of  fome  putrid  coffee,  which  had 
been  thiowr.  on  one  of  the  whaifs  in  the 
town  ;  nntwithfland  ng  Dr.  Rufh  makes 
it  appear,  that  the  lame  yellow  fever  had 
vifited  Atneiica  in  the  jears  1699,  1737* 
1741,  1747,  and  176a,  though  in  a  lei's 
violent  manner  than  in  1793  ;  when,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Ruin's  account,  40^4  of 
the  inhabitants  pcrilhed  from  the  ift  of 
Auguft  to  the  9th  of  November. 

We  believe,  with  the  fugacious  Hip- 
pocrates, that  the  fenfible  and  obviooi 
changes  in  the  atmofphere  arc  generally 
an  adequate  folution  of  all  the  difficul- 
ties refpe&ing  cpidemicks;  and  that  the 
difeafe  in  queftion  wav  produced  by  a  fe- 
ries  of  uncommonly  hot  and  dry  wea- 
ther, which  had  preceded  its  firft  appear- 
ance in  Philadelphia. 

We  with  our  author  had  employed 
lefs  time  in  advening  to  fuch  a  variety 
of  bad  authorities,  and  frequently  to 
corroborate  a  common- place  fad.  Nei- 
ther can  we  approve  of  thofe  jargooia 
fubtleties,  p.  18—31,  &c.  cooceming 
thrtQ  and  imdirtQ  debility  |  for,  whaC 
can  be  under  food  by  this  paftage  > 
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**  The  dull  eye  and  lowneft  of  f pints  ap- 
peared to  be  the  eflecls  of  fuch  an  excels  in 
the  Jimmlus  of  the  contagion  at  to  induce  /*- 
dtna  debility  i  while  the  brilKant  eye  and 
the  unufual  vivacity  feero  to  have  been  pro- 
duced by  a  left  quantity  of  the  contagion 
acting  as  a  cardW upon  the  fyftera*'  (p. 36). 

As  we  confidcr  this  fever  a  genuine 
•pidemick,  and  produced,  like  epide- 
micks  in  common,  by  the  morbid  (late 
of  the  atmofpheire,  we  admit  neither  of 
its  £§*tagwm  nor  inf*&wu\  and  we  are 
the  more  furprized  at  Dr.  Ru(h'«  fo  often 
trfing  thefe  epithet?,  ss  defcriptive  of  the 
nature  of  the  difcafe,  when  he  himfelf 
has  p.mn,  p.  109,  a  fati>fa£tory  account 
of  its  origin  1  and  adds,  "  there  i«  no 
record  of  a  dry,  warm,  flagneting  air 
having  caifted  for  any  leng'h  of  time 
without  producing  d'feafes."  Here  Dr. 
Ru(h  fcems  to  have  loft  light  bf  h*n  firft 
no'ion,  that  it  was  produced  hv  the  pu- 
trid exhalations  from  rotren  coffee.  Be- 
fides,  the  cure  of  the  difcafe  confined 
folelv  in  the  antiphlogirtic  ()  flem ;  and 
in  tne  courfe  of  which  Dr.  Rum  ex- 
pre  111  v  fays,  p.  *6of  "  the  authority  of 
Dr.  Mofcley  had  $reat  weight  with  me 
in  ad  vifing  the  lots  of  blood  ;  more  ef- 
pecially  as  his  ideas  of  the  highly -i*flam~ 
mafry  nature  of  the  ftver  accorded  fo 
perfectly  with  my  own."  See  a'.fo  p.  1  %. 

We  are  forry,   likewife,  to  remaik, 
that,  though  much  credit  is  due  to  Dr. 
Rum  for  his  exemplary  candour,  vet  we 
do  not  view  it  entirely  deflitu'e  of  fome 
tincture  of  credulity.     Can  if  be  Doftible 
for  a  pcrlon  of  Dr.  Ruth's  expencnce  to 
imagine  that  "  the  Ucktd  jaw  is  an  oc- 
casional fymptom  of  dyfenttry  in  Ja- 
maica?" (p.  90).     We  find  co/ul  lur- 
prfce  that  he  Oiould  conceive  that  any 
man  ever  ufed  the  aid  bath  in  the  -yej- 
low  fever  of  the  Weft  Indies  (p.  3Ci)i 
and  that  it  fliould  appear  to  him  as  a 
novelty  that  the  \tllo\v  fever  '•  is  one  of 
the  mod  mtrtal  dijiajn  \*  or  that  tin  re 
is  a  fuccefiful   mode  of  ticaiiirg  it  *'  a- 
mong  the  fuhjccls  which  will   admit  of 
innwahom"   (p.  314).     Has  Dr.  Kuth 
fciioufly  confuted  what  it  is  for  s  man 
**  to  walk    an   hundred  nii'o   in    thice 
days  in  Jamaica,  living  on  bread,  fallad, 
and  water,  an  I  carrying  30  or  40  pounds 
on  his  back  ?"  (p.  35s). 

The  wotk  before  us,  though  far  from 
being  arranged  wjth  prtcifion  and  me- 
thod, in  oiher  tefpicls  cannot  fail  to  be 
intercfting  and  ufcful.  Dr.  Ruth  has, 
in  the  motl  ingenuous  and  liberal  man- 
ner, freely  related  his  own  errors,  as 
well  as  thofe  of  bis  medical  brethren  ; 
and,  ia  gifing  us  the  various  difputcs 


among  the  faculty  concerning  the  nature ' 
and  treatment  of  the  difeafe,  impartiality 
and  truth  run  through  the  narradost, 
without   difguife   or  ornament.     Dr. 
Rum  arrogates  nothing  to  himfelf  that 
does  not  belong  to  him.    lie  conferTct 
the  fatal  opinions  and  praSicc  that  him- 
felf, as  well  at  others,  publiAVed  and 
adopted  at  firft,  and  retraced  them  af» 
terwards,  in  a  manner  becoming  an  ele- 
vated mind  (p.  a 28)  j  and,  by  nit  firau 
ntfs  and  pencveiance,  deflroyedthe  on* 
fortunate  fyftetn  which  was  uetvej-talfcy 
followed  in  the  treatment  of  the  difeafe,  - 
which  01  he  wife  muft  have  depopulated 
the  city.    The  fatal  medicines  employed ' 
at  fii  ft  were  hark,  nviut,  lamdmmam  1  and ' 
were  continued  until  it  was  difcovered 
that  the  dieadtul  fcottrge  which  afflicted  , 
the  cifVt  with  local  variations  on!y9  wt)t* 
the  tndtmial  canfmt  of  Dr.  Mofcley,  or 
ytllwo  fevtr  of  the  Weft  Indies  |  and 
that  the  cure  conftfted  in  following  thntt 
author's  directions,  in  his  treitiie  on  the 
yellow  fever  in  the  Wrft  Indies *.     Ins*  . 
mediately  on  this  difemrery  Dr.  hAeafe 
publtfiied,  in  the  Philadelphia  Mail,  ex- 
tracts from   Dr.  Mofcley 's  treatife  oa 
this  difeafe  f ;  and,  foon  after,  Dr.  RuAi 
publifiud  the  following  important  c(uci-  . 
dation  in  the  Federal  Gazette,  which 
happily   terminated  all  the  difputcs  a* 
morg  the  faculty,  both  on  tlie  nature ' 
and  cure  of  the  difeafe,  and  eftabtfmed  n 
rational  method  of  treatment,  confiding, 
Amply*  of  bleeding  and   purging,  and 
abflaining  from  opiates.

In  my  difpatch  of  the  13th  ult.  I  had  the 
honour  to  acquaint  you  of  my  intention  to 
land  on  the  fide  of  Fort  Fleur  d'Eper,  and 
try  to  regain  Grande  Terre,  fo  foon  as  what 
force  could  be  drawn  from  the  other  iffands 
ihould   be   collected;    accordingly,   having 
been  joined  by  moft  part  of  it,  1  ordered 
Brigadier-general  Symes  to  make  a  landing, 
with  the  grenadiers  under  the  command  of 
lieutenant  colonel  Fuller,  and  the  light- in- 
fantry under  the  command  of  lieutenant-co- 
lonel Gomm ;  which  was  effected,  without 
loft  or  oppofition,  early  in  the.  morning  of 
the  19'h  ult.  at  Arce  Canoe,  under  cover  of 
two  frigates,  the  Solehay,  Capt-  Kellv,  and 
the  Winchelfea,   Capt.  Lord  Gailies,  the 
enemy  retiring ;  and  the  fame  troops  moved 
on  to  Gozier,  and  took  pofleffion  or  it  in  the 
afternoon,  which    the    enemy    abandonee*, 
burning  fome  houfes.     As  the  enemy  had 
pofleffion  of  a  fuuation  that  commanded  the 
road  to  fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  I  detached  three 
companies  of  grenadiers  and  thf  ee  companies 
of  light- infantry,    under  the  conmai.d  of 
lieutenant-colonel  Fifhcr,  who  marched,  at 
twelve  o'clock   in  the  night  between  the 
25th  and  26th  u't-  by  a  circuitous  and  moft 
difficult  path,  coming  on  the  back  of  the 
enemy  at  fix  o'clock  the  next  morning,  who 
fled.     One  of  their  fen  tries  fell  into  his  hand?, 
and  he  took  pofleflion  of  that  and  two  other 
commanding    heights.      Having    Cent    two 
amuzertes  to  that  detachment  the  fame  day, 
the  enemy  made  an  attack  upon  the  efcort 
when  mounting  the  hill  on  which  lieutenant- 
colonel  Fifher's detachment  was  pofted,  who 
attacked  ?nd  repulfed  them      The  enemy 
continuing  in  pofleffion  of  a  chain  of  high 
and  woody  grounds,  with  difficult  partes  be- 
tween our  poft  and  Morne  Mafcot,  the  le- 
mainder  of  the  grenadiers  and  light-infantry, 
with  Capt.  Robertfon's  battalion  of  Teamen, 
were  pufhed  forward  to  the  fame  poft,  and 
on  the  27th  ult.  the  enemy  were  attacked  on 
all  fides  by  brigadier-general  Symes,  with  the 
grenadiers    and  light- infantry,    completely 
routed,    driven   down    to   Morne  Mafu>t, 
where  they  aja  n  made  refinance,  and,  being 
charged  with  bayonets,  they  Med  into  fort 
Fleur  d'Epee.     Having  collected  confidera- 
ble  force  from  the  town  of  Point  a  Petre  and 
the  neighbourhood,  arming  Blacks,  Mulat- 
tos, and  all  colours,  they  advanced  in  gieat 
numbers  the  fame  afternoon,  under  cover 
of  their  guns,  from  fort  Fleur  d'Epee,  which 
fo  completely  raked  the  top  of  the  hill,  that 
the  grenadiers  could  hardly  appear  on  it,  un- 
til the  enemy  were  alfo  there,  and  attacked 
that  part  of  Morne  Mafcot  where  lieutenant- 
calooel  Fiflicr  was  potted  with  the  grena- 


diers, when  an  obftinate  engagement  took 
place,  which  lafted  for  fome  time,  the  front 
being  within  a  few  yards  of  ea^h  other,  and 
the  enemy's  number  being  very  fuperiori 
but  the  grenadiers  forced  tliem  down  the  hill 
again  with  great  (laughter.    The  29th,  the 
enemy,  having  collected  a  dill  greater  force, 
cloathing  Mulattoes  and  Blacks  in  the  Natio- 
nal  Uniform,  to  the  amount  of  1500  men, 
again  attacked  the  fame  poft;  and  at  this 
time  they  had  a  field-piece  on  the  right, 
which  enfiladed  the  grenadiers,  in  addition 
to  their  guns  in  front,  which  fired  round  and 
gripe  (hot  from  the  fort.     Having  obferved 
the  enemy  making  a  movement  towards  the 
rear  of  the  grenadiers,  to  take  pniferfion  of 
a  houfe  aiyl  ltrong  ground,  which  the  ad 
battalion  of  light-infantry,  under  major  Rofs, 
was  then  ordered  to  occupy;  but,  having 
fome  diftance  to  go,  four  companies  of  gre- 
naiiers  were  detached  under  major  Irving 
from  the  poft  on  Mafcot,  before  the  engage- 
ment commenced,  who  feized  the  poft  in 
the  rear,  left  the  enemy  might  get  there  be- 
fore'our  light-infantry,  which  had,  however, 
reduced  our  foice  on  Mafcot  at  the  time  of 
its  being  attacked :   but  major  Rofs,  with 
the  sd  light-infantry,  reaching  the  poft  in 
the  rear  loon  after  major  Irving,  the  latter 
inftantly  returned  to  M Afoot  with  the  four 
companies  of  grenadiers ;  and,  having  rejoin* 
ed  when  the  engagement  had  lafted  for  fome 
time,    the  enemy  were  charged  with  bayo- 
nets, and  driven  from  the  height  with  ftill 
greuer  (laughter  than  on  their  former  at- 
tack.   During  the  fir  ft  day's  engagement, 
lieutenant-colonel  Filher  was  (truck  with 
grape-fhot,  oc canon  in g  contufions  only,  and 
01  the  laft  his  horfe  was  killed  under  him. 
During  this  time,    major  Rofs,   with  the 
2d  light-infantry,  was  alfo  engaged  with  the 
enemy,  and  repulfed  them  with  lofs  on  their 
fide.    The  rainy  feafon  being  already  fei-in, 
and  this  being  the  laft  month  for  acting  before 
the  hurricane  feafon,  at  the  fame  time  that 
tlie  troops  were  expofed  alternately  to  heavy 
rains  and  a  vertical  fun,  together  with  the 
circumltances  of  the  great  (laughter  recent- 
ly futlcred  by  tlie  enemy  in  the  two  attacks 
they  made  on   Morne  Mafcot,  determined 
me  to  make  an  effort  for  finilhing  the  cam- 
paign at  once;  and  I  concerted  meafures 
accordingly, ordering  brigadier-general  Symes 
to  march  in  the    evening    of  tlie  ift  inft.

Sir,  CiAy,  Augub  10  1794. 

I  have  the  fatisfaction  to  inform  you,  that 
the  town  of  Calvi  furrendered  to  Jiis  Majef- 
tyS  forces  on  tlte  10th  inftan',  after  a  fiege 
of  fifty-one  days.  As  I  perfectly  agreed 
with  Lord  Hood  in  opinion  that  the  vtmoft 
difJMtch  wasneceflary,in  order  to  enable  the 
troops  (elected  fo*" the  fiege  of  C.lvi  to  begin 
their  operations  before  the  commencement  of 
the  unhealthy  feafon,  every  effort  was  11  fed 
to  forward  the  neceifary  preparations ;  and 
io  effectual  were  the  exertions  of  the  differ- 
ent departments,  th.it,  in  the  courfe  of  a  very 
few  days,  the  regiments  embarked  at  Baftia ; 
and  Gip'ain  Nelfon,  of  his  Majefty's  (hip 
Agamemcoo,  confented.  in  Lord  Hood's 
abfence,  to  proceed  to  Port  Agra,  where  a 
landing  was  efTeclel  on  the  19th  of  June; 
and,  in  the  com  fc  of  the  fame  day,  the  army 
encamped,  in  a  it  rang  pofition,  upon  the 
Sen  a  del  Cap'icc'me,  a  ridge  of  mountains, 
thn*e  miles  diftaut  from  the  town  of  dlvi. 
From  many  of  the  o»»t  polls,  and  paiticular- 
ly  from  thofe  the  friendly  Corficans  were 
ordered  ro  occupy,  I  could  diftinctly  difcover 
that  the  town  of  C  dvi  was  ftrong  in  point 
offituation,  well  fortified,  and  amply  f ap- 
plied with  he.ivy  ajtilhi  y.  The  exterior  de- 
fence*, on  which  the  enemy  had  bellowed 
"a  confide'  aSlc  1  .hour,  confided  in  the  bomb- 
proof  Stone  S>nr  Fort  Mozello,  mounting 
ten  pieces  of  ordinance,  with  a  battery  of  fix 
pins  on  us  iig!tf,  flanked  by  a  fmall  en- 
tieochnr.ent.  In  the  rear  of  this  line  (which 
covered  titc  town  to  the  Weft  war  J),  on  a 
rocky  hi  1  to  the  Eaft,  was  placed  a  battery 
of  three  guns.  Confiderably  advanced  on

principal  difficulties  in  approaching  the 
my's  works  did  not  fo  much  arifa  from  the 
ft r^ngth  of  the  defences,  as  from  the  height 
of  the  mountains  and  rugged  rocky  fur  face 
of  the  country  it  was  neceifary  to  penetrate  3 
and  fo  confiderable  were  thefo  obftacles 
againft  the  ufual  mode  of  attack,  that  it  was 
judged  expedient  to  adopt  rapid  and  forward 
movemen's,  inftead  of  regular  approaches. 
In  conformitv  to  this  plan  of  proceeding,  the 
feamen  and  foldiers  were  laborioufty  employ- 
ed in  making  roadf,  dragging  guns  to  the 
tons  of  the  mountain*,  and  collecting  milita- 
ry ftorrs  for  the  purpofe  of  erecting  two  mor- 
tar and  four  feparate  gun  batteries  on  the 
fame  night.  One  of  theie  was  intended 
againft  the  MoHmocheicho ;  the  fecond  to  be 
conftructed  on  rocks  to  cover  the  principal 
one  of  fix  guns  1  which,  by  a  fudden  march, 
and  the  exertions  of  the  whole  army,  was 
to  be  erected  within  feven  hundred  and  fifty 
yards  of  the  Mozello.  From  fome  miftake,the 
battery  propofed  againft  the  Mollinochefho 
was  built  and  opened  two  days  before  the  ap- 
pointed time,  and  confiderably  damaged  that 
for*.  Obferving,  however,  that  k  was  llie 
determination  of  the  enemy  to  repair  and 
not  to  evacuate  it,  the  Royal  Irifh  regiment 
was  ordered,  on  the  evening  of  the  6th  of 
July,  to  move  towards  their  left,  expofing 
the  men  to  the  fire  of  their  artillery.  This 
diverfion  was  feconded  at  fun-fet,  and  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  night,  by  a  feign- 
ed attack  of  the  Corficans,  which  fo  effectu- 
ally deceived  the  enemy,  that  they  withdrew 
a  confiderable  piquet  from  the  fpot  where 
the  principal  ba'teiy  was  to  bo  conftructed, 
in  order  to  fupport  the  Molhnochefco,  and, 
directing  the  whole  of  their  fire  to  that 
point,  enaMed  the  troops  to  complete  their 
work.

This  emulator  of  Crcm  well  was  (hortinfta- 
ture,  being  only  five  feet  two  or  three  inches 
in  height :  his  itep  was  firm ;  and  his  quick 
pace  in  walking  announced  great  activity.

Aim,  that  he  could  never  look  a  man  foil  in 
the  face.     He  was  matter  of  the  talent  of 
declamation;  and  as  a  public  fpeiker  was 
hot  amife  at  competition.     In  his  harangues 
he  was  extremely  fond  of  the  figure  called 
sntitbejt ;  but  failed,  whenever  he  attempted 
irony.    His  diclion  was  at  times  harfh,  at 
others  harmonioufly  modulated,   frequently 
brilliant,  but  often  trite,  and  was  coaftantly 
blended  with  common-place  digreiTwns  on 
virtue,  crimes,  and  cft/piratta*    Even  when 
prepared,  he  was  but  an  indifferent  orator. 
Hisjogick.  wasoffce*  replete  with  fophifms 
and  fubtleties  j  but  he  was  in  general  fteril 
of  ideas,  with  but  a  very  limited  feope  of 
thought,  aft  is  aftmoft  always  the  cafe  with 
thofe  who  are  too  much  taken  up  with  them- 
Helves.    Pride  fanned  the  bails  of  his  cha- 
racter '  and  I*  h*d  a  gpeat  thirll  for  rtcraryr 
but  a  fini  greater  for  political,  fame.    He 
spoke  with  contempt  of  Mr..  Pitt ;  and  yet, 
above  Mr.  Pitt,  he  could  fee  nobody  unlefs 
himfelf.     The  reproaches  of  tlie  Rnglifh 
journalifts  were  a  high  treat  to  his  vanity  : 
whenever  he  denounced  them,   his  accent 
and  expreinon  betrayed  how  much  his  ftlf- 
tove  was  flattered.    U  was  delightful  to 
him  to  hear  the  French  rrmiej-  named  the 
*  armies  of  Robefpierre;"'  and  lwt  was  charm- 
ed with  being  included  iu  the  lift  of  tyrants. 
Daring  and  cowan'ly  at  the  fame  time,    lie 
threw  a  veil  over  hie  manoeuvre?,  and  was 
•ften  imptndent  in  pomtit  g  out  his  victims. 
If  one  of  the  Repref.-ntatives  mode  a  motion 
which  difpleafcd  him,  he  fuiidenly  turned 
round  towards  him  with  a  menacing  afpelt 
for  fome  minutes-.      Weak  and  re ven refill, 
fobrr  nnd  frufual,  chafte  by  temperament, 
and  a  libertjne  hy  the  eJfecl  of  the  imagina- 
tion)   he  was  fond  of  attracting  the  no'ite 
of  the  women,  &nd  had  them  imprifoticd 
for  tlie  fole  p'cifureof  reftoring  them  iheir 
liberty.     He  nude  them  Ihed  tears,  to  wipe 
them  from  their  cheeks.      In  practicing  his 
deiniions,  it  was  his  particular  aim  to  act  on 
tender  and  weak  minds.

He  arrived  by  fpletv.id  abilities  to 
the  fit  nation  of  prime  fvijeant  at  law,  and 
had  very  great  practice  at  the  bar.  H<*  wa* 
a  \cx<Sao%  »*&  u*  the  feoate,  and  com  mumied 

attention 
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attention  whenever  lie  fpoke.    He  had  the 
cleiretl  head  tint  ever  conceived,  and  the 
fwecteft  tongue  that  ever  uttered,  the  fug- 
geflions  of  wifJom ;  but  lie  had  hit  faults, 
and  was  always  deemed  what  is  underftbml 
by  the  world  a  rank  courtier.  When  he  was 
appointed  provoft  of  the  univerfity  of  Dub- 
lin (which  lit  nation,  fince  the  reign  of  Eli- 
zabeth, who  founded  the  college,  was  al- 
ways filled  by  an  unmarried  man)  the  Ce- 
libacy of  Fellows,  who  w^re  interdicted  from 
conjugal  riter,  rofe  up  in  arms  agatnft  him. 
Some  of  the  be  ft  fjtihcal  writings,  in  profe 
and  virrfe,  that  the  Iri(b  ever  read,  on  this 
occafion  made  their  appearance  in  the  daily 
prints,  and  were  afterwards  published,  in  a 
pamphlet,  by  the  title  of  Prancerinv/a ;  Mr. 
Hutchinfon  for  many  antecedent  years  hear- 
ing the  came  of  Prancer.    The  conflict  in 
Che  univerfity  was  fo  great  after  he  became 
provoft,  that  he  procured  a  decree  permit- 
ting the  fellows  to  marry.    This,  howcter, 
did  not  anfwer;  a  moll  formidable  parly 
was  raifed  aga:nft  him.     The  prefs  teemed 
with  pafquit-.adus,  and  even  the  fizarsof  lire 
houfc  infulied  liun.     Soon  after  Mr.  Hutch- 
infon obtained  that  eminent   fit  nation,   he 
quarrel'ed  with  the  then  attorney- general, 
Mr.  Tifdal,  a  gentleman  about  70  years  of 
age,  and  fent  him  a  challenge.     Mr.  Tifdal 
replied  by  moving  for  an  information  agVinft 
Mr.  Hutchinfon    in   the  Court  of  King's 
Bench,  and  a  rule  xifi  was  g>  anted.    Some 
of  the  ableft  men  at  the  bar  offered  their 
Services  to  the  attorney-general  on  this  occa- 
fion, and  tlie  pleadings  organ.  The  Provoft 
unJertrok  his  own  defence ;  and, after  fpeak- 
ing  for  three  days,  the  confideratinn  was  ad- 
5  turned  to  the  fi  Rowing  term.  Th'.s  bufmefr, 
liowever,  never  came  on  agon,  the  attor- 
ney-general  dying  within  the  lime,  and  tl.e 
proceedings  of  comrfe  finally  (lopping.     Ne- 
ver be&ire  did  Mr.  Hutchinfon,  or  indeed 
any  other  man,  difplay  fuch  eminent  talents 
as  lie  did  on  tins  occafion.     He  delighted  his 
auditors  by  the  beauty  of  his  language,  and 
aitoniftied  the  Bench  with  the  amazing  force 
of  his  rcafouing.     All  the  flowers  of  rhcto- 
1  ick  feemed  by  him  to  have  bten  culled  to- 
gether to  ornament  his  diclion  ;  and  tropes 
aiid  metaphors  were  moft  artfully   intro- 
duced tn  dazzle  the  mind's  eye,    when   it 
met  with  a  guilty  fact  tit  it  found  argument 
could  not  do  away.     His   power  and  his 
wealth  gained  him  many  adhetents,  and  he 
flemmeJ  the  ton  wit  of  opp«>fition  with  re- 
futation and  with  fuccefs  as  to  ftrength  of 
pany ;  but,  on  an  examination  for  a  fellow- 
ship, where  l.e  was  to  pafs  the  ji'Jl  opinrn, 
in  re f peel  to  the  anfwer  given  by  one  of  the 
candidates  to   a   que/Hon,    he  unfortunately 
laid  Bene,  when  all  the  fenior  fellows,  uho 
pronounced  their  decifion  afterwards,  faid, 
Hhn  oitwm.    In  tlie  univerfity,  as  a  rmn  of 
literature,  he  whs  therefore  never  efteemed ; 
a*  a  liwyer,  an  orator,  and  a  good  com  pa - 
oiuoj  lie  ranked  highly  in  the  eltimatiou  of 


his  friends  and  the  publick.    He  was  a  man 
of  high  fpirit,  and  of  undaunted  courage,  if 
fettiug  no  value  upon  his  life  merits  that 
honourable  appellation.     Although  veiled 
with  an  authority  to  fuperiatend  the  educa- 
tion of  the  rifing  generation,  and  acting  at 
jvovoft,  which  ought  to  be  a  pattern  of  mo- 
rality and  virtue,  he  accepted  of  a  challenge 
fiom  a  Mr.  Doyle,  and  fought  him  at  a  place 
called  Summer-hill,  a  part  of  tl»e  luburbs  of 
Dublin.     No  mifchief  enfucd.     Doyle  was 
n£at-/igltcJ>  and  the  Piovoft  had  ajliongfa 
of  the  gout.    The  public  papers  at  this  Mne 
teemed  with  the  moft  bitter  inveclivesagaiirft 
Mr.  Hutchinfon;  and,  perhaps,  in  the  annals 
of  diurnal  publications,  even  Junius  not  ex- 
cepted, Jutire,  in  its  moft  pointed,  cJoilical, 
and  beautiful  drefs,  never  ca/ne  forward  in 
greater  perfection.    It  was  a  tefioreBim  of 
&niutt  which  an  attr.ck  on  the  prudery  of 
cJibracy  had  1  on  fed.  into  action  ;  and  it  took 
f.eiy  form  which  Sarcafm  found  convenient 
to  ib  purpofc,  and  which  Ingenuity  could 
invent  to  anlwer  its  end.     The  confluence 
wa« ,  a  pamphlet  published  by  the  Provoft, 
in  which  he  defended  his  conduct;  but  this 
only  ferved  as  food  for  his  enemies.    The 
pamphlet  was  turned,  gramuutically,  into 
ridicule,  by  an  anonymous  writer,  under 
the  fignnture  of  Stultifex  dcadtmicui,  fup- 
pofed  to  be  Mr.  Ma  lone,  the  commentator 
on  Sliakfpeare ;  and  a  moft  humourous  and 
excellent  compofuion  it  war.  The  partisans 
of  the  Provoft,  finding  that  "The  Hibernian 
Journal/'  printed  by  Mr.  Mills,  was  the  par- 
ticular vehicle  of  what  militated  againft  their 
patron,  formed  a  plan,  in  which  they  fuc- 
ceodc;1,  of  forcibly  taking  this  man  from  his 
hnufe,  and  conveying  lim,  at  fix  o'clock  in 
a  winter'}:  evening,  to  the  aiiivcr*ity,  in  de- 
fiance of  the  pc.hce.     This  they  did  j  and 
putting  him  into  the  trough  under  the  col- 
lege-pump, gave  him  the  difcipline  of  what 
tlwy  called  a  ducking.    The  young  agents  in 
this  bufinefs  were  foan  difcovered.    Some  of 
them  fled,  but  of  thofe  tl  at  remained  was 
Mr.  Frown,  now  a  member  of  the  Irifh 
pailiament,  who  was  tiied  and  convicted  as 
one  of  the  moft  active  perfons  on  the  occa- 
fion ;    and  he  received  judgement  accord- 
ingly.— Mr.  H.  was  extremely  fevere  on  his 
enemies  in  the  univerfity ;  and  having  a  par- 
ticular diflike  to  a  Mr.  Shewbridge,  one  of 
the  then  junior  fellows,  he  nhfoluteiy  refufed 
him  leave  of  ah  fence  to  go  into  the  c  nnitry 
for  the  benefit  of  his  health.     The  coafe- 
quence  of  this  (at  lea  ft  the  fcholar>  of  the 
univerfity  reported  it  fo)  was,  that,  in  a  Ihort 
time  after,  Mr.  Shewbridge  died,  and  1  he- 
college  was  in  an  uproar  on  the  occafion. 
The  Provoft  g  >ve  <  r  ters  that  the  great  bell 
fl*uld  net  ml,  and  that  the  corpfe  fhould  be 
privately  interred,    at   fix  o'clock  in    the 
morning,    in    the    fellows'    huiial  ^iwuud. 
The  ftudetvs  immediately   polled    m>  pla- 
cards, infilling  that  the  great  bill  fauld  /•//, 
and  that  the  funcsal  (hould  be  by  tonhJigit 
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at  nigh*  ;  and  they  carried  th"ir  point  ac- 
cordingly. Almoft  every  fluJant  in  the 
Uii'vc ■  7it y  attended  the  coqifa  to  the  grave, 
in  fcr.rfs  and  i.atbwds,  at  their  own  (V 
pe.ic. ;  .aid  when  the  funeral  c:r«ti.in  w?s 
pronuuiifd,  on*-  fpirit  of  re\vrg:*»  m  l'^

As  Mr.  V.  could  fwim,  it  is  ima- 
gined he  was  drowned  by  the  clinging  of  a 
woman  paffenger,  who  funk  with,  him  and 
had  in  her  anns  a  child  a  few  months  old, 
winch  was  providentially  Caved  by  the  hu- 
m  me  exertions  of  another  of  the  palfcnger*. 
After  two  hours  fearch,  his  body  was  found 
and  raken  home.  His  fate  is  the  more  to  be 
deplored,  as  he  has  left  a  worthy  and  ami- 
able widow,  and  eleven  children,  to  lament 
their  gieat  lofs.  Mr.  V.  was  one  of  the  firft 
connoiireurs  in  painting;  he  had  indeed 
more  experience  in  the  art  tlun  any  of  his 
contemporaries.

Ho 
filled  the  office  of  high-iheiiff  for  the  county 
of  Surrey  in  the  memorable  year  17S0  with 
peculiar  dignity  and  fleadinefs.  In  t'ie  ni'dft 
of  the  moft  polite  circle  of  acquaintance,  Mr. 
Eyie  wa*;  neither  alhamed  nor  afraid  to  de- 
feud  by  his  actions  and  argument  '.he  truths 
of  Chi  ifliamty  ;  and  it  is  no  fmall  h.onour  io 
his  memory  that  the  late  Kilhopof  Noiwich 
was  heard  to  fay  of  h»m,  "  Mr.  Lyre  is  a 
m  in  of  very  fingular  piety  ;  lie  is,  indceJ,  a 
chofen  veflcl."  He  was  the  youngeft  of  a 
vtry  numerous  and  very  aniiont  family  in 
Wiiiihiie,  a'ul  brother  to  Dr.  J«»hn  Lyre,  of 
Wilts,  whofe  death  and  exce'ltnt  character 
were  mentioned  in  vol.  LXIL  pp.  104^. 
115  5.  121 8.  His  cldelt  dauglitcr  was  mar- 
lied  fome  time  fince  t<»  Robert  Thointon, 
efq.  M.  P.  for  Sonthwark  ;  and  h\>  only  f>u 
was  iattl)  eecled  a  fellow  of  Ail  Souls  col- 
lege, Oxford.  He  laboured  for  the  three  laft 
years  under  a  very  peculiar  difeafe  of  a  ner- 
vous n;  turc,  which,  though  veiy  opprtflive 
to  his  fptntr,  he  bore  wi>h  a  remaikable 
fumne.'s  pa  it  rrugnation.

£azine  for  July,  p.  616,  I  laid  before 
your  readers  an  inftance  no  lefs  wonder- 
ful than  true  of  the  infttn&ivc  affection 
of  animals.  As  I  am  fond  of  obferving 
•the  action*  of  the  irrational  part  of  the 
creation,  nuny  things  of  courfe  occur 
to  me  which  are  in  reality  furprizing, 
but  which  ceafe  to  furprue  by  being 
.common. 

My  father,  Mr.  Urban,  is  a  true 
iportlman  ;  one,  I  mean,  who  doats  on 
ihe  purfuit  of  game,  but  is  totally  in- 
different to  it  when  poflciTed  :  the  firft 
friend  that  he  meets  generally  reaps  the 
fruit  of  his  labour.  Having  been  led 
one  day  farther  than  he  intended  by  the 
wildnefs  and  continual  evolutions  of  the 
covey  he  was  purluing,  nieht  lurprized 
him.  Being  unwilling  to  return  through 
the  length  of  way  which  was  ncccflaiy 
if  he  Jhould  t  k<  the  proper  roui,  he 
chofe  to  cut  oft  a  part  by  inking  an  al- 
jnoll  tracklch  route  through  the  fields. 
This  road  he  had  ravelled,  but  not  of 
many  years;  he  Ju-pr,  thertfoie,  in  the 
track  lie  had  formerly  known;  it  was 
by  the  fide  of  the  dangerous  Merle v, 
whole  waves  had  in  one  place  under- 
mined it,  walhed  away  the  (olid  p-irts, 
and  let c  the  rurf  only  fi-mimin^,  above 
20  \ irds  from  the  lurrare  of  ihe  water. 

When  he  came  to  this  place,  it  funk 
with  his  preiiure,  and  he  h  ul  mevisuhly 
perifhtd  tiad  not  his  gun,  which  he  tar- 
ried uuder  Ins  arm,  caught  r»\-»  trees 
that  had  inclined,  but  not  totally  yield- 
ed, to  the  wives.  Even  1 1 ■ : «.  mull  he 
have  reu>a:ned  in  till'*  iuuition,  or, 
when  unabie  to  endure  it,  mult  certainly 
have  fallen  into  the  1  iv«.r,  hid  not  one 
cf  his  faithful  do£s  rclcoed  hnn.  Had 
he  moved,   h;s  ^un  would  have  It, It  i:s 


hold.  He  was  uncertain  what  to  do. 
The  graceful  animal  looked  round  in 
feemingdefpair,  whined,  and  gazed  full 
at  him ;  and  at  length,  with  all  the  firm- 
nefs  that  a  friend  is  capable  of  difplay- 
ing  for  his  benefactor,  leized  him  by 
the  collar,  and  abfolutely  drew  hin> 
from  his  precarious  fufpenfion.  My  fa- 
ther, when  delivered,  lay  on  the  ground 
for  fome  time  thunder-firuck  and  mo* 
tionlefs.  The  pour  animal  watched 
him  with  all  apparent  fohcitude;  bur, 
when  he  perceived  him  rife,  it  i*  im- 
poifible  to  txpiefs  how  he  bounded 
round  the  field,  leaped  up  as  high  a* 
his  head,  bounded  again,  and  ured 
every  gclliculation  to  manifeft  his  un- 
bounded joy.  This,  Mr.  Urban,  is,  I 
think,  beyond  any  thing  that  has  ever 
been  made  public  concernipg  this  wife 
domeflic  animal.  F<>r  this,  Mr.  Ur- 
ban, (hali  1  ever  pour  out  my  thankf- 
giviogs  to  that  Power  who  made  this 
poor  dog  the  inOrument  of  liberating 
iiom  immature  death  .1  it  oft  indulgent 
father,  a  molt  tender  huilnnd,  an  un- 
flnktn  friend,  and  a  truiy  honvft  m*n. 
It  is  dcfigncd  that  there  be  a  fti»ne 
erected  to  the  memory  of  this  grateful 
dop,  at  the  place  where  he  faved  his 
matter's  life.

Mr.  Seward** 
demeanour  was  always  that  of  the  gen- 
tlcmau.  lie  was  very  fond  of  fociety, 
of  w»iich  be  was  a  serv  worth v  and  en- 
tertaining  member;  but  his  converUtion 
was  totally  unarFe.Med,  ard  without  the 
lead  tincture  of  the  ambition  the  Dsc- 
tor  imputed  to  him.  1  wall  not  omit 
this  opooi tunity  of  adding  another  trait 
to  his  charadrei,  which  1.*,  that  any  of 
his  friends  might  at  any  time  conler  on 
him  a  (cnfibie  plc.ifure  bv  only  pointing 
out  in  what  way  he  could  he  of  feiv.ee 
to  them.

terns  pr  oft  tied,  by  them  as  hy  the 
Church  of  England;  nor  have  1  fctii  a 
Single  deviation  from  that  Liturgy,  and 
tbofe  ufrges,  for  the  few  years  pad  that 
1  have  attended  ir.  In  mod  of  their 
chapelt,  indeed,  they  ufe  a  Communion 
Office  of  their  own  (the  only  point 
in  which  any  of  them  differ);  bur, 
in  that  I  attend,  they  ufe  the  Englilh  ; 
and  all  the  chapels  are  left  at  perfect  li- 
ber ty  to  ufe  which  they  think  moft  pro- 
ber. Nor  can  the  Scotch  Communion 
office  give  juft  cauie  of  offence  to  any 
titan  who  knows  what  the  Church  of 
England  is;  by  the  moll  eminent  Di- 
vines, of  which  it  has  been  approved  cf ; 
hoi  does  it  dilVer  in  any  tl.ing  material 
from  that  of  Ed'.vjru  the  S.xtii,  or  that 
in  the  old  Scotch  Common  Prayer.  Vv'oeie 
then  are  then  w>Jlrt?tural  vfagu?

But  furely  the  Liturgy, 
excellent  as  it  is  (and  no  man  more  fin- 
ce rely  Admires  it  than  I  do),  is  not  the 
moft  important  thing  of  which  the 
Church  <>f  England  has  to  boa  ft.  If  the 
Qnerift  thinks  fo,  I  can  only  lay  I  do 
not  agree  with  him  ;  and  1  am  pretty 
certain  tint  the  belt-informed  members 
of  that  Church  will  think  with  me. 

If  the  EnghOi  biihops  keep  to  their 
reloiuncD,  :nd  I  know  many  of  them 
will,  of  ordaining  no  more  young  men 
for  Scotland,  I  cannot  fee  how  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Englifh  chapels  have  any 
right  to  complain-  of  the  Leg.Oature,

aim  oft  univerfally  turned  upon  the  two 
delicate  fubje&s  of  Politic*  and  Reli- 
gion. He  often  took  care  to  infinuate 
that  his  abfence  from  his  native  coun- 
try was  merely  occafioned  by  conscienti- 
ous motives  ;  and  mod  undifguTedly 
did  he  (though  it  na?  a  feafon  of  hofli- 
liiy  between  Francs  and  this  country) 
exprefs  ihe  warmed  attachment  to  the 
intercfts  of  England.

When  the  news  of  Rodney'?  famous 
vi&ory  arrived,  he  wai  con  fined"  to  his 
bed  in  a  high  fever.  He  rofe  immedi- 
ately, put  <>n  his  cloaths,  threw  all  his 
medicines  out  of  the  window,  filled  his 
calotte*  with  hermitage  wine,  which 
he  drank  iff  as  a  libation  to  King 
George,  Old  England,  and  Admiral 
Rodney:  and  declared  himfelf  to  be  in 
the  mod  perfect  health.  He  never  af- 
ter had  the  flighted  return  of  his  com* 
plaint. 

This  ftory,  as  it  came  from  himfelf, 
we  received  with  the  fame  degree  of 
allowance  ncceiTary  to  be  given  to  the 
account  of  miracles  in  the  legendary 
hiftory  of  a  faint. 

As  he  rejoiced  at  our  victories,  he 
fympirhized  with  our  national  dif. 
trellis :  in  either  cafe,  to  prove  his  joy, 
or  mitigate  his  forrow,  he  had  recourfe 
to  one  and  the  fame  fpecific,  with 
which  the  vine-clad  hills  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood fupplied  him  in  high  perfec- 
tion.

TH  E  growing  fur  pi  us  of  the  pubic 
revenue  warrants  the  hope  of  a 
farther  reduction  of  taxes  in  the  ap- 
proaching lemon  of  parliament;  nor, 
in  that  cafe,  can  it  be  an  uiiicifonable 
expectation  that  an  import  will  ctafe 
which  is  felt  by  the  poor  only, and  fub- 
jtdb  the  Clergy  to  the  no  very  refpedt* 


able  office  of  collectors,  certainty  with- 
out an  adequate  compecfation,  and  in 
fundry  inftanccs,  as  may  be  proved, 
with  lofs  of  pence. 

Small  indeed  is  a  three-penny  tax  on 
a  birth,  a  marriage,  or  a  burial,  to  a 
man  in  eafy  circumftances,  fuppofing 
him  to  be  really  the  payer  of  it;  but,  to 
a  labourer,  it  is  a  fixth  part,  and,  in 
many  places,  a  larger  portion,  of  his 
earnings  for  a  day.  It  is  betides  drawn 
from  him  when  a  change  in  his  condi- 
tion that  ought  to  be  encouraged,  or  an 
inert jfe  of  iffue,  or  an  illnefs  that  has 
pro»td  f-til  to  one  of  his  family,  may 
have  occafioned  an  extraordinary  ex* 
pcr.ee.  And,  unlet*  he  is  in  law  lite* 
raily  a  pauper,  the  clerical  gahcrer  is 
ri'>:  at  I  berry  to  remit  the  tax  without 
niking  the  penalty  of  his  bond,  or  dif- 
ch..rgin£  the  tax  himfelf ;  which  mud 
n':t  unfreque&tly  happen,  from  his  be- 
ing allured  that  the  party  liable  to  it  is 
more  an  object  of  dillicf*  than  his  neigh- 
bour, who  becomes  on  a  frivolous  pie* 
tence  a  burthen  to  his  parifli. 

Perfons,  however,  in  affluence,  and 
of  a  gentrous  dif'pofition,  are,  in  fad, 
free  from  this  import,  becaufe  it  is  de« 
dueled  out  of  the  voluntary  overplus  of 
the  furp!ice-fee  due  to  the  offic  atiog 
miniiter.  Even  a  country  vcar  may  oc- 
calic  nally  be  favoured  with  a  tender  of 
a  little  piece  of  gold  for  fervice  done; 
but  when  half-a«guinea,  inlUad  of  tea 
millings,  is  laid  by  a  farmer  upon  the 
book,  three  of  the  fix  pence,  that  would 
other*ifc  be  a  psrquifite  to  the  clergy- 
man, mud  be  conveyed  to  his  Majefty's 
Exchequer.  To  hint  to  the  bridegroom, 
that  three  pence  are  payable  to  the  king, 
might  be  hazardous,  leil  he  fhouid  re- 
ply, "  You  are  to  give  me  three  pence  in 
change."  And  now  and  then  a  ruilic 
wag  is  to  be  met  with,  who,  after  with- 
holding both  furplice-due  and  tax,  boa  ft  s 
over  his  pot  of  beer  that  he  hath  cheat- 
ed the  king  and  the  par  fun,  and  will 
die  U  them  a>  am.

He  fb  happily  attempered  the  feverer  ftudies

as  to  attach  all  good  men  to  him 
by  the  fweetnefs  of  his  manners  and  the* 
iteadUiefs  of  hia  morals.

That  a  motion  of  the  eyes  eiifts  in 
the  giddinef*  which  enlues  upon  turn- 
ing ourfelves  with  the  head  erec1,  tne 
only  mode  I  had  tried  when  I  publiGied 
my  opinion,  Dr.  Darwin  admits ;  and 
lie  does  not  di;etUy  deny,  that  we  are 
inconfeioub  of  it.  If  he  did,  1  Jhould 
willingly  fubmit  to  the  dtcifcon  of  any 
unprejudiced  peil'on,  who  vv^uld  take 
the  trouble  to  determine,  from  experi- 
ment, which  of  ui  was  miftaken. 

4<  But,"  fays  Dr.  Darwin,  «  this  rvlling 
of  the  eyes  after  revolving  .till  we  become 
vert  unions,  cannot  car.fe  thcapp.irent  circum- 
gyrat  on  of  i  hjcfls  ;n  n  dirs&on  contrary  to 
tluc  in  which  we  had  been  revolving,  firft, 
Iccauft ,  in  pur  fu  in  g  a  fpeclrum  on  the  iky 
or  ground,  we  perceive  no  retro£reflion  of 
objects." 

To  make  this  more  clear,  it  mud  he 
rnsntioccd,  th.it  Dr.  Darwin  has  elfc- 
wherc  remarked,  th^r,  if  the  dark  fo.»t 
which  is  occasioned  by  l<x  king  fome 
time  at  a  fm:i!l  luminous  body  he  not 
txaclly  in  the  ccntic  of  the  eye,  we 
turn  the  eye  to  uhcie  it  feems  to  be, 
expecting  to  bnnj  it  mro  the  centre  of 
the  ev.e,  that  we  nny  view  ir  ir.ore  dif- 
ticCtlv  '  from  vi Inch  it  happt  hs  iliai  the 
fpot  alwavs  appears  to  move  in  the  di- 
rection in  winch  the  eye  is  tunica"  -f  and 
that  he  imagines  the  motions  or  the 
e;  e«,  which  mkc  place  in  the  gidd-nets 
airci  turning,  to  depend  upon  l lie  Ume 
cuui'Si fiance  vviiich  tndtots  us  to  pur* 
t  jc  flir  J|hff.

giddinefs  the  movement  of  the  eye  is 
tavilu*lary,  and  without  any  indication 
f«  m  ennfeioufnrfs  of  its  exifu-nce. 
Where  the  previous  circum Ranees  dif- 
fer fr  efTentialiy,  different  events  mull 
licceffirily  follow. 

Dr.  Darwin  proceeds  to  (late  that  my 
opini  »«  muft  be  erroneous, 

"Secondly,  beraufe  the  apparent  retro- 
grade motion  of  ohjerVj  when  we  have  re- 
volved nil  we  are  vertiginous,  continues 
much  longer  than  the  roiling  of  ths  eyes/' 

How  Dr.  Darwin  has  determined 
this  po»nt  I  know  not;  but  1  em  ell'rrt, 
that  what  he  fays  upon  it  is  contract- 
ed by  my  experience.  I  take  for  grant- 
ed, what  mud  be  evident  to  every  one 
the  leaft  tinflured  with  optical  know- 
ledge, that,  when  an  apparent  fpot  haa 
been  produced  by  viewing  a  inn II  lu- 
minous body,  every  alteration  in  its  po- 
fiiton,  with  refpeci  to  objects  at  reft, 
rr.uft  be  owing  to  fome  movement  of 
the  eye.  Now,  when  I  have  produced 
(uch  a  fpot,  and  have  made  mvfelf  gid- 
dy by  turning,  1  have  conftantly  found, 
that,  after  ftopprng.  and  while  attempt-1 
ing  to  keep  my  eye  fixed  upon  fome 
obje£t  at  reft,  the  fpot  continued  to 
change  its  pufirion  with  regaid  ro  that 
ohje£t  as  long  as  cither  it  or  *»n»  other 
r-bji.'£t  feemed  in  motion.  The  real 
motion  of  the  eye  muft  therefore  have 
rnd  an  equal  duration  with  :ht  appa- 
rent motion  of  the  fuir^undini*  bi>d:es. 

•'  When  wc  have  ir/nlved  from  rijjVt  to 
left,  i\w.  apparent  motion  of  ol  yjM*  is  from 
left  to  rip'.it ;  and  when  wc  live  r.-volvcd 
from  left  ro  right,  the  app.irem  circulation 
of  ohjecls  is  fn-m  right  to  Ieft;  yet  in  both 
cafes  tht  eyes  of  the  revolver  arc  leen 
equally  to  roll  forwards  and  backwards." 

Tin*  is  Dr.  Darwin's  third  argu- 
ment. The  words  cirenmgyratien,  e:r- 
culati^n,  are  neither  of  them  Itriftly 
prorer  wlien  applied  to  the  apptr'.-uc 
motion  ot  objects  in  giddinefs;  f<T 
th.l'c,  in  facl,  feem  only  to  del'cnbe 
for :ions  of  circle, s,  and  then  to  f"jc 
brtck,  wuliout  our  well  perceiving  in 
xvhic  manner,  to  \\vc\r  o-i^wi  \\  pi  ices. 
'I  lie  ciufe  or  this  phenoincnun  i>  tx- 
p.aincd  iii  'iiy  work  upon  «l('ion,  though 
p^rh^pb  I);.  l)jrv\ni  lub  ovcrio1  kc;1  it. 
For  1  iliere  ineiiiionfd  ih^i,  if,  while 
giddy,  *  ml  ui  poifi-iiiiMi  of  the  !ptc- 
trum  or  m  Ium  !  luminous  body,  1  direct 
my  eves  to  ±  ihcLt  ot  white  o.iper,  fixed 
to  a  w.tlly  a  (pot  immcdidielv  appea>« 
upon  the  pjpi'i ;  that  the  /pot  and  p*p?r 
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afterwards  Separate  from  each  other  to 
ace  ram  diftance,  the  latter  feemingly 
moving  from  left  to  ri^lit,  if  I  had 
turned  from  right  to  lefc  ;  but  from 
right  to  left  if  1  had  turned  the  con- 
trary way ;  and  that  ,ihen  theyrVrddenly 
come  together  again.  My  conc'ufion 
from  this  experiment  is,-  that,  although 
the  eye  during  it  moves  forwards  and 
backwards,  fti>Lthe  two  motions  are 
not  exactly  firnilar,  but  chat  in  one  the 
pi  61  u  re  of  the  paper  travels  flowly 
enough  of  er  the  retina  to  allow  me  to 
attend  to  the  apparent  progrcifion  of 
the  p<*per;  while  in  the  latter  the  paf- 
fage  of  the  picture  it  fo  rapid,  that  no 
fuccetfion  in  the  papei's  apparent  places 
can  be  obfeivcdr 

Dr.  Di Twin's  fourth  rcafon  for  reject- 
ing my  opinion  is, 

**  Becaufe  this  roHing  of  the  eyes  back- 
wards and  forwards  tak.es  place  during  our 
revolving,  as  may  be  perceived  by  the  hand 
lightly  prelFed  ou  the  doled  eyelids,  and 
therefore  exifts  before  tlie  effect  afcribeiLto 
it." 

If  I  underhand  this  rightly>  it  is 
equivalent  to  afietting  that  there  is  no 
apparent  motion  of  objects  while  we 
turn  ourfelves  round.  My  anfwer  will 
be  taken  from  Dr.  Porterfield,  who 
cannot  be  fuppofed  prejudiced  in  favour 
of  an  opinion  which  is  contrary  to  that 
maintained  by  himfelf. 

"  If  a  perfon  turns  (wifely  round  without 
changing  his  place,  all  objects  will  feem  to 
move  round  in  a  circle,  the  contrai  y  way  ; 
and  this  deception  continues,  mt  only  wbi/e 
the  ftffon  turns  round,  but,  which  is  more 
furprifing,  it  alfo  continues  after  he  flops 
nioving,  when  the  eye  as  well  as  the  objects 
are  at  ahfolute  reft.  '  Forterjield  on  tbt  Eye> 
Vol.  II.  p.  425. 

The  nfth  and  I  aft  argument  urged 
again  It  my  opinion,  by  Dr.  Darwin,  is 
the  following: 

"  I  now  come  to  relate  an  experiment  in 
which  the  rolling  of  the  eye  does  not  take 
place  after  revolving,  and  jet  the  vertigo  is 
more  di  It  idling  ihua  in  the  fituaiions  above- 
mentioned.  If  any  one  lioks  ftcuiily  at  a

ceived  after  this  experiment  is,  becaufe  the 
images  of  objecls  are  formed  in  rotation* 
round  the  axis  of  the  eye,  and  not  from  oner 
fule  to  tlie  other  of  the  axis  of  it ;  fo  that, 
as  the  rye- hall  has  not  power  to  turn  in  its 
fockct  lound  its  own  axis  it  cannot  follow 
the  apparent  motion  of  thofe  evanefcenc 
fpeclra,  eitlier  before  or  after  tiie  bodr  is 
at  refl." 

As  Dr.  Darwm  gives  no  proof,  froift 
experiment,  that  the  eye  does  not  ro.l 
upon    its    axis   during    the    giddintft 
which  has  been  produced  in  the  above- 
mentioned  fituation,  X  prefume  he  refls 
his  belief  of  the  faft  altogether  upon 
the  inability  of  the  eye  to  perform  fuch 
a  motion.     But  ftirely  the  parts  which 
conn  eel  the  eye-ball  to  the  focket  are 
fufficiently  flexible  to  allow  it  to  move 
in   fome  degree  rouod   it*  axis;  aod, 
whoever  beftows  the  icaft  confidcration 
upon  the  origin,  progreft,  and  termina- 
tion, of  the  obfiqae  mufcles  of  the  eye 
mu ft  perceive  that  they  have  the  power 
of  g^ing  it  fuch  a  motion.    That  the 
eye  actually  docs  roll  upon  its  axis,  it 
(hewn  by  the    following  experiment : 
1  placed  a  long  thin  rule  parallel  to  the 
horizon,  its  edge   being   towards  roe, 
and  gave  it  fuch  a  pofition,  in  other  re- 
fpecls,  that  it  was  the  only  objeel  in- 
tervening between  my  eyes  and  a  bright 
iky.     t  afterwards  fixed  my  eyes  upon 
a  mark  in  the  middle  of  its  edge,  and 
having  obtained  in  this  way  a  long  nar- 
row luminous  fp  eel  rum,  I  turned  my- 
felf,  having  my  eyes  pointed  to  a  fpot 
over  my  head,  trfl  1  became  giddy.     I 
then  flopped  and  di reeled   my  eyes  to 
the    middle    of    a    perpendicular    line 
drawn   upon  the  wall  of  my  chamber.

THE  Cbemctttor  of  tbt  Exebeomer 
prefented  a  bill  to  enable  the  lub- 
je£U  of  France  to  eirffft  at  foldiert  10 
lervc  00  the  continent  of  Europe,  and 
certain  other  placet  1  and  to  enable  hit 
Majcfty  to  grant  commifTions,  at  offi- 
cer*, to  fubjedt  of  that  country  in  the 
fa  id  cor  pi,  to  be  paid,  &c. 

The  bill  was  read  the  firft  time. 

Mr.  Harttfon  prefaced  a  motion  on 
the  fubjccl  of  finecure  placet,  &c.  with 
obferving  that,  in  the  present  critical  fi- 
tuat'on  of  the  ecu 0 try,  and  the  great 
calls  which  were  made  on  its  financial 
icfourccs,  it  was  neceftary  that  every 
nerve  fhould  be  drained  on  rhc.occa- 
ffon,  and,  at  much  at  poflible,  in  a 
irifinner  that  would  not  in  create  the  too 
jrreat  burthens  of  the  poor.  With  thit 
view  he  was  induced  h>  bring  foiwaid 
hit  prefent  proportion,  and  10  call  on 
thofc  who  enjoyed  conftderablc  emolu- 
ments, furnilhcd  by  the  pulti-ck,  to 
contribute  their  (hare  towards  allevia- 
ting the  burrhens  of  that  very  puhlitk 
to  which  they  are  lo  much  indebted. 
After  (everal  obfrrvation*,  he  moved 
for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  appropri- 
ate certain  proportions  of  the  emolu- 
ments on  finecure  and  efficient  placet 
and  pen fi on j,  to  a  certain  amount,  to 
the  pub  ic  feivice  during  the  war,  at  the 
difpot'jl  of  parliament.

month*.  From  thit  circumfance  the 
Committee  would  perceive  that,  in  the 
firft  year  of  a  war,  and  of  a  gteat  tem- 
porary commercial  failure,  the  revenue 
had  only  fallen  (hort  1 00,000 1.  of  what 
ir  had  produced  in  time  of  petce  and 
the  greatelt  profperiry.  He  then  moved 
the  resolution;  which  was  carried.

Mr.  Hsrttfom  prefaced  a  motion  on 
the  fubject  of  finecure  placet,  &c.  with 
obferving  that,  in  the  prefent  critical  fi- 
tuatnn  of  the  country,  and  the  great 
calls  which  were  made  on  its  financial 
itfources,  it  was  neceflary  that  every 
nerve  would  be  (trained  on  rhe  occa- 
fion,  and,  at  much  at  poflible,  in  a 
manner  that  would  not  increase  the  too 
great  burthens  of  the  poor.  With  thia 
view  he  was  induced  *>  bring  foiwaid 
hit  prefent  proportion,  and  10  call  on 
thofc  who  enjoyed  confiderable  emolu- 
ments, furmlhcd  by  the  putf'ck,  to 
contribute  their  (hare  towards  Allevia- 
ting the  burthens  of  that  very  publitk 
to  which  they  arc  lo  much  indebted. 
.After  (eveial  observation*,  he  moved 
for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  appropri- 
ate certain  proportions  of  the  emolu- 
ments on  fioecure  and  ctficiuu  places 
and  penfiom,  to  a  certain  amount,  to 
the  pub  ic  Service  during  the  war,  at  the 
dtfpot'jil  of  pr! lament.

ditious and  expedient,  as  much  cheaper 
than  manual  labour,  and  necefTary,  as 
manual  labour  is  inadequate,  in  many 
cafes,  to  the  fabrication,  and  in  others  to 
the  demand,  of  our  manufactures.

The  perfonal 
fufterings  of  Mrs.  H.  and  her  family  are 
aifo  nai  rated  in  a  prefatory  addrefs  to  her 
children  }  in  which  it  appears,  that  they 
fled  for  their  lives  to  the  lfle  of  Man, 
where,  without  money  to  help,  or  friend 
to  fpsak  for  them,  they  were  hofpitably 
fheltered  by  the  beft  family  in  that 
ifland,  and  at  laft,  after  many  difficul- 
ties, brought  fafe  to  their  native  land.

The 
ihip  was  feen  landing  off' the  iftind  next 
morning ;  hut  from  that  day,  during  the 
19  months  that  the  others  lived  at  Ota- 
hcite,  they  never  faw  nor  heard'  any 
thing  more  of  Chrittian,  and  could  give 
Opt.

undertaker,  in  the  capacity  of  joiner,  where 
he  continued  to  execute  any  engagement  lit

He  retained  the 
ufe  of  his  faculties  in  great  vigour  to  the  laft* 
and  his  temper  was  remarkably  friendly* 
being  never  better  pleafed  than  when  he 
had  it  in  his  power  to  oblige.

During  a  lonjr  aid  diimal  period,  the 
inhabitants    of  England    and    Scotland, 
whom  Nature  deflined,  fiom  the  begin-' 
«i  ng,  to  be  brothers  and  friends,  were 
animated  with  Merer  and  implacable  n*^ 
tionri   hatred.     Frequent,    bto>dy,    and 
defo'ating   wars   weie   the  confluence. 
From  the  firit  dawning  of  Biitiih  hiftory 
down  to  the  Reformation  in  the  lixteenth 
century,  this  tell  !  pint  raged  with  unre~ 
lenting,  alrnoii  unicmitting,    fury.      Ac 
that  2Ma,  A.  D.  1560,  union  in  religious 
kntiment,  and  common  danger  from  Po- 
fery,    the   common  enemy,  ctrnented   a 
poIitXrtl  friend (hip  between  the  fagacious 
jslizabeth    and    the     Sc>ttim    reformers. 
This,  however,  produced  \o  little  perio- 
nnl  inreicourle  between  the  two  nation4, 
xhat,  in   1567,  the  ninth  year  of  Eliza- 
beth's reign,  while  commerce  had  attrac- 
ted no  l-'lv  than  3838   Flemings  to  Lon- 
don, itlig'on  *iiu  politicks  h*d  allured  no 
snore  than   58  bcots  10  that  metropolis. 
Bur  the  accetiion  of  James  to  the  tnrone 
.of  England,  in  1603,  prnduceil  a  nrghy 
change  ;  for  the  rt.uit:tudc  which  acccm- 
panicilor  followed  the  monaichtohis  new 
dominions,  and  partkulai  lv  to  the  feat  of 


government,  was  fuch,  as  to  excite  jea- 
loufy,  and  .give  offence,  in  the  Southern 
kingdom. 

The  turbulent  and  unhappy  reign  of 
Charles  I.  could  not  poifibly  be  favour- 
able toCocial  intercourfc  between  the  two 
nations  r  and  ft  ill  lefs  the  period  of  the 
Commonwealth,    which  was  eftabliflied 
on  the  ruins  of  Monarchy  :  for  no  inter- 
com (e  then  took  place,  but  what  was  of 
an  hoftile  nitute.     The  R  (.-flotation,  in 
1660,    again,    and   finally,    opened  the 
communication   between     Eng'and    and 
Scotland  :  and  the  firft  charier  of  incor- 
poration is  itferf  the  mod  undoubted  htf- 
torical  evidence  of  the  extenfive  mig»a- 
tion,  which,  in  the  courfc  of  a  few  year*, 
had  taken    p  ace,    from    the    Wouhtrn 
kiDgdom  to   the    Southern   metropolis. 
The  Scots  are  na"ui>lly  reftlefc,  bold,  and 
enrtrprizing.     J  he  higher  (late  of  culti- 
vation, and  the  more  extended  commerce 
of  England,  invited  hither  multitude*  of 
adventurous  and  induitiious  mrchanicks 
of  all   descriptions,    fcaamn,   labourer, 
who  at  0*1  ce  benefited  themlelves,   and 
contributed  to  rite  population  and  wealth 
of  the  country  which  received  them:  for 
the  Scottifh  commonalty  are  amongft  the 
belt    educated    in   the   world  :  they  are 
trained  up  from  infancy  in  habits  of  order, 
temperance,  and  indolhv  1  the  moral  and 
leiigious    principle    is    flrong   in    them. 
Thei'e  principles  and    habits,  their  ikiil, 
fobiiccy,   and   induliry,   their  early  and 
prolific    marriages,    were    undoubtedly, 
ticrtlore,  a  veiy  valuable  aoquifition  u» 
the  cities  of   London  and   VVcftminfler. 
While  wealth  and  vigour  remained,  they 
weic  *b  e,    not  only  ihemfclve*  to  (ubfilt 
comtoiiablv,  but,  roanv  of  them,  to  tear 
farming,  and  to  educate  and  provide  for 
thtm.     Few   however,    in    companion, 
tad  the  pow.r  of  acquiring  independence,

and  difc-mfort  amending  the  reparation

ciate  the  30th  of  June,  1665.  Bv  thek, 
'the  peifons  defenhed  io  the  charter  wete 
empowered  to  end  an  hofpital  in  the 
city  and  liberty  of  Weflminlter,  for  the 
ina  ntcnince  of  old  <  r  Cicayed  anihetis 
of  the  Scotrikn  nation,  and  f..r  training 
vjp  their  children  to  handicrjft  employ- 
meits. 

Willi  (o  much  ardour  and  unani  nity 
was  the  caiife  adopted,  and  pation.z^d, 
by  perfons  of  all  ranks,  Kngltlh  as  well 
as  Scon,  that  in  1673  the  corporation 
w'«:s  enabled  to  credt  a  hall,  with  fix  ad- 
joining tcnemcuu,  ioi  fulfilling  the  pur> 


and  friends,  at  a  feailvn  when  fvmpathv 
and   alhllancc  ?.xc  moft   nrcefl^ry,  and 
moft    acceptable,     peided    poweifally 
againft  the  idea  of  a  public,  general  re- 
ceptacle.    The  uncouth  rnxturc,  and 
itnpioper    conimiinic^ttrns,    qi   fuch    a 
motley  alTemul3ge  of  pan  nu  mult  h^ve 
produced    indecencies  ^nd  imniMi<tlitiea 
not  to  te  mentioned.

^plttfly  prevented. 

The  Scottifh  commonalty  are,  in  ge- 
neral, actuated  by  a  laudable  pride.  Jt 
is  with  extreme  reluctance  rhev  fubmit 
tn  the  degradation  of  being  deemed  a 
burden  to  the  publick.  Nccelfuy  alone 
can  humble  them  to  this.  There  is  no 
poors. rate  in  any  part  of  the  prove r- 
bially-poor  kingdom  of  Scotland.  Fru 


tamentary  bequefls.  But  the  increafe  of 
fund  bv  no  means  kept  pace  with  »he 
incteafing  demands  made  upnn  ir.  Few 
of  the  nobility,  and  not  miiy  of  the 
gentry,  had  been  induced  to  give  it 
warm  fupport,  either  bv  their  attend- 
ance, or  their  munificence.  During  the 
fhort  ?nd  unhallowed  reign  of  J  MVies  II. 
the  public  mind  was  in  a  llaic  of  fer- 
mentation too  violent  'o  adm't  of  at- 
tention to  fober  pl.ns  of  mercy  ajad  com- 
panion.

The  (hillings  and  ftx- 
piences  of  the  rich,  the  pence  of  the  far- 
mer and  tradefman,  and  the  farthings 
of  the  poor,  cad  into  the  plate,  as  tncy 
enter  or  leave  the  church,  on  the  Lo,d's 
day,  is  all  the  proviiion  that  is  mjde, 
and  atl  that  is  found  neceflary,  for  'he 
lelief  of  the  absolutely  indigent.  The 
land-hoider  is  indeed  obliged  by  law  to 
make  up  the  deficiency,  fijQuid  any 
exift  ;  but  no  oecafioo,  except  in  very 
rare  inftances,  has  occurred,  of  retorting 
to  that  expedient.  The  idea  of  a  pa- 
rochial crurity-work-houfe  is  unknown 
all  over  the  country.  Inftead  of  look- 
ing to  fuch  an  alvlum  with  hope  and  de- 
fire,  a  Scottifh  rufttc  or  artificer  would 
regard  it  as  filling  up  the  meafurc  of 'his 
wjetchednefs.

to  thts  honed  pride.  The  man  paid  with 
chearfulneis  as  long  as  tie  was  ab  e,  for 
he  knew  he  wai  thereby  Lying  a  foun- 
dation for  time  to  come,  and  purcfufing 
a  title  to  confederation,  and  correfpond- 
ing  l^pport,  when  1ms  poweis  (hould  be 
impaired  or  exhauited  Another  benefit 
flowed  from  tim  arrangement:  the  re- 
gular quarterly  call  for  the  quarterly 
lubicnption  was  a  frequent  and  gtntle 
admonition  to  the  contributor,  to  be 
frugal,  to  be  fobcr,  to  be  diligent ;  and 
though  the  ium  of  fuch  contributions 
could  not  greatly  fwell  the  public  trea- 
fury,  it  was  a  gracious  offering,  acd  did 
g*>od  Co  far  as  it  went.

Yet,  as  if  they 
were  intended  as  a  tr^pfor  pickpockets, 
the  life  of  morethtn  one  y«  mh  is  on  the 
point  of  being  foi  ici:«:d  to  r  ul>l  c  jurtice 
for  robberies  committed  on  the  highway 
in  consequence  of   plans  concerted  theiQ 
tins  year.

How  caff  would  it  be  to  crufh  a  pecuni- 
ary fyftcm  which  has  not  the  fandion 
of  one  fen 9 tor  or  real  gentleman  to  1'up- 
fiorc  it,  and  could  at  beft  only  hurt  the 
trade  of  a  few  publicans,  and  an  equal 
number  of  amtrpert  1  We  (hail  all,  per- 
haps, live  -to  fee  that  the  manners  0/  a 
■atioo  are  of  equal  value  with  its  re*e- 
itues,  and  that  an  honeft  induftiious 
livelihood  is  far  beyond  the  profit*  of 
craft  and  robbery;  and  that  the  exer- 
tions of  an  a&ive  magtflratc  and  feoffor 
can  far  outweigh  the  debating  influence 
of  twenty  gentlemen  of  the  whip  or  the 
jscnnel,  or  their  a(T<»ciates,  the  black- 
legs and  atchoufe-keepers*  Shame  to 
our  fpecies,  when  young  men  of  fortune 
ftnve  not  better  pur  Tints,  and  nobler 
Ajbjtlts  of  patronage !

charge  of  aukwarduefs,  I  immediately 
followed  the  clue.  How  natural  it  at 
for  an  nvptfcopalian  heretick  in  Scot- 
land, after  comcmpUnne  on  the  gold 
of  Oph'r,  and  fljips  of  TharQiiaa  aden 
with  *'  apes  and  peacocks"  for  the  grati- 
fication of  Solomon's  court,  to  caft  a

No  "  Britifli  Critick"  wa*  d'frefpc6r- 
fully  fpoken  of  by  me  **  for  avowing  his 
party  principtes."  Had  that  been  all,  I 
fiiou'd  not  have  pre  fumed  to  open  my 
it  out  h.  But,  in  the  few  numbcis  which 
cafual  y  fetl  inta  my  hands,  there  was 
an  uncommon  degree  of  alacritv  in  fatt-

Magazine,  I  obfervcd,  in  the  Sup- 
plement, an  engraving  of  a  brals  plate 
in  Wdppcnham  church,  Northampton*

the  fame  time,  acquaints  you  of  his  go- 
ing Lift  fummcr  inro  th.it  county  "  to 
get  fome  drawing*  of  churches,  monu- 
ments, Sec  done,  in  order  to  illuflnte 
Bridges'*  Hiftory."  1  had  takr n  fetiches 
from  near  to  Antiquarian  fuhjecls  in 
that  county  a  few  months*  previous  to 
the  period  he  mentions,  fcveral  copies 
of  which  he  difpofed  of  for  me.  He 
earneftly  folicited  me  to  make  another 
expedition,  and  meet  him ;  which  I  did 
ax  Towcefter,  I  think,  the  b?ginr.m^ 
of  September,  1793.  We  together  vi  ■ 
tited  many  of  the  churches.  I  flayed  in 
the  county  many  weeks  after  he  depart- 
ed, in  the  courfe  of  which  time  I  copied 
a  great  number  of  monuments,  build- 
ings, ice.  one  copy  of  many  of  which 
he  difpofed  o:  fcr  me;  but  a  difpjte 
with  him  prevented  me  from  proceeding 
any  farther  with  them,  as  1  myfeif  had 
no  connt-xion  with  any  body  cither  col- 
lecting tor,  or  intcrefled  in,  the  topo- 
graphy of  Northamptonshire.  Some 
fuch  ma/  perhaps,  and  m^i't  likely  are, 
readers  of  your  literary  receptacle;  for 
whole  entertainmenr,  tf  you  think  it 
woithv  of  a  plr.ee,  I  fend  a  drawing  of 
Kjwfiey  houfe  (fa  pi.  /.),  the  feat  of 
the  antient  famt«y  of  Knightly,  of  ac- 
count tor  fomc  centuries  h^ck  as  of  the 
principal  gentry  yn  Not  i  ham  pton  (hire. 
V/hcn  I  took  thadrawing,  it  was  pof- 
(ciUd  by  V«!entii»cU£nightiy,efq.  who'e 
gentlemanl'ke  politcncfs  t3  nic  on  that 
uccnfi  'in  demand*  ev\ry  acknowledge- 
ment. The  Gothic  bow- window  is  un- 
Cim'.iK.n'iy  curi<»u>.  The  chinch  is 
worth  examining  ;  it  is  within  very  per- 
fc'.t,  much  more  in  its  p.imitive  ttate 
1:11:1  any  [  ever  tx trained.  There  are 
i-vcrJ  very  curious  monuments,  m  my 
caits  of  arms  in  the  windows,  and  on 
the  pannels  of  the  antient  (eats  carvings 
in  wood  in  an  uncommon  grotefque 
lt>le.

I  SEND  you  the  impreflinn  of  a  gold 
fibula  (fig.  4)   lately  found  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  Weft  from  the  old  Ro- 
man  Ration   Petriaaa,  now  commonly 
called   Old    Penrith,    about    fire  miles 
from  the  prefect  town  of  that  name,  in 
Cumberland,    where   very  confiderable 
mint  of  a  Roman  fort  ftill  remain.  The 
fibula  is  in  very  high  prefeivation,  and 
the  engraving   perfect,    except   in   one 
place,  where  the  figure  of  the  animal  is 
wantinp.     There  are  fome  faint  lines, 
which   may  be   fuppofed  to  reprefent  a 
peacock;  but,  from  the  gold  being  ra- 
ther thinner  in   that  put  than    in  any 
other  (which  is  more  perceptible  to  the 
touch   than  to  the  eye),  it  is  pioh^ble 
that  it  has  been  originally  intendtd  to 
bear  the  lame  figure  as  the  other  five 
animals  upon  the  fame  fide,  and  that  it 
has  either  been   left  imperfect  from  the 
fir  ft,  or  defacd  by  fome  accidental  cir- 
cu'i:(lancc.     The    metal,    however,    it 
mull  be   obferved,    appears   nearly    as 
fmooth  and  perfed  there  as  in  any  other 
pait,  except  its  fubltancc  being  thinner, 
and  the  leprefentation  incomplete.  The 
fibuia   weighs    14  dwts,    12  grains,   is 
about  3-1 6:hs  of  an  inch  thick.     The 
tongue  reds   againft   a    fma'l    indented 
place  in   the  inner  part  of  the  circle,  is 
rounded  at  the  point,  and  turns  to  cither 
fide.

The  manor  houfe,  fitaated  near  the 
church,  is  an  anticnt  edifice,  apparently 
as  old  as  the  rergn  of  Elizabeth  or  James 
the  Firft.

The  family  of  Diggle  are  in  poflcflion 
of  the  next  bed  eftate  in  tbe  pariih,  and 
have  a  handfome  manfion,  called  Cal- 
cott  houfe,  now,  together  with  their 
whole  eftate  in  this  pahib,  to  be  fold. 
A  good  houfe  here  is  inhabited  by  Geo. 
Parker,  efq. ;  it  belongs  to  Mr.  Terry. 

A  farm- houfe  in  this  tubing  is  faid 
to  have  been  in  former  times  the  reti- 
cence of  Lord  Montegle  j  but  of  this 
there  is  no  internal  evidence.  It  is  a 
fmallord  boildifig,  Handing  upon  a  hill; 
with  a  good  profpect. 

In  Haw  ley  tithing,  at  a  place  called 
Minley  Wairen,  is  a  large  old- fa (hion- 
cd  houfe,  which,  according  to  tradition, 
was  the  re  fide  nee  of  that  daring  perfon 
Blood,  who  attempted  to  fttal  the  crown 
in  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Second. 

The  greateft  part  of  the  parifh  is  un* 
inclolcd,  the  foil  chiefly  a  black  gra- 
velly f*nd,  abounding  with  fprings.  All 
the  eflatefc  are  copyhold  excepting  a  few 
acres  belonging  to  Mr.  Diggle. 

The  church  confiAs  of  a  nave,  South 
aile,  wooden  tower  and  fpirc,  at  alfo  a 
chancel  and  porch ;  but  there  is  nothing 
remarkable  in  the  outfide  of  the  build- 
ing. At  the  entrance  of  the  church* 
yard  is  an  odd  kind  of  wooden  gate 
with  a  pulley  and  ropCj  the  gate  has 
upon  it  the  date  1625.

The  advice  which  the  gentleman  has 
the  confidence  to  fuggeli  to  medical 
men  is  certainly  unqualified,  as  coming 
from  one  who  has  neither  devoted  him- 
felf  to  the  fludy  of  phyfiology  or  medi- 
cine, and  who  is,  moreover,  fo  totally 
unacquainted  with  the  difeafe,  and  the 
frat  of  it,  as  to  recommend  exercife  for 
the  removal  of  the  one,  and  for  the 
prefervation  of  the  other.  Inftanccs  are 
by  no  means  infrequent  wh>ch  prove, 
that  con fum prion  of  the  lungs  has  been 
induced  when  abfc.n,  and  antedated  in 
lis  event  when  prcfent ;  even  by  their 
ptrwAtcal  uCc  in  the  pulpit  of  the  Church 
of  England,  a  place  whence  violence  of 
exertion  was  never  known  to  proceed, 
where  a  want  of  moderation  in  deliver 
Wis  never  the  fubje&  of  comprint. 

MiJd.eron,  the  biographer  of  Cicero, 
and  the  bulls  of  that  great  man,  dc- 
fc»ibe  him  as  tall  of  Itature,  with  a  long 
neck,  and  general  thinnefs  of  body. 
From  this  ftru&ure  it  may  b:  conclu- 
ded that  his  lungs  were  weakly;  but, 
inltead  of  finding  them  ft  ronger  from 
oratory,  they  declined  fo  rapidly  as  to 
render  lus  heath  alarming;  bur,  by 
defining  from  his  ufual  application,  he 
perfectly  efcaped  from  the  danger  that 
had  impended. 

It  would  be  prepoflerous  to  expect 
that  all  men  mould  deiive  fimilar  efte&s 
from  fimilar  cnufes,  fince  experience  has 
Ihewn,  that  in  fume  there  i»  an  infupe- 
rable  propenlity  to  leannefs,  in  others  a 
propenfity  not  lefs  infupe  rable  to  the 
contrary  Itatc.  Thcfe  are  the  laws  of 
Nature;  and  in  obeying  thefe  mortality 
is  p< (five,  be.aufe  they  are  beyond  irs 
controul ;  yet  inftances  of  this  kind  are 
comparatively  rare,  and,  indeed,  depend 
in  lomc  mcafurc  op  a  difcafed  ftate  of 


thofe  veffels  that  feparate  the  chyle,  be- 
ing either  fo  large  as  to  admit  it  in  too 
large  a  quantity,  or  fo  fmall  that  the 
chyle,  when  fe  pa  rated,  cannot  be  forced 
into  their  mouths.  But  in  thofe  confti- 
tutions  where  neither  of  thefe  ftaiea 
prevail,  where  the  bulk  of  the  body  is 
regulated  by  the  quality  of  the  food  and 
the  quantity  of  the  exercife,  that  deci- 
fion,  which  afligns  repletion  and  indo- 
lence as  the  foorces  of  corpulence,  can- 
not but  be  correct.  Let  u<,  however* 
for  a  moment  indulge  the  fuppofition, 
1st  us  grant  that  the  lungs  ate  the 
fources  of  floridnefs  and  corpulence, 
when  peruduaily  exerted,  in  order  that 
we  may  prefent  the  gentleman  a  Uwja- 
cula  SscratUa,  from  which  the  miod 
that  fuggefts  tbe  anfwers  may  derive 
conviction.

-General  belief,  and  the  fa  no 
tion  of  antiquity,  indeed,  conftdered  in 
themfcltes,   are  no  ted  of  truth;   but 
they  will  generally  and  naturally  excufc 
a  greater  warmth  in  defending  opinions 
thus    fupported,   becaufe   they  add   the 
foo&ion  of  authority  to  the  force  of  in- 
dividual conviction.     Let  us,  therefore, 
always  think  well  of  others,  however

The  Chancellor  of  tht  Excbtqutr  ob- 
served, that  his  Majcfty's  menage  re- 
ferred xo  two  very  important  points ;

with  Piuflja  ;  and  the  fecond  recom- 
mended to  the  Houfe  the  confide  ration 
of  the  means  for  enabling  his  Majcfty 
to  fulfil  the  ftipulations  thereof,  which 
he  h»d  entered  in»o  for  th*  more  vigo- 
rous profecuiion  of  the  pnient  juft  and 
necelfiry  war.  With  refpe&ro  the  firft, 
whatever  mi^ht  be  the  interefts  of  his 
PruflP.in  M  jcfiy  in  the  ilTue  rf  the  pre- 
fent  contefl ;  and  whatever  might  be 
his  zeal  for  tht  caufe  in  which  he  had 
engaged  ;  yet  his  foliation  and  circum- 
Hancefi  wtie  fuel)  as  to  render  it  per- 
fectly imp^llibc  for  him  to  afford  that 
aiTiflance  on  fuch  an  txtenfive  fcale  as 
was  neciflary  for  the  effi&ual  p» execu- 
tion of  the  war.  To  obviate  this  cir- 
cumftancc,  and  to  enable  that  prince  to 
employ  an  adequate  number  of  his  ex- 
cellent troops,  was  the  objift  of  the 
treaty  then  before  the  Committee,  which 
be  thought  wai,  in  every  point  of  view, 
wifely  entered  into  by  his  M->jt'fty.  He 
then  took  a  com prthtn five  view  of  the 
ftipulations  of  the  treaty ;  namely,  that 
Ills  Pruffian  Majpfly  was  to  furnifh 
30.000  troops  in  addition  to  his  contin- 

tenr,  and  10  the  number  (lipulated  for 
y  a  former  treaty;  the  additional  ex- 
pence  to  Great  Britain  on  this  account 
would  be  1,350,000!.  He  then  pro- 
ceeded to  (hew,  that  the  letms  by  which 
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the  a fli  fiance  of  this  great  body  of  forces 
was,  obtained  were  fufficently  edvanra* 
geous,  in  point  of  expence,  when  com- 
pared with  the  ulual  and  neceffary 
charges  of  railing  Biiti/h  or  foreign 
troops.  He  concluded  with  moving  to 
the  following  effe&  1  "  Thai  the  fum  of 
two  millions  and  a  half  be  granted  to 
his  Maje.fty,  to  enable  him  to  fulfil  the 
flipulation  of  the  tieaty  Utcly  conclu- 
ded with  Pruflia,  entered  into  for  the 
more  vigorous  profecution  of  the  war; 
and  alio  to  provide  for  fuch  exigencies 
as  might  a  rife  in  the  ft  r  vice  of  the  year 

Mr.  fox,  in  a  fpeech  of  confidcrab'e 
length,  oppofed  the  rcfolution.  He 
could  by  no  means  agree  that  the  flipu- 
lations were  formed  on  principles  of 
occonomy ;  but  the  pecuniary  part  of 
the  qutftion  was,  in  his  mind,  the  icaft 
important  part  of  it.  He  objected  prin- 
cipally to  the  very  dangerous  example 
fet  in  the  prefent  inftancej  as  evcrv 
one  of  our  allies  might,  on  account  of 
pretended  or  real  inability,  apply  to  this 
country  for  pecuniary  aiTiilance.  He 
cocfidtred  the  Court  of  PruHia,  after 
the  repeated  proofs  of  duplicity  it  had 
offered,  as  an  improper  ally,  and  not  to 
be  depended  on  in  any  point  of  view. 
He  concluded  with  moving,  as  an 
amendment,  that  the  fum  of  1,150,000!. 
be  granted.

Lord  Hatuhjbnry  wai  furprized  that 
any  objection  could  be  offered  to  the 
bill,  as  it  was  ftnftly  conflitutional  ia 
its  principle,  and  humane  in  its  inten- 
tion. He  did  not  apprehend  that  the 
enlifting  of  thofe  men  could  produce 
any  thing  like  fcrocioufncl's  as  they 
never  bore  allegiance  to  the  prefent 
French  Government ;  nor  did  he  con- 
ceive how  the  enlifting  of  thofe  men, 
could  prolong  the  war.

Earl  of  72a**/  contended  that  the  bill 
was  an  unconltitutional  one,  and  ex- 
tremely dangerous.

Tn  the  Common*,  the  fame  day,  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  prcfeated 
the  rtrft  report  of  the  Secret  Committee 
relative  to  the  books  and  papers  of  the 
London  Correfponding  Society  and  that 
for  Conftitutional  Information;  which 
was  read  bf  the  clerk  at  the  table.  It 
was  of  confiderablc  length  j  the  follow* 
ing  is  a  brief  outline  : 

It  ftated  that,  in  this  early  period  of 
their  inveftigation,  the  Committee  deem 
it  ncceflary  to  acquaint  the  Houfe,  that 
thev  have  already  found  that  the  pro* 
ceedings  of  the  Societies  in  que  ft  ion  have 
been,  and  are  likely  ftill  to  be  more  fo, 
productive  of  fuch  eflfeds  as  require  the 
moft  vigilant  attention,  and  the  imme- 
diate interposition,  of  the  Leg i flat u re. 
It  then  proceeded  to  detail  the  hiftory 
of  the  two  Societies,  particularly  the 
London  Correlpnnding  Society,  from 
their  firft  formation  to  the  prcfent  pe- 
riod, their  plan  of  general  communica- 
tion  with  various  other  focieties  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  various 
communications  which  have  taken  place 
between  them  and  the  Convention  and 
Jacobin  Society  in  France.  It  laid  par- 
ticular ft.refs.on  the  later  proceedings  of 
both  Societies,  particularly  the  refoiu* 
tions  pub  iftied  nt  a  meeting  of  the  de- 
legates of  each,  and  the  iuv nation  gi- 
ven by  the  Corresponding  Society  10 
different  county  afibciarione  to  appoint 
delegates  for  the  purpole  of  arranging  ■ 
plan  for  a  General  Convention  of  tho 
people,  to  be  held  at  fi>me  centrical  Ac- 
tuation, to  be  fpeclned  when  all  the  an* 
fwers  fhall  be  collected.  It  dwelt  with 
much  force  on  ieveral  inflammatory  re- 
foiutioas  of  the  Utc  Society,  wherein 

they 
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they  avow  a  defign  to  watch  over  the 
conduct  of  the  Legiflature  in  the  pre- 
fent  feffion  of  parliament,  and,  in  cafe 
that  certain  meafures  therein  fpecified, 
as  the  fufpcnfioa  of  the  Habeas  Corpui 
Act,  the  introduction  of  foreign  troop* 
into  the  kingdom,  &c.  were  authorised 
by  Parliament,  they  declare  their  de- 
tenu i  nation  to  appeal  to  the  people  at 
large  for  redrefc;  and,  laftly,  that  the 
Committee  had  ftrong  rc^fons  to  be- 
lieve, that  large  (lands  of  arms  had  been 
collected  by  thefe  Societies,  in  order  to 
diftribute  them  among  the  lower  orders 
of  the  people,  &c.  &c.  Particulars  to 
the  above  effect  were  given  in  a  general 
but  very  ftrong  manner  in  the  report; 
and  it  was  intimated,  that  the  Commit- 
tee would,  at  fubfequent  periods,  detail 
particularly  to  the  Houfe  what  lhould 
appear  necelfary  to  them. 

The  Cbmnctllir  •fibt  Excb*qH*r  then, 
at  fome  length,  but  with  peculiar  ani- 
mation and  effect,  expatiated  on  the 
very  important  topicks  Dated  in  the  re- 
port 1  he  obferved  that,"  even  from  the 
curfory  ftatement  of  what  had  already 
appeared  to  the  Committee,  it  was  ma- 
aireft  that  the  Societies  in  que  A  ion  hid  a 
fettled  determination,  and  were  on  the 
very  eve  of  executing  their  purpofes,  of 
calling  together  a  Convention  of  the 
lower  orders  of  the  people,  and  attempt- 
ing to  aflame  all  the  powers  and  func- 
tions of  the  Legifliture  and  Govern- 
ment of  the  kingdom,  and  thereby  to 
introduce  that  fyflem  of  blood  (bed,  ty- 
ranny, plunder,  and  robbery,  which 
the  Jacobin  influence  had  entailed  on 
the  devoted  inrubU/ints  of  France.  It, 
therefore,  became  the  dutv  of  Parlia- 
ment to  interpofe  in  an  effectual  man- 
ner. What  he  would  propofe,  and 
which  he  very  much  regretted  that  the 
exigence  of  the  moment  forced  him  to 
propofe,  was  a  temporary  fufpenfion  of 
what  certainly  was  one  of  tie  deareft 
rights  of  the  fubject,  and  the  principal 
blc flings  of  our  happy  Conflitution  ;  but 
which,  in  order  to  prcferve  the  whole 
fabnek  from  deftroction,  ought  for  a 
time  to  be  chcarfuUy  refigned.  He 
meint  to  piopofe,  that  a  temporary 
power  lhould  be  conveyed  to  Govern- 
ment, to  detain  fufpeded  perfons  in 
cuftody ;  a  power  which,  in  the  prefent 
cnfis,  was  unfortunately  neceffary.  He 
then  moved,  "for  leave  for  a  bill  to 
empower  bis  MajcRy  to  fecure  and  de- 
tain fuch  perfons  at  his  Majefty  fufpe&f 
are  con fpi ring  agaiaft  his  pcrfim  and 
gorecaounu"

His  work,  written  in 
adranced  age,  is  greatly  mutilated  *  and 
corrupted,  and  is  rather  a  collection  or 
compilation  of  examples  than  a  regular, 
connected,  or  well -written  detail,  but  in 
a  claffical  and  elegant  ftyle.  Mr.  S.  has 
given  rather  the  author's  meaning  than 
a  literal  verfion  of  his  words,  and  de- 
viated from  the  famenefs,  uniformity, 
and  form  of  his  narration,  without  flou- 
rifhing  in  defcription,  or  adding  circum- 
fiances  to  the  general  narration.  "  In- 
dependent of  the  military  knowledge  and 
political  maxims  with  which  the  work 
is  replete,  it  is,  in  other  refpec~fc,  both 
amufing  and  inftru&tve.  Little  inci- 
dents noticed  in  public  charaflcis  will 
contiibute  to  illuftrare  or  explain  hifto- 
rical  falls.  And  it  affords  matter  of 
agreeable  reflection,  as  war  is  jinavoida- 
b'e,  to  compare  the  civilized  manner  in 
which  it  is  now  conducted  with  that  in 
which  it  was  carried  on  in  antient  times, 
when  oaths  were  ufed  only  to  deceive, 
and  favage  power  knew  not  the  nice  re-

A  LAYMAN,  or  one  who  attunes 
that  character,  writes  with  more  temper 
than  the  firftanfwerer*  of  Thomas  Paine, 
who  began  as  a  miniftcr  in  the  Eftablifh- 
ed  Church,  went  over  to  the  rational 
DiflTenters,  renounced  public  wojuYtp* 
furrendered  up  the  outworks  of  Chrifti- 
anitv,  which  had  been  planted  in  the 
G  of  pel,  and  defended  the  fortrefs  by 
Bring  red-hot  balls  of  abufe  on  the  af- 
failant.  "  I,"  fays  the  Layman,  •'  in- 
tend no  ftrfonal  abufe  of  Mr.  Paine. 
HI  language  is  no  wtapon  of  the  Chrii- 
ttan's  warfare.

THIS  very  faifcfadory  account  hat 
been  tranflated  from  a  memoire  drawn 
up  in  1785  by  H.  E.  Diot,  for  the  ufe 
of  M.  dc  Calonne,  at  the  fale  of  whofe 
libraiy  the  French  manufcript  was  pur- 
chafed.  It  defcribes  the  pro^icfTive  im- 
portance of  the  town  of  Dunkirk,  from 
its  f.rft  efUblilhmenr,  the  various  fieges 
and  revolutions  which  it  has  fuitained, 
and  tht  naval  confequmce  of  it*  priva- 
teers and  I'mugglcrs.

The  obliging  manner  in 
which  he  w.is  :«lw  ays  ready  to  allilt  peifons 
of  every  clafs  of  life  ought  not  ta  be  pn fifed 
unnoticed  as  the  leaft  of  his  ?cls  of  friend- 
fhip ;  what  kind  offices  he  did,  and  was  al* 
ways  ready  to  do,  the  town  at  large  can 
fpeak  to.  To  the  education  of  children  he 
paid  particu'ar  attention,  being  ore  of  the 
moft  liberal  contributors  to  the  chariiy- 
fchools  of  Bury.  About  three  years  ago  he 
endowed  an  eftate  of  upwards  of  3d  per 
annum  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sunday-fchoob 
in  that  town  for  ever.  He  has  left  by  his 
will  feveral  charitable  donations;  to  the 
Difpenfary,  to  feveral  friendly  focieties,  and 
the  Society  for  promoting  Chriftian  Know- 
ledge ;  and  fome  generous  legacies  to  his 
friends,  and  amply  provided  for  all  his  rela- 
tions. His  remains  were  interred,  on  the 
28th  in  ft  ant,  near  thofe  of  his  wife,  in  a 
burying-pl  ce  which  he  had  erected  four 
years  fince  in  the  centre  of  the  church-yard, 
formerly  the  chapel  of  the  charnel  to  the 
monaftery  church. 

23.  Of  a  gouty  complaint,  the  Rev.  Mf. 
Brookf  minifter  of  Friarn  Barnet,  co.  Mid- 
dlefex,  to  which  he  was  pre  fen  ted  by  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Paul's,  on  the  death 
of  Mr.  Graham.  He  was  then  told,  by 
their  fteward,  that  they  were  to  find  him  a 
liou'c,  and  that  greit  dilapidations  were  due 
from  his  predecelfor,  who,  in  (lead  of  leav- 
ing his  large  fortune  to  his  relations,  left  it 
all  to  an  old  maid- fervant,  except  iccl.  to  a 
fiftcr  living  in  the  Weft,  whom  lie  had  not 
feen  for  20  years.  TUe  fteward  added,  that 
he  had  been  aJmitted  to  it  by  copy  of  court, 
as  appeared  by  the  rclls.  The  fucceeding 
fteward  determined  that  the  houfe  was  loft, 
and  an  additional  part  of  the  church -yard 
illegally  confe crated  j  in  confluence  of 
which,  the  body  and  tomb  of  a  city  caipen- 
ter,  depofited  in  it,  were  left,  and  the 
ground  paled  off,  and  converted  into  a  cab- 
bage-garden.  Friarn  Barnet  is  ftated,  in 
Bacon's  "  Liber  Regis,"  p.  581,  from  the 
minifter's  accounts  of  the  polfellions  of  the 
hofpital  of  St.  John  of  Jerufalem,  32  Henxy 
VII  f.  in  the  Augmentation  -office,  to  have 
been  a  chapel  to  the  priory  of  Sc.  John  of 
Jerufalem,  the  farmers  and  affigns  of  whofe 
manor  were  bound  to  find,  at  their  own  ex- 
pence,  a  fit  chaplain,  to  ferve  the  church 
and  adminifter  the  facraments  and  f.icra- 
mentals  to  the  parifhioners  durante  termm. 
On  the  fame  t?rms  it  patted  to  the  Lean 
and  Chapter  of  St.  Paul'f,  who  now  hold  it. 
It  pays  uo  firft  fruits  or  tenths,  and  only 
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prncnrattons  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter.  I  % 
is,  however,  rated  at  4.-I.  to  tUe  land-tax, 
and  240I  to  the  poor,  and  the  chaplain  is 
obliged  to  find  himfelf  a  him  e  or  lodging. 
Mr.  B.  *  as  a  native  of  Yoikfhire,  haJ  been 
curate  to  Dr.  Chriftooher  Wilfm,  at  HjI- 
fted,  and  to  D< .  Hume,  the  late  hith«>p  of 
Salifbury,  at  Barnes,  and  wjs  chaplain  to 
the  Prince  of  Wales . 

At  Y«rm,  co.  York,  in  h!s  87th  year, 
the  Rev.  John  Hopkinfon,  60  years  curate 
Dc  that  place 

Of  a  paralytic  ftroke,  nt  Chaw'on,  in 
Hampfhire  (one  of  his  feats),  Thomts 
Knight,  Efq.  of  Godmerfham  Park,  in  the 
county  of  Kent.  He  was  the  only  fun 
(though  there  have  heen  faveral  daughters) 
of  a  molt  refpe&able  father  of  both  his 
names,  who  died  Feb.  26,  i ySr,  aged  80 
years,  and  of  u  horn  a  very  juft  character 
may  be  feen  in  our  Obituary  of  that  month. 
His  mother,  who  redded  in  Eggarton  houfe, 
in  Godmerfham  pari fh,  and  w:»o  died  1765, 


year,  by  the  death  of  hit  father, 
a  larg«  patrimonial  fortune.  The 
lation  of  the  lite  Mr.  Knight's  eftates  cu- 
ries with  it  fomething  Angular  1  for  dji  fa- 
ther (as  our  Obituary  of  Feb.  1781,  hsi 
fta  ed)  changed  his  name  twice.  The  pa- 
ternal name  was  Brodnax,  a  family  which 
had  refuted  at  Godmerfham  for  feveral 
generations,  one  of  whom,  Sir  William  B. 
of  Godmerfham,  was  knighted  by  Chalks 
If.  1664.  (Partition  Books  Coll.  Arm.) 
This  nnme  the  late  Mr.  Knight's  rather 
relinquifhed  fur  that  of  May,  1727,  wheft 
he  came  into  pofleffion  of  a  confideraUt 
eftate  in  Sulfex  and  London,  of  which  laft 
Mmy't  buildings  in  St.  Martin's  lane  form 
fomepart.  This  feennd  name  he  again  ex- 
changed for  that  of  Knight,  1738,  on  a  fliQ 
greater  accqmfition  of  landed  property  at 
Chawton,  in  Hampfhire.  After  the  deceafe 
of  his  father,  Mr.  Knight  fat  down  at  his 
paternal  feat  in  Kent*,  which  his  father 
rebuilt,  1732,  and  wtr'ch  he  himfelf  much 
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William  Monk,   Efq.    of  Bu.kingham    in 
Shoreham,  in  the  county  of  Sufiex.     Her 
lifter  Barbara  died  unmarried,  1789*    Mr. 
Knight,  was  born  in   London,  March  16, 
1735-6  ;  his  father,  with  his  family,  being 
then  in  town  as  one  of  the  representatives 
in  Parliament  for  the  city  of  Cante; bitty. 
He  had  his  fchool  education  under    Mr. 
%Voodefon,  at  Kingfton  upon  Thames,  and 
at  a  proper  age  became  a  gentleman  com- 
moner of  Magdalen  College,  Oxford,  where, 
when  the  Pom  fret  Statics  were  prefented 
to  the  Univerfity,  1755*  he  made  a  fpeech 
in  the  Theatre,  which  was  received  with 
much  applaufe.      In  the  year  1759,  July  5, 
Mr.  K.  was  created  M.  A.  and  foon  r. fur- 
wards,  made  the  tour  of  Europe,  attended 
by  the  late  Rev.  Thomas  Crofts      Upon  his 
return  from  abroad  he  was  chofen  into  Par- 
liament for  the  borough  of  New  Romney, 
at  the  General   Motion,    1761,    and,  of 
courfe,  had  the  honour  to  affift  in  bearing 
the  canopy  at  the  coronation  of  his  prefent 
Majefty,  as  one  of  the  Bjrons  of  tne  C.nque- 
Ports.      On  the  inftallr.tion  of  the  Chancel- 
lor of  the  univerfity  of  Oxford  (Ceorge- 
Henry,Earlof  Lichfield),  Mr.  K.  was  created 
LL.  D.  July   7,  1763.    (N.  B.  that  in  the 
catalogue  of  the  Oxford  Graduates,  where 
both  his  degrees  are  fpecihed,  he  is  erro- 
neoufly  faid  to  have  been  of  Trinity  Col- 
lege.)    At  the  end  of  the  Parliament  of 
1 76 1  (difTolved  176S)  he  did  not  again  offer 
himfelf  a  candidate ;    but  at  the    General 
Election,  17  741  was  chofen  for  the  county 
againft   a  very   powerful   oppofition.      In 
1779,  M*1?  8*  he  married   Mi(&  Catharine 
Knaichbull,  daughter  nf  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wad- 
ham  Kn.itchbull,  then  deceafed,  prebendary 
and  chancellor  of  Durham,  &c.  by  whom 
he  has  lift  no  i(fue.     At  the  clofe  of  the 
Fariiament,   1780,  Mr.  Knight   withdrew 
from  public  bufinefs,  and  ia  ihe  following 


tleman  by  promoting  every  meafare  of 
public  utility,  and  within  thefe  few 
months  fubferibed  no  left  a  Aire  than  jcoL 
towards  levying  a  body  of  men  for  the 
internal  defence  of  the  country.  His  car- 
riage and  addrefs  were  thofe  of  the  man  of 
faihion,  and  his  temper  ferene,  accompanied 
with  a  friendly  difpofi'ion,  equally  candid 
and  fincere.  His  understanding  was  found 
and  well  cultivated,  and  hi*  conversation 
abounded  with  a  facetious  pleafantry  ;  which 
rennet  ed  hiseompiny  univerfal'y  acceptable, 
and  his  death  as  univei  f-»lly  regretted.

In  May,  1789,  (he 
furfcred  the  operation  of  tapping  for  the 
dropfy,  and,  previous  to  her  death,  fixe  en- 
dured the  fame  operation  25  times,  with 
the  great  eft  fortitude,  without  being  confined 
to  her  bed  longer  than  4S  hours  by  any  one 
operation.  The  quantity  of  water  taken  a- 
way  was  pretty  accurately  averaged  to  be 
758  quarts  in  the  fpace  of  five  years.

But  his  faithful  fervices 
were  remembered  and  rewarded  by  the  li- 
berality of  hi-  cmpl'wers ;  and  his  unoffend- 
ing  mannas  ree  retted  by  thofe  who  had  the 
pleaftire  to  (er  e  under  him.

The  circum- 
dancus  which  occafioned  the  inhuman  treat* 
meat  (he  experienced  were  of  a  mod  trivial 
nature.     She  h«d  a  neighbour,  a  weak  and 
revengeful  man,  of  the  name  of  Dempfey* 
who  monopolized  the  mod  agreeable  part 
of  the  chapel,  where  he  creeled  a  feat  fof 
his  family.    This  w?s  disapproved  by  Mrs* 
Ralph  and  her  hufbanrf,  and  (he  had  the 
feat  proftrated.     The  White  boys  at  that 
period  were  fpraading  from  the  county  of 
Kilkenny  to  the  lower  part  of  the  county  of 
Carlow,  and  Dsmpfey  attached  himlelf  to 
them,  for  the  pu*pofe  of  revenge.     A  party 
of  thefe  deluded  creitures,  on  'he  appointed 
nighr,  repaired  to  Ralph's;    he  wai  from 
home,   »n  '  t-ev  vented  their  bnita'  rage  oil 
his  defenrrleb  wife,    whom    they  dragged 
from  her  bed  into  the  r>ad,  and  inhumanly 
cut  off  her  ears.     One  of  her  children,  a  fine 
young  girl,  died  in  coufequence  of  the  terror 
(he  w.is  thrown  into  by  the  fcreirtv  of  her 
mot'ier.     This  harbamm  outrage  excited  the 
detedution  of  all  the  neighbouring  gentle- 
men.   Several  perfons  were  apprehended 
and  committed  to  Wexford  goal;  and,  a* 
mong  others,  Carrol  and  Dangan,  who,  on 
the  tedimo-y  of  Mrs.   Ralph,  were  capi- 
tally conv6Kd  and  *x-cuted   in  Oclobev, 
1775.     Datigan  acknowledged  at  his  death 
th:it  he  was  one  of  the  nary  who  had  been 
at  Mrs.  Ralph's,  though  he  did  not  a  Hi  ft  in 
the  outrare;    but  he  declared  that  Carrol 
was  perfectly  innocent.    Carrol  per  rifted  in 
his  innocence  to  the  lad  moment.     It  was 
thought  he  would-  h^ve  obtained  a  pard  n, 
on  account  of  his  general  good  character, 
through  the  influence  of  Adam  Colclough, 
efq.     A  conquerable  time  after  his  death,  a 
rotorious  White-hoy,  Arthur  Murphy,  was 
condemned  to  death  in  that  country,  and  he 
alfured  the  gentlemen  c.f  the  county,  as  he 
was  about  being  launched  into  eternty,  that 
he  had  a  principal  concern  in  cutting  off 
Mrs.  Ralph's  ears ;   hut  that  Carrol,  who 
had  furfcred,  was  as  innocent  as  the  child 
unborn.

'  Much  alteration  was  perceivable  in 
the  afpect  of  the  woodlands  very  etrly 
in  the  Autumn  ;  but,  as  the  leaves  fell,

^adorned  with  fruit  after  its  kind  in 
abundance  except  the  i*tuymu$  find 
alb  i  applea  and  pears  were  in  fome 
places  plentiful,  but  decayed  rapidly, 
even  faftenhan  they  did  in  the  Autumn 
joi  lift  year,  though  both  the  preceding 
Summers  were  dry.  By  ihc  10th  of 
October  .the  foliage  was  thinned  confi- 
derably  1  by  the  20th  of  that  month 
fame  common  afhes,  the  cockfpur- 
tboiitf,  aod  the  dwarf  hazel*,  were 
bate;,  and*  by  the  30th,  the  white- 
thorns and  mounuin-athcs;  by  the  io:h 
•of  November  the  horfc»chetnuts,  biack 
poplars,  and  lome  fickly~cims,  were  in 
the  fame  ftate;  and,  by  the  30th,  the 
fycamorcs,  and  red  .of  the  elms.  The 
miJletoet  were  fet  with. pearls,  and  the 
cornel  trees  with  coral. 
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After  considering  thi>  proves,  it  is,  na- 
tural to  thick  of  the  refidents  and  vili. 
tants  of  the  groves.  A  greater  number 
of  the  large  tonutits  (par^i  majv)  I 
never  beheld;  and  fcreccb-owls  alio 
were  very  numerous;  fo  Jikewife  were 
the  redwings  and  other  forts  of  ;hru(hes» 
This  latter  Clafs  congregated  in  the 
middle  of  November;  and  on  the  i^tr* 
of  that  month  a  haw6nch  appeared* 
Snipes  came  in  fight  the  end  of  Octo- 
ber, and  the  migratory  aquatic  tribe  ar- 
rived about  the  1 8th  of  November.  I 
Taw  a  brood  of  f wallow*  on  October  9, 
and  did  not  fee  any  after. 

The  beginning  of  the  Autumn  Was 
very  windy,  the  middle  tery  wet, 
and  the  end  very  frofty..  A  violent 
ihUndcr-tftorm  occurred  on  Sept.  24, 
an  overwhelming  flood  on  Dec.  1,  and 
an  uncommon  fog  on  Dec.  1 5.  The  (uft 
ice  was  formed  ia  the  night  following 
Sept.  27 ;  and  ice  continued  all  day  firm 
in  the  funfhine  for  the  fir  ft  time  00  Dec. 
18;  and  ac  tbefrme  period  the  earth, 
and  all  expo  fed  objects  on  it,  were  whi- 
tened ,with  hoar ;  but  no  fnow  fell  in 
any  pact  of  rhe  Autumn.

In  Mr.  Malone's  curious  Htfbory  of 
the  Engliih  Stage,  I  obferve  the  time  of 
the  death  of  Charles  fiart,  the  celebra- 
ted tragedian,  it  a  dtfiiirmtum  it  thea- 
trical B'ftory.  In  ex« mining  (bore  wills 
in  the  Pcrogative- office  fome  time  ago, 
I  found  that  he  made  his  will  July  10, 
1685,  and  that  it  was  proved  on  the  7th 
of  the  following  September;  fohc  mud 
have  died  in  the  interval  between  thole 
two  "periods,  probably  in  Augofl.  He 
rtfided  at  Sranmorr,  in  rhe  county  of 
Middlcfcx,  where  he  died  and  was  bu- 
ried. He  left  by  his  w.ll  to  his  friend 
Edward  ILynafUn,  the  attor,  one  full 
jhaic  of  the  foil  and  tenement  thereon, 
called  Drury-lane  playhoufe  (the  whole 
being  divided  into  thirty- fix  mates),  for 
the  remainder  of  a  ter.Ti  of  forty -one 
years.  From  a  particular  bequcft  in  bis 
will,  it  is  clear  that  he  was  not  related 
to  the  Hart*,  of  Stratford,  as  his  been 
fuppojed. 

As  I  understand  that  Mr.  M alone  it 
employed  to  writing  a  ntw  Life  of 
Shukfpcait,  I  beg  leave,  Mr.  Urban, 
to  re  pom  their  anecdote*  in  your  Lite* 
rary  Bank  for  that  gentleman's  ufe.

Mjfe  La  Roche  were  of  a  party  that 
went  from  Longford  to  fee  Dovcdale, 
wr>ere  a  cold  collation  was  provided  in 
a  cave  called  Reynard's  hall.  In  quit- 
ting the  dale,  the  Dean  perfuaded  Mils 
La  Roche  to  Ut  him  take  her  before 
him  on  horleback  up  a  hill  where  a 
road  led  to  Tilfmgton ;  but  unfortu- 
nately the  Dean,  milking  the  loao*, 
followed  a  flieep-track  that  went 
to  the  right  on  the  fide  of  the  hill, 
which,  before  they  had  advanced  far, 
became  too  fteep  to  proceed,  and,  in 
attempting  to  turn  about,  the  hoife  fell 
backward  down  the  hill.  The  Dean 
was  taken  up  at  the  bottom  mod  vio- 
lently bruifed,  and  car.  led  to  Aflibourn, 
where  he  died  in  two  or  three  d^ys. 
Mils  La  Recite  was  more  r'urtunatc;  her 
fall  was  broken  by  fome  thorns  catch- 
ing hold  of  her  hair,  but  (he  was  much 
broiled.  Dean  Langton  was  of  an  an-

third  Duke  of  L)cvonfh«re,  when  he 
was  lord  lieutmant  of  Ireland,  who 
promoted  him  loihe  dennryof  Cioghu**

"  Right  honourable  my  inefneoal  good 
Lord,  according  to  my  bounden  duty  and  the 
tenor  of  your  Loidfaip's  letters  lately  to  me 
dueled;*  I  have  fent  unto  your  good  Lord- 
(hip  by  this  bsarer,  my  brother  Francis  Baf- 
fett,  the  images  of  St.  Ann  of  Buxton,  and 
St.  Andrew  of  Burton  upon  Trent,  which 
images  1  did  take  from  the  places  where 
they  did  (land,  and  brought  them  to  my 
own  houfc,  within  48  hours  after  the  ori- 
templaiion  of  your  faid  LorJftiip's  letters,  in 
.  as  foher  manner  as  my  little  and  rude  wits 
would  fervc  me.     And  for  that  there  (hould 
no  moie  idolatry  and  fuperftition  be  there 
ufed,  I  did  not  only  deface  the  tabernacles 
and  places  where  they  did  ftand,  but  alfo  did 
take  away  crutches,  fhiits,  and  fheets,  with 
wax  offered,  heing  things  that  did  alure  and 
intice  t'  e  ignorant  people  to  the  faid  offer- 
ings j  alfo  giving  the  keepers  of  both  phces 
a-Jmonition  and  chirge  that  no  more  offer- 
ings (hould  be  made  in  thofe  places  till  the 
King's  pleafure  and  your  Lordihip's  be  fur- 
ther known  in  th..t  behalf.

nPHE  office  of  Sheriff  being  the  only 

ft-  public  one  of  confequenee  which 
it  executed  without  fome  equivalent 
advantage  annexed  to  it;  and  being, 
moreover,  attended  with  great  ex  pence, 
very  confiderable  rifle,  and,  confeqoent- 
ly,  with  a  black  train  of  anxiety  and 
caret;  I  have  a  with  to  difccrer  on  what 
principles  it  was  thought  right  to  infti- 
tute  it.  In  itt  prefent  flare  it  puzzles 
the  mind  10  reconcile  it  to  humane  and 
equ\  ble  ones.  When  a  per  fori  of  fmalj 
fortune  is  forced  inw  this  cfijee,  doet  it 
Saot  juftly  and  naturally  occur  to  him, 
that  he  is  put  into  a  very  difagreeable 
situation,  obliged  to  lay  out  a  confider- 
able  fum  of  money,  which  perhaps  he 
cannot  afford  to  expend;  to  run  the  ti(k 
of  paying  the  debts  of  all  who  may  ef- 
cape  from  his  bailiffs,  or  whom  a  mob 
may  liberate  from  confinement ;  and  to 
be  a  fort  of  prifoner  himfelf  in  hit 
county,  which  he  cannot  quit  without 
expofing  himfelf  to  the  danger  of  great 
inconveniences  ?  Docs  not  the  idea  of 
fome  unaccountable  hardfliip,  in  confid- 
ent with  hit  notions  of  being  part  of  a 
community  remarkable  for  the  huma- 
nity, equity,  and  reafonab'enefs,  of  its 
inflituaons, accompany  fuch  reflections? 
At  the  commentators  00  our  laws  have 
been  very  happy  in  (hewing  that  many 
cuftotns,  which  now  appear  llraoge,  ana 
nearly  abfurd,  were  originally  founded 
on  good  reafons;  i  cancor  help  flitter- 
ing myfelf  rhat  they  could  have  d Uii pa- 
te d  ali  the  clouds  which  fcem  to  hang 
over  this,  if  they  had  employed  their 
thoughts  on  it.  How  happy  (bail  I  be 
if  fome  vague  ideal,  which,  with  great 
deference,  I  fubmu  to  the  publick, 
ihould  prove  to  fortunate  as  to  call  forth 
the  abilities  0/  fome  one  of  the  very 
able  writers  witfe  whom  our  country  is 
very  amply  fur-nUbed  1  Perhaps,  fir,  the 
mere  consideration  of  the  rank,  power, 
and  fortune,  of  the  Comes  %  the  original 
Sheriff,  will  i'urnifh  a  fufRctcnt  clue  for 
guiding  us  through  this  labyrinth.— 
•*  The  mod  eminent  and  fupreme  dig- 
nity," faysDiIton,  "from  the  Conqueft 
until  Edward  HI.  was  the  Earl  or 
Ctun:eet  being  antieotly  of  the  blood- 
royal.  As  thefe  Comitts  had  very  ex- 
ten  five  po  Hellions  throughout  the  coun- 
ties, and  tenants  enough  to  form  fen  ar- 
my, and  bailiff*  or  Reward*  in  every 
part  of  it;  and  as  the  towns  in  which 
the  prilons  were  fitua:e  were  furrounded 
wi<h  walls,  and  gairift<ned  by  the  troops 
el  the  Ctmtsi  the  office  of  Jheriff  was 


to  him  an  honotirab'e  employment,  or  a 
dignity  with  no  proportonarc  inconve- 
nience attending  in  His  own  riomrC- 
ticks  were  amply  fufficient  for  furnifh* 
ing  the  great  law-officers  with  protec- 
tion and  fuitable  parade.  His  vaft  and 
fplendid  cattle  afforded  every  accom- 
modation. Was  a  writ  to  be  executed, 
no  difficulty  or  danger  of  efcape  could 
occur  j  his  bailiffs  knew,  and  cou'd  not 
fail  to  perform,  their  duty.  Froin  a 
fortified  town  how  could  a  prifoner  es- 
cape, uniefs  liberated  bv  an  armed  force 
equal  to  the  talk  of  ukinp  it  by  ftorm, 
or  by  a  regular  fiepc  ?  Could  this  be 
apprehended  from  any  force  but  that  of 
an  enemy  in  open  war?  What  incon- 
venience could  be  apprehended  from 
his  abfence,  when  his  deputy  and  his 
biiliffk  commanded  for  him  a  force  fuf- 
ficient to  prevent  every  one  tlvat  could 
happen,  unlets,  as  in  the  former  cafe, 
from  an  army  in  open  war?  When 
Roger  of  Montgomery  was  made  Earl 
of  Shrewsbury,  by  William  I.  the  coun- 
ty itfelf  was  fubjeft  to  his  command. 
Mr.  6elden,  ed.  a,  folio,  i4tt,  p.  673, 
adds,  "  Warino  calvo  corpoie  parvo  fed 
animo  magno  Aimeriam  nepotem  fuara 
&  prsefidatum  Scrobcfturiae  dedir,  per 
quern  Guallos  aliofque  fibi  adverfantes 
fui titer  oppreflit,  et  prevUciam  totam 
fibi  commiiTrfm  pacificavitj"  and  takes 
it  for  granted  that  this  E*rl  Roger  had 
tke  (heriffewicke  of  Shropdiire,  and 
under  him,  as  under- fhcriff,  that  Wa- 
nnus,  to  whole  charge  as  well  the  mili- 
tary defence  as  civil  government  of  the 
county,  or  (henffewick,  w<s  commit- 
ted ;  underftanding,  in  the  above  paf- 
fage  from  Order icus,  provueia  for  the 
county,  and  c  omit  aim  for  his  earldom, 
or  bis  honorary  poffeffion.  The  whole 
fe&ion  is  curiom.  The  foregoing  ob#- 
fert  ationt,  I  flatter  myfelf,  tend  to  prove 
that,  in  appointing  the  Coma  Sheriff, 
there  was  nothing  improper,  hard,  in- 
equitable; that,  on  the  contrary,  the 
office  fcemed  fo  appropriated  to  him, 
that  the  txtcoflve  power  of  raifing  the 
f*Jt  cotgitatnt — the  prevweia  tommifa—* 
would  interfere  with  and  weaken  hit 
authority.— May  we  venture  to  apply 
the  fame  obicr  %  at  ions  to  the  V.ctcomti 
in  the  early  times?  Da  ton  oblerves, 
that  "the  Sheriff  is  called  in  Latin  Vtct- 
tomis,  as  being  the  deputy  of  the  Earl 
01  Comes,  to  whom  th«,  cuftody  of  the 
(hue  is  (aid  to  ha*«  |>tn  committed  at 
the  fit  ft  divifion  of  this  kingdom  into 
counties;  that  the  Euls,  in  procefs  of 
tioic,  by  rcalon  of  their  high  employ. 
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menu  and  attendance  on  the  King's 
perron,  not  being  able  to  tninfaft  the 
bufinefi  of  the  county,  were  delivered 
of  that  burthen,  referring  to  themfelves 
the  honour,  but  the  labour  was  laid  on 
the  Sheriff."  Whilft  matters  remained 
in  tint  flare, the  Sheriff  "appearing"  to 
he  really  the  Earl's  deputy,  and,  like 
Warinui,  a  perfon  of  high  rank,  the 
fame  obfer*ations  refpefiing  the  pro* 
prtcty  and  juftice  of  his  filling  the  oflice 
i'eem  to  apply  to  him  —  his  fortune, 
power,  influence,  fupported  by  thofe  of 
the  Earl,  preventing  every  idea  of  bur- 
then or  rilk.  Whether  the  oflice  con- 
tinued in  this  flate  to  28  Edward  I,  I 
do  not  prefume  co  conjecture.  At  that 
period  (fee  Stat.  28  Edward  I.  ch.  8)  it 
was  ordained,  that  "  the  people  fliould 
have  ele&ion  of  their  fluriff  in  every 
fli ire  whete  the  flirievaliy  is  not  of  fee, 
if  they  lid."  The  re  a  Ton  of  this  elec- 
tion is  aligned  in  the  fame  flat.  c.  10  : 
"  that  the  Commons  might  chufe  fuch 
as  would  not  be  a  burthen  to  them." 
Query,  what  kind  of  burthens  had  they 
to  guard  againft  ?  Doe*  any  idea  occur 
here  of  their  being  liable  to  any  part  of 
the  Sheriff's  expence r  Mr.  Impey  ob- 
serves here,  "  This  election  was,  in  all 
probability,  not  veiled  in  the  Commons, 
but  required  the  Royal  approbation : 
for,  in  the  Gothic  Conflitution,  the 
Judges  of  the  County-courts  were  elect- 
ed by  the  People,  but  confirmed  by  the 
King :  ihe  People,  Intel*  itrritoni, 
choie  tnvrfo't  e!c£iors,  who  nominated 
4krtt  perfons,  ex  quibus  Htx  unum  con* 
frrnabat,,%  The  fame  gentleman  re!crs 
to  Seldcn,  Tit.  Hon.  610,  to  prove  ihat 
•'  Sheriffs  were  origina'Iy  chofen  by  ihe 
people  in  their  Foikmote,  or  County, 
court."  The  edition  which  I  have  be- 
fore ine  is  not,  perhaps, the  fame  which 
he  refers  to.  In  my  td»r.  fecond,  I  find 
•'  The  next  of  tbo/t  (meaning,  J  appre- 
hend, titles)  in  King  Athenian's  laws 
are  ilolJs  and  Highgcreves;  both  of 
which  are  but  officiary  dignities — the 
Holds,  Captains  or  Commanders  in  the 
Wars — the  Uighgcreves,  High  Sheriffs 
of  Shire?,  or  luch  territories  av  were 
committed  to  their  charge  by  the  King, 
Thefe  Highgereves  had,  to  the  King's 
ufe,  the  cuitody  of  fuch  counries  or  ter- 
ritories as  had  not  any  Eaidormen  or 
Earls  placed  in  them;  or,  if  they  had, 
were  flill  fo,  fubjeft  to  the  King's  imme- 
diate -jurifdi&ion  \  that  he  had  fiigb 
Sbtrrffs  there  as  well  en  Eaidormen, 
called  in  Latin  Sum  mi  FrXpq/iti,  Vict 
Cmius  —  Vice  Domini*    The  particle 
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Vice,  in  the  two  later,  denoted  »6tr  *L 
numySf  a  fobordination  to  any  Qmmt$9  6* 
other  Dcmimns,  than  the  King}  no 
otherwife  than  at  ibis  day  it  done  in 
Vict  comes  •  and  fo  it  was  'orijrioally  j 
r.  /.  "fuppltre  Victm  Comitis,  or  Ikmrimif 
in  the  county  which  had  no  Comts  or 
Ealdorman."  N.  B.  ift,  This  obfer- 
vation  of  Mr.  Selden  feem*  to  weaken 
Mr.  Dalton's  affertion,  and  my  argu- 
ment from  itj  and,  idly,  the  paffegc 
feems  to  contradict  the  doctrine  for  the 
proof  of  which  Mr.  Impey  refers  toit| . 
the  election. of  the  Sheriff  by  the  peo- 
ple continued  from  a S  Edward  1.  to  9  • 
Edward  II.  flat.  2 ;  which  enads,  that 
"  the  Sheriff  fliould  be  from  thenceforth 
afligned  by  the  Chancellor,  Treafurer, 
Borons  of  the  Exchequer,  and  by  the 
Juiiicesi  and,  in  the  abfence  of  the 
Chancellor,  by  the  Treafurer,  Barons, 
and  Juflices."  The  reafon  why  this 
change  of  eleclors  was  made  is  thus  af- 
figned  by  Mr.  Impey  s  44  With  us  in 
Eng  and  thele  popular  elections  grow- 
ing tumultuous  were  put  a  flop  to  by  9 
Edwa:d  (1.  flat.  2.  To  me  another 
reafon  feems  fuggeflcd  by  the  preamble 
of  this  lUtute  itfelf :  "  Foraimuch  as 
our  Lord  King  Edward,  fon  to  King 
Edward,  at  his  Parliimcnt  holden  at 
Lincoln  in  quinden a  Hilarity  in  the  9th 
year  of  his  reign,  by  the  information 
of  his  Piclates,  Earls,  Barons,  and 
other  great  men  or  his  rcnlm,  being 
fummoned  to  the  fame  Pa:liatnent,  and 
alio  by  the  gtievous  complaints  of  the 
people,  did  perceire  great  damage  to 
be  done  to  him,  and  great  opprclfions 

and to  his  people, 

by  reafon  unfufficient  Sheriffs  and  Hun- 
diedors  have  been  before  this  time,  and 
yet  be  in  the  realm."  It  is  remarkable, 
that,  ch.  13  Edward  I.  flat.  28  a  pio- 
vilion  is  made  for  preventing  the  evils 
mentioned  in  this  pseamble;  to  which, 
perhaps,  the  election  of  the  Sheriffs  by 
the  people,  granted  ch.  S,  might  be  ful- 
pe£Ud  to  give  rile.  "  And,  rorafmuch 
as  the  King  hath  granted  the  election 
or  She- iff  to  the  Commons  or  the  Smre, 
the  King  wills  that  they  (ha*  I  chufc  lucli 
Sheriffs,  that  (hall  not  charge  them, 
and  that  they  Hull  not  put  aay  officer 
in  authoiity  for  rewards  and  bnbes; 
and  fuch  a*  ihall  not  lodge  too  oft  in 
one  place,  nor  with  poor  perfons,  or 
men  of  religion."  Whether  Mr.  Ira- 
pey's  reafon,  or  that  which  the  flatute 
lug&efted  to  me,  is  the  true  one,  is  felt 
to  the  curirus  leader.  When  I  under- 
took this  lubje&j  my  aim  was,  to  en* 

ijuirc 
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quire  how  the  infiitution  of  the  office 
of  Sheriff  could  be  juftified.   I  now  find 
mvfelf  infcnfibly  engaged  in  an  hifio- 
rical  view  of  that  office,  and   in  an   at- 
tempt to  elucidate  its   virious   alter4- 
tiona ;  and,  if  I  meet  with   indulgence 
from  you,  may  be  ttmpttd  to  wander 
on  a«  far  as  a  dim  and   uncertain   light 
(peihaps  an  ignis  fatmut)  will  lead  me. 
In  i\\-  flat.  9  Edward  II.  amongft  other 
remedies  for  the  evils  in  the  preamble, 
it  is  provided  that  none  (hall  be  Sheriff 
except  he   rr.ve   fufficicnt  land  with'n 
the  (ami  (hire  where  he  (hall  be  Sheriff 
to   anfwer   the   King   and    hi*   people. 
The  Time  words  are   repeated  4  Ed- 
ward III.  ch.  9,   and   5  Edward   III. 
ch.  4.     Oh  for  a  ray  from  tome  lumi- 
nary in  the  fphere  of  legal  antiquities  to 
irradiate  tlm  dark  defcription  I     If  the 
r  (ks  a  Sheriff  tuns  are  taken  into  con- 
federation, his  fo-tune  ought  to  be  very 
Urge  to  enable  him  to  anfwer  the  King 
and  his  people:  a  little  dexterity  of  in- 
terpretation might   bring  a  very  (mail 
one  within  the  defcription.   If  I  wiflied 
to  compel  a  perfon  poflcflcd  of  no  more 
than  100I.  per  annum   to  ferve  the  of- 
fice, might  I  not  fay,  •«  Suiely  the  Law 
could  never   have   in  contemplation   a 
chance  of  a  Sheriff's  being  anfwtrable 
to  the  King  and   his  people  for  more 
than  3000I.  ?"     With  all  due  refpect  to 
the  fages  who  fitted  the  qualification  in 
thefe   terms,  one  cannot   help   wifliing 
they  had  given  us  fomething  more  pre- 
cil'e,  more  clearly  defined  ;  or  that  fome 
of  their  fucctflo.i  had  removed  all  am- 
biguity by  exi6t,  unequivocal  terms.  A 
fair  opportunity  preiented  itfeif  when, 
13,   14  Chailcs   If.  an  art   was  pa  (Ted 
for  removing  fome  burthens  which  lay 
heavy  on   the  office.     But  thus  ambi- 
guous, to  the  pre  lent  hour,  remains  the 
qualification.  Your*,  &c.

"  We  (hould  have  been  able  to  have  ren- 
dered this  article  much  more  perfect,  if  we 
could  have  had  the  afliftntice  of  that  nobfe 
manufaipt  which  Sir  Kensln  caufed  to  be 
collected  a:  the  expCnce  of  a  tboufandjnundt9 
as  wi  !l  out  of  private  memorials  as  from 
public  hiitories  and  records  in  the  Tower 
and  elfewhere,  relating  to  the  Dighy  family 
in  .ill  its  brandies  ;  but,  not  knowing  where 
this  was  to  be  found,  we  have  drawn  toge- 
ther, with  no  fmall  pains,  what  by  fcatteied 
about  him  in  a  variety  of  authors,  and  ha\o 
digefted  the  feveral  facts  they  mentioned  in 
the  bed  order  we  could."

IN  pp.  603,  711,  yon  favoured  me 
with  inserting  an  account  of  my  pro- 
grefs  in  the  Hiflory  of  Stafford  (hire. 
Having  lately  obtained  accefs  to  other 
mod  valuable  archives,  and  discovered 
fome  curious  MSS.  long  loft  to  the 
publick,  and  for  many  years  to  the 
owners,  I  truft  another  letter  will  be 
acceptable,  to  render  your  Repofuory  a 
more  perfect  chronicle  of  what  has  hi- 
therto been  collected  for  that  county. 

In  the  latter  end  of  September  I  ftt 
out  on  a  haft y  tour  through  the  North* 
weft  parts.  Palling  through  the  antient 
village  of  Tutbury,  we  gazed  with  a 
mixture  of  delight  and  forrovv  on  thofe 
venerable  towers,  which,  when  in  their 
glory,  were  but  a  cruel  prifon  to  the 
unfortunate  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots ; 
bur,  fince  mattered  by  the  iron  hand  of 
Cromwell,  and  the  mouldering  touch, 
of  Time,  now  afford  lorac  excellent 
pictures  to  ill u Urate  the  hiitory  of  this 
mod  noble  and  cxtenfive  btnour,  of 
which  I  have  an  admirable  (ucvey  in 
the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  &c.  The 
aniient  mark?t*town  of  Uttoxeter  was 
the  extent  of  the  fir  ft  day's  journey. 
This  tine  old  fpire-church  afforded  me 
a  good  fubject  for  a  drawing,  and  the 
inlide  fomtf  curious  monuments  of  <the 
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Minors,  an  antient  family  in  thisparifh, 
mad  of  the  Kynnerftevs  of  Loxley,  very 
antient ;  the  prefent  poffeffer  of  which 
fine  cfB  place  hat  (ince  kindly  offered 
ne  the  nfe  of  hit  archive?,  and  a  view 
of  the  boufe  and  park,  Sec.     At  Uttox  - 
cter  I  was  favoured  with  fome  veiy  cu- 
,    iiout  MSS  of  the  pari  A,  relating  to  the 
civil  wan*  Hence  to  Cheadle  ten  mile*. 
On  the  right-hand  of  the  road,  about 
three  miles  dtdant,   in   a  reclufc  and 
adeafaot  valley,  ftand  the  beautiful  re. 
mains  of  Croxden  abbey,  now  the  pro-  * 
party  of  the  Earl  of  Macclesfield.  This 
noble  fabrick,  ercded  by  Bertram  de 
Verdon,   lord   of  Alton  cade,   about 
1174,  hat  had  no  engraving  fince  Buck'* 
time,    being  in  a  fi  tuition   little  fre- 
quented by  travellert;    but  I  hope  in 
due  time  to  perpetuate  it,  and  the  above 
line  old  catle,  cruelly  battered  in  the 
civil  wart.     Itt  fituation  it  very  roman- 
tic* oh  a  bold  lock  clofe  to  the  river 
Churnet.     About  three  miles  farther 
Worth  it  Woo'ton  lodge,  the  beautiful 
feat    of    the    Unwins,    formeily    the 
Whcclftft,  built  by  that  admirable  ar- 
chitect Inigo  Jones.    "Near  this  place, 
In  July  lad,  fell  a  mod  violent  torrent 
of  rain,   and   fuddenly  raifed  a  fmall 
brook  under  Weever  hills  to  the  ama- 
xing  height  of  15  feet,  which  excavated 
the  eaith  in  fcvtral  places  in  a  wonder- 
ful manner,  carrying  everything  before 
it,  and,  among  ft  the  red,  a  confiderabie 
bridge  newly  ere£ted.      Proceeding  to 
Cheadle,   palled  through   Checkiey,   a 
large  village,  with  a  fine  Gothic  church 
of  large  dimensions  and  excellent  work- 
inanmip,.    particularly     the    windows, 
which,  together  with  the  three  remark- 
able Dinifli  monuments  in  the  church- 
yard, afforded;  me  an  admirable  draw- 
ing.    Amongll  other  accounts  of  this 
extenfive  parilb,  I  have  one  written  by 
the  late   learned   re&or,   Dr.  Langley, 
author  of  a  tranftation  of  part  of  Ho- 
mer.    Next  patied  through  the  hamlets 
of  Over  and  Nether  Zean  j  at  the  latter 
of  which,  in  the  old  manor  houfe  of 
Francis  Afhby,   efq.    MeJTis.   Phillips 
and  Co.  carry  on  an  extenfive  manufac- 
tory of  tape,  brought  hither  from  Hol- 
land about  40  years  ago.     They  have 
hAo  erecled  fome  new  works  at  Chea- 
dle, and  employ  about  500  hands.     By 
the  ealy  pre  flu  re  of  a  Tingle  beam,  a  va- 
riety of  Itnali  (huttltsare  put  in  motion, 
and  almod  any  number  of  pieces  wove 
in  one  frame.     The  neatnefs  and  fim- 
plicity  of  this  machinery  (terns  to  rival 
'  thai  of  the  ccucn  mills,  and  it  :ntn::c- 


ly  left  prejudicial  to  the  health.  Tim 
road  to  Cheadle  here  tarns  off  to  the 
right,  that  to  Newcastle  and  the  pot* 
tery  proceeds  forward  through  the  nver 
Tean ;  beyond  which,  about  two  miles, 
is  the  antient  village  of  Draycot  in  the 
Moors  ;  from  which  church  I  copied  a 
fine  collection  of  monuments,  ic.  of 
the  Draycot  family,  formerly  lords  of 
that  manor,  &c. 

Of  the  pleafant  market- town  of  Chea- 
dle, i  (hall  only  obferve,  that  the  great 
family  of  Ballet  (whofc  illuftrious  ac- 
tions and  name  will  be  very  cttofpicnoos 
in  frveral  parts  of  the  county),  were 
formerly  lords  thereof,  and  had  n  park 
upon  the  adjacent  hills  three  mites  in 
circumference.  This  manor  and  eftate 
were  lately  fold  by  Sir  Jofeph  Baoks  to 
John  Hollidav,  efq.  who  has  erefied 
himfelf  an  excellent  houfe  at  Oil  horn, 
two  miles  farther  Wed,  is  a  rich  and 
pleafant  valley,  and  made  other  great 
improvements.  To  this  ingenious  gen- 
tleman I  am  indebted  for  much  affift- 
ancej  end,  during  my  fliott  day  here, 
the  antient  paridi-church,  remarkable 
for  an  o&agonal  towerf  afforded  met 
curious  drawing. 

The  vicinity  of  Cheadle  offered  me 
fcveral  other  advantageous  vifits  5-  and  I 
had  only  to  lament  that  the  latenefs  of 
the  feafon,  and  p  reduce  of  time,  occa- 
fioned  me  to  pod  pone  infpecring  the 
much-admired  feats  of  Thomas  Gilbert, 
efq.  at  Cotton  (where  he  has  juft  ft ni fe- 
ed a  new  chapel),  and  of  John  Sneyd, 
efq.  at  Belmont,  &c- 

From  CHeadle  we  proceeded  by  Sel- 
lar-head   (and  h?d  a  grand  view  of  the 
moorlands  near  Leek,  &c.)   to   Buck- 
nail.  Handley  green,  and  E'ruria.  Here 
the  inimitable  works  of  Mr.  Wedgwood 
(to  whom  1  have  before  ex  pre  fled  my 
obligation,  p   711)  produced  me  a  lin- 
gular   drawing ;    and    his    magnificent 
houfe  and  grounds  arreded  my  attention 
and  fpecu  anon.     The  hills  and  valleys 
are  here  by  Nature  beautifully  formed, 
but  owe  much  to  the  improvements  of 
Art.     We  fee  here  a  colony  newly  rai- 
fed in  a  defert,  where  clay- built  man 
fubfids  on  clay.     The  forms  into  \vh  ch 
this  material  are  turned  are  innumera- 
ble both  for  ufe  and  ornaments  nay, 
even  the  vales  of  antient  Hiruria  are 
outdone  in  this  pottery.     And  we  now 
behold   this   exquifue  compofition  not 
only  ornamenting  the  cielings  and  chim- 
ney-pieces of  Mr.  Wedgwood's  own 
houle,  but  many  others  in  the  county, 
&c.    At  the  head  of  this  fine  vale  the 

grand 
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grand  trunk  catal,  by  the  ingenuity 
and  perfcvcrance  of  ijgt  immortal  Briud- 
ley,  is  carried  a  mile  and  three- quarters 
under  a  vail  rocky  hill,  Hire  caftle. 
Lower  down  this  valley  Hands  the  ve- 
nerable tower-church  of  Stoke  upon 
Trent,  the  mother  church*'to  meft  of 
this  populous  vicinity,  viz  Hacdlcy, 
Burfiem,  Ncwc  (lie,  &c.  This  lafl  is 
a  large  and  well-built  borough  and 
market-town,  remarkable  fer  the  trace* 
of  a  caftle  fi:uated  in  the  middle  of  a 
great  pool  (though  the  water  is  now  aU 
moll  gone)  on  the  Weft  fide  of  the 
town.  Ths  caftle  Teems  to  have  'been 
ere&ed  temp.  Hen.  111.  after  the  decay 
of  the  more  antient  one  at  Chefterton, 
about  two  miles  farther  North,  and  con- 
fequently  gave  name  to  this  town.  But, 
as  1  do  not  mean  to  enter  into  its  hiftory 
at  prcftnr,  I  (hall  only  add,  that  the 
tower  of  the  church  appears  very  o'd, 
both  from  its  mou  derng  (lone  and  lai?e 
circular  arch  at  the  Weil  end  ;  but  the 
church  was  re- built  in  1720.  On  the 
oppofire  hill  (lands  the  handfome  old 
feat  of  the  Sneyds,  of  Keel,  as  exhibited 
in  Plot's  plaits,  and  will  in  due  time 
make  a  considerable  feature  in  the 
County  Hiftory. 

To  proceed  to  the  more  important 
defigns  of  this  letter,  I  next  vifited 
Trentham;  and  mud  here  beg  leave  to 
ex  pi  el's  my  great  ob  igations  to  the  mo(l 
noble  the  Maiquis  of  St  afford  (hi  re  fer 
very  liberal  accels  to  his  valuab  e  ar- 
chives, where,  be  fides  an  abundant  va- 
riety of  old  records,  illuftrative  of  the 
great  property  of  the  Ltvefons  of  this 
place,  Wolverhampton,  &c.  1  was  fa- 
voured with  lorn?  MSS.  of  that  learned 
Puiloibpher  and  Antiquary  the  Rev.G. 
Plaxtoo,  whofe  other  writings  may  be 
leen  in  the  Phtlofophical  Tranf*£t>ons. 
In  the  church  1  compared  and  copied 
many  infcrtptions  and  arms,  and  wa3 
highly  indulged  with  infpe£ling  this 
magnificent  domain,  fo  peculiarly  rich 
_in  wood  and  water.  The  park,  from 
the  fummit  of  which  the  frencry  is  very 
extenfive,  rich,  ai.d  beautiful,  contains 
above  400  acres;  and  the  gr^at  lake, 
through  which  runs  the  river  Trent,  is 
upwards  of  £0.  In  the  middle  of  the 
wood,  that  f<>  gracefully  fringes  the 
Weft  banks  of  this  water,  winds  a  deep 
frcludtd  valley,  whofc  fweerly-wild  10- 
mantic  forms  and  beauteous  natural 
ornaments  have  juftly  obtained  it  the 
name  of  *Ttmpt.  Over  the  river,  in  the 
oppofite  pleafure-grounds,  is  newly 
crc&cdan  iron  bridge  of  a  tingle  elliptic 


arch,  90  feet  in  fpan.  The  snoft  curiou* 
pl-te  of  this  houfe  from  Plot  I  am  poU 
lefitd  of,  and  it  has  undergone  two 
complete  alterations  fince.  The  prefcne 
appearance  is  engraved  in  Watts's  Views, 
but  not  faithfully^  and  1  am  honoured 
wth  a  mod  flattering  contribution  of 
this  noble  place.  In  this  charming  park 
the  StvfiorduYiie  cavalry  were  daily  ex- 
ercifing  under  the  eye  of  their  coloi  ?l, 
the  Right  Hon.  Earl  Gower  Suther- 
land, in  a  ftyle  that  reflccls  much  cre- 
dit both  on  themfelves  and  the  caufe 
they  have  fo  zealoufly  efpoufeJ.  And 
1  have  fince  perufed  an  excellent  pam- 
phlet on  the  fubjeft  by  the  ingenious 
pen  of  F.  P.  Eliot,  efq.  majot  in  the 
above  corps. 

About  three  miles  North- weft  hence 
is  Butterton,  the  feat  of  Thomas  Swin- 
nerton,  efq.  who  favoured  me  with  b'rs 
Chartulaiy,  &c.  j  and  i  was  glad  to 
have  this  opportunity  of  preferring  a 
liltenefs  of  the  old  family  man  ft  on, 
which  is  foon  to  be  demoltfhed,  and  re- 
built. Hence  I  was  agreeably  led  three 
mles  farther  to  in  (peel  the  antient  ar- 
chives of  the  M.nnwarings  of  Whit- 
more,  of  which  I  found  Dr.  Wilket 
had  amply  availed  itfclf.  From  Trcnc- 
ham  five  miles  to  Stone.  On  the  left  i* 
Btrtafton,  the  feat  of  Thomas  Mills, 
efq.  j  which,  together  with  the  church, 
&c.  form  a  plealing  landlchape,  and  are 
pretty  fully  iccorded  in  mv  Colit&ions. 
Oppofite  to  this,  where  the  river  emerge* 
from  Trentham  pool,  and  fupplies  a 
mill,  is  ne.vly  fin '(lied  a  handfome  Hone 
bridge  at  the  expence  of  the  county* 
and  which  has  unforrunattly  twice 
fallen -iii  dating  its  erection.  Palling 
next  through  Tiuenfor,  an  antient  vil- 
lage, remarkable  for  lome  fine  fpnngs, 
we  Zee  at  the  extremity  of  iht  heath  the 
large  veftiges  of  the  camp  or  leat  of 
Wo' fer,  king  of  Mercia,  anricntly  call- 
ed H'clftrccjler%  now  Berry  Bank,  the 
property  or  Thomas  Swinnetton,  efq. 
And,  about  a  mile  Weft,  is  the  antient 
houfe  of  the  Swinneitom,  of  Swirjncr- 
ton,  now  the  inheritance  attd  rclidcnce 
of  Bafil  Fitzheiberr,  efq.  whole  family 
and  tllates  will  be  largely  mlcrted  in 
my  Hiftory. 

Next  pal's  through  D.^rlaflon,  leaving 
Meaford,  on  the  oppofite  banks  of  the 
liver,  on  our  left,  ttie  old  (cat  of  Wm. 
Jervis,  *fq.  brother  to  the  prefent  fa- 
mous admiral.  In  the  oppofite  mea-  . 
dows  ftands  the  neat  modem  manfinn 
of  another  branch  of  this  family,  Juha 
Jervis,  efq.  who,  not  long  fiuce,  pulled 
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down  the  old  white  houfe,  which,  to. 
-ret  her  with  the  cftate,  was  purchafed 
from  the  Colliers,  but  otiginally  belong- 
ed 10  Burton  abb-y. 

Hence  ac.ofs  Stone- field,  between  the 
canal  and  Trent,  to  Stone,  a  plcafint 
rnaiket  town,  which  owe*  irs  improve- 
ments to  that  executive  n«vigatior.  The 
church,  which  was  ;c-bui!i  in  1:5$.  i* 
an  e'egant  done  fabric!;,  of  the  modem 
Gothick.  In  else  thurch-va.il  are  fe- 
ireral  cuiious  monuments  of  th-  Cmnip- 
tons,  &c.  that  flood  in  the  oiu  chii'cn, 
end  th*re  are  fome  fmall  remains  cr  the 
abbey  adjoining  to  the  parfon::gc,  or 
which  I  have  a  mod  curious  accoun:  in 
.my  13th  volume  of  "  Stafford  MSS." 
A  newly-erecled  workhoufc,  2t  the 
South-wed  angle  of  this  L\vn,  both  f'.r 
its  fize  and  convenience  nunts  public 
notice. 

Hence  to  Sander,  four  milts  E*ft- 
ward  on  the  great  road.  Mr.  Pennant, 
in  his  Journey  fiom  Cheficr,  has  defer!  - 
bed  this  as  well  as  other  principal  fea- 
tures in  this  delightful  part  of  the  coun- 
ty. My  prtltnt  vif.t  wes  only  to  com- 
pare copies  of  the  div-is  mrnuments, 
srms,  &c«  in  the  lint  old  church,  of 
the  celebrated  En'efwick  and  h.s  ancef- 
tors,  which  arc  iV.Il  remaining  in  the 
highed  prefer? jticn.  Snce  Air.  Pen- 
nant wrote,  great  mpiovcmet.ts  h-.ve 
been  made  around  the  n<>i>'e  Louie  l>v 
the  prcfent  <>"  ncr,  L'>:d  P.-i  iow'l-*  , 
>\ho(e  t.ii:c  in  ornamental  giounds  is 
nivit  cxcwilcur. 

C.ofiing  the  Trent  to  S::fF'rd,  wc 
leave  II01  ion  hc-i'li  on  our  left,  memo- 
rabie  tor  a  batti*  between  the  Karl  of 
INonrnmp'on  r.:\<\  the  Olivcriar.  party, 
in  which  the  former  !« !l  his  life.  A 
*eiy  cucumdrr  m;«1  :  ccount  of  this  en- 
gagement, witii  many  other  unpubhfhcd 
fatl>  re'«- live  to  thole  troubSefome  times, 
1  w.a  favoured  with  by  Dr.  Wnght,  of 
S:.<llo:'d,  in  a  vointre  of  L '-tic  is,  writ- 
ten by  the;  d  iLicnt  partus  eluin-g  the 
civil  war-.

are,  in  collating  my  Collections  of  its 
monuments,  and  in  drawing  a  pcrlpec- 
live  of  that  v*  11:1  able  fabtiek,  which 
highly  dc'civcj  perpetuating  by  the  bed 
ikul  of  an  engr.tvei  5  and  1  have  legion 
to  hope  tor  a  contribution  of  it  Irom  the 
Corporation.

in  the  centre  is  now  o^agosal,  but  was 
ongnaily  fquaie^  w-th  a  fpirc,  the 
founditi-.n  of*  which  is  dill  vihble.

Hence  iny  tinal  vifit  was  to  Iogcftry, 
to  tnfptfl   the  long- loft  MSS.  colleftcd 
by    the    Autiqu.try   Walter  Chetwynd, 
for  which    I  am  greatly  obliged  to  the 
uncles    Mud    £ii:iidi<«ns    of    the    orefent 
Lord  Talbot.     D.'.  Plot,  in  his  Chapter 
<  f  Antiq  :i::cs,  opclogizcs  foi  not  med- 
dling "till  the  pedigrees  or  deicents  ei- 
ther of  families  or  lands  in  thi*  county, 
knowing  a  much   abler  pen   then  em- 
p  oyed  about  it,  viz.  the  above  Ita.red 
gentleman.       Into   his    hands    fell    the 
original   MSS.   of  Ridtfwick,    and    he 
had   ti;e  additional  Colit6l:ons  of  Mr. 
Fcrreis,  ot  li-idded'.y,  hefidc«  very  kr«;e 
ones  of  his  own  ;    but  ail  theft,  upon  ti.e 
lepairing  ot  Ingtdry  hall,  though  care- 
fully  put  up  in   a   box  by   the  Uev.

Having  thus  arrived  at  the  principal 
objeft  of  my  letter,  I  ihall  conclude 
this  meagre  diary,  as  it  would  be  tn 
vain  here  to  attempt  an  adequate  de- 
scription of  this  fine  old  feat,  and  the 
other  fuperb  places  in  this  delightful 
Tale  of  Trent,  and  juAIy- termed  garden 
of  Stafford/hire,

-For,  what 
fhomld  we  think  of  that  prayer,  if  it  ran 
in  the  following  form?  u  My  Father, 
which  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  your 
name :  your  kingdom  come  t  jour  will 
be  done,"  Sec.  Would  it  not  lofe  much  of 
its  beauty  by  being  thus  offered  up  in  the 
name  of  only  one  folitary  being  ?  Nay, 
would  it  not  be  almoft  difgufttng,  were 
it  thus  to  adopt,  In  a  folemn  add  re  Is  to 
the  great  God,  the  language  which  com* 
plailance,  rather  than  propriety,  induces 
us  to  ufe  to  our  fellow-creatures  ?

A  few  Thoughts  on  the  Copper 
Mom€Y  of  Great  Britain. 

S(uid  non  mortalia  fed  or m  co%i/9 
Auri  facta  fames  I  V 1 R  G . 

THE  coinage  of  money  is,  I  believe, 
con  fide  red  a  $  a  fiaiv-prciogative  iq 
almoft  every  country  where  there  U  an 
cdabliflaed  form  or  government:  ad, 
though  it  might  deprive  a  few  individuals 
of  a  very  lucrative  kind  of  trafiick,  it 
would,  neveithelclV,  be  fortunate  tor  the 
community  at  large,  it  this  prerogative 
were  as  fully  a  fife  r  ted  in  thefe  dominions, 
refpeDing  the  copper,  as  it  is  10  regard 
to  the  gold  and  filter  money  ;  for,  then 
the  nauonal  honour  would  always  be  re* 
fponfible  for  every  fort  of  money  iltued 
from  the  mint,  and  fotgery  might  be 
more  effectually  prevented  or  punifced. 
Small  money  being  particularly  uitful 

fa* 
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for  neeeflary  change,  farthings,  half- 
pennies, and  three-farthing  pieces,  were 
formerly  coined  of  filver,  till  the  general 
diminution  of  the  filver  taoney  rendering 
thofe  fractional  pieces  of  a  very  inconve- 
nient fixe*,  and  aHo  very  fcarce,  fome 
cities  and  more  than  jooo  trade!  men 
and  others  coined  tokens  \  upon  return- 
ing which  to  the  iflucc,  he  gave  current 
coin  or  value  for  them  as  defued  f \  fo 
that,  in  fact,  they  were  fo  many  prOmif- 
fbry  notes,  as  good  as  the  beft  money  in 
the  narrow  circles  where  they  paded, 
and  where  the  HTuer  was  eafily  idtnti* 
fed.  At  that  time  thofe  tokens  mere 
only  nfed  as  neeeflary  change  \%  and  the 
value  of  10I.  in  fuch  farthings  was, 
deemed  fufficient  for  a  whale  town& 
However,  though  at  length  the  general 
incrtafe  of  thofe  pieces  began  to  be  felt 
as  a  great  public  evil,  ir  does  not  appear 
that  the  trade  of  making  them  had  ever 
rtfen  to  the  height  whicn  the  fabrication 
of  copper  money  has  how  attained.  But, 


whilft  the  laws  are  too  lax  to  reftrain 
the  prefent  licentious  increefc  of  private 
MUIT8,  the  great  profit  .they  afibrd  muft1 
continually  hold  forth  an  almoft  irrefifti- 
ble  temptation.  Yet,  not  contented  by 
a  gam  of  more  than-  thirty  per  centumr 
which  the  heavieft  halfpennies  yield, 
other  fabricators  have  ftreiled  their  pro- 
fits  to  more  than  one  hundred  per  cen- 
tum \.  So  that  almoft  every  new  piece 
of  copper,  which  hat  been  iflued  under 
the  name  of  a  halfpenny,  hat  been  pro- 
greflively  more  worthless  in  every  point 
of  view  t  end,  though  the  ingenntty  of 
the  artift  may  have  conciliated  an  indul- 
gence to  fome,  others  have  made  their 
appearance  without  any  kind  of  snerit  to 
palliate  their  obtrufion  upon  the  publick.

A  refpondect  (p.  89a)  on  the  ncglcft  of 
public  cemeteries.

In  the  town 
wherein  I  rcfide,  three  of  our  churches 
have,  through  age  or  accident,  been  re- 
built, or  refitted,  fince  1  came  to  it;  y«t, 
in  neither  of  thefe  parifhes  has  a  pcrfon 
been  found  of  fpirit  or  feeling  enough 
to  ftep  forward  in  vindication  of  the 
sights  of  the  dead.  Thofe  monuments 
which  the  piety  of  heirs  has  erected  to 
the  memory  of  their  anceftors  would  de- 
form, it  fecms,  the  well  -ftuccoed  circum- 
ference of  a  neat  temple  in  the  true  An- 


glic©- (or  rather  Scotico-)  Grecian  taftct 
and  tbofclnfcriptiotu,  marble,  brais,  or 
(tone,  which  oftMSJetide  the  fate  of  pro- 
perty, and  which  are  fo  neceflary  to  a 
ftudy  at  UaJI  innocent,  are  buiied  "  fa- 
thom-deep" by  the  ignorance  or  lupine- 
nef*  of  a  Vandalic  "  committee,"  unlefs 
the  prefent  reprefentative  of  an  antient 
family  thinks  fit  to  be  at  the  cxpence  of 
preferring  them.     Nay,    In  one  cafe, 
where  they  have  taken  refuge  in  the  re- 
mains of  the  old  church,  they  are  to  be 
vnfttnneled  from  this  laft  afylum  ;   be- 
caufe,  forfooth,  the  removal  x>f  this  ruin 
will  improve  the  "look"  of  the  place.

'a  Whig;  though,  unfortunately,  it  it 
too  often  met  with  among  hem  all.  For 
the  Episcopalian  in  England,  where 
that  fyficm  it  eftablifhed,  and  for  the 
Prtfbyrenan  in  Scotland,  whois  equally 
functioned  by  law,  I  can  fee  fome  flia- 
dow  of  excufe,  if  any  thing  can  poflibly 
excufe  what  Chriftiarity  foibids;  but, 
for  the  illiberally  of  Diffenters  in  either 
country  I  c.nnot  even  fee  the  Jbadow §f    who  differ  from  them  ?    In  this  part  of 


far-fetched,  and  at  aukwardly  introdu- 
ced, at  many  of  hit  attacks  on  the  reli- 
gion of  his  country.  He  forgets,  how- 
ever, that  my  remarks  are  of  a  general 
nature; -and  that,  far  fiom  defending 
any  one  party,  they  are  calculated  (or, 
at  leaft,  I  meant  them,  to  be  fo)  to  re- 
commend impartiality  to  all ;  and,  fol.

Yet  I  am  convinced  (for  I 
have  converfed  wi;h  both)  th  .t  an  at- 
tentive and  impartial  obferver  will  find 
more  illiberally,  left  candour,  and  left 
forbearance,  among  the  generality  of 
Dffentjert  in  both  countries  than  among 
the  members  of  the  Eftabliihment.  For, 
at  the  very  time  that  thty  are  crying  out 
for  liberty  of  confeieoce  to  themfelvet, 
they  dtny  it  to  their  opponents;  and, 
whilfl  they  blame  the  Eftablifhments  for 
their  perfectiting  fpirit,  they  themfelvet 
{hew  their  difpoTnion  to  perfecute,  if 
tbev  had  the  power  to.do  it. 

Strongly  imprcfled  with  the  import- 
ance* of  liberality  and  candour  in  the 
conduct  of  controverfy  (after  giving  a 
piece  of  information  about  Opbir  and 
Tarjbijb,  which,  I  thought,  might  not 
to  be  difagreeabie  to  your  readers),  I 
ventured  to  make  a  few  general  remarkt 
on  your  correfpondent  L.  L,  which,  ap- 
peared in  your  M-iysiine  tor  Jane;  and, 
(Ituck  with  M  .  Wakefield'*  letter  in 
the  Number  for  O£lober,  I  was  induced 
to  fay  fomething  more  on  the  fame  fub- 
jeft  t  which  you  have  been  good  enough 
to  ?dmit  in  your  iafl.

But  of  all  the  variety  of  ftyle,  and 
antitWtfis  of  fentiments  and  manners,  the 
moil  fl liking,  perhaps,  is  difp'ayed  in 
the  two  female  opponcnts,CLEOPATRA 
add  Oct  AVI  A;  in  the  defcriptive  lines 
of  Cleopatra's  blandifbments—

In  thefe  rivals,  if  fuch  they  may  be 
fu  pooled,  where  fO  tnraicendent  a  lupe- 
rtority  exifts,  though  we  cannot  help 
condemning,  we  ftill  admire  the  miftreis, 
whilft  we  pay  unbounded  adoration  to 
the  wife* 
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this  work.  Many  paflages  might  be 
pointed  out  in  proo^of  this  obfervatioaa 
but  we  fhall  produce  only  one,  in  which 
the  refemblance  is  fo  ftrong  chat  the  po- 
etical leader  will  at  once  acknowledge 
it,  and  be  convinced  that  our  author  h*$ 
inherited  the  mantle  of  this  delightful 
hard.

Wc  come  now  to  that  great  and  pin* 
•cip*l  ohjtct  of  this  beautiful  poem,  wheie 
jciig:on,  morality,  and  purriotic  ardour, 
are  iacukated  and  caeirphtied.  In  notes 
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like  the  prefeat,  the  eieition  of  talents, 
in  every  predicament,  p  btft  employed 
in  inculcating  true  principles  to  regulate 
the  actions  of  mankind;  -and  this  iervice 
to  the  publick  it  as  honourable  to  the 
poet  as-  it  is  to  the  orator,  the  politician, 
or  the  dirine.  The  genera)  precepts  (o 
ptrfpicuoufty  and  fo  energetically  inter- 
f  perfed  in  this  poem  arc  obvious  :  the 
warning  again  ft  the  fata!  effects  of 
Rome's  luxury  i  the-  condemnation  of 
cruelty  in  the  character  of  the  fir  ft  Bru- 
tus, in  their  lavage  and  fanguinary  f ports, 
and  in  the  inhuman  practice  of  parents 
cxpo&ag  their  children  to  peridi  with 
cold  and  hunger  i  the  caufes  of  the  Ro- 
mans change  of  manners  j  the  reflections 
oa  the  effects  of  noble  lineage ;  with 
many  other  instances.  But  let  us  parti- 
cularly  applaud  what  may  5e  con  fide  red 
as  the  to  wftrtf  of  this  com  po  fit  ion,  the 
exhortations  it  contains  to  the  adoration 
ot  the  Deity*  At  no  period  was  it  more 
neceftary  toraife  men's  thoughts  to  that 
all-ruliog  power;  and  of  this  the  poet 
has  been,  entirely  feufihle.  A  fervour  of 
true  religion  animates  the  whole  poem, 
and  exilts  the  mind,  in  proportion  to 
the  energy  and  fpleodour  of  its  num- 
bers. But  the  invocation  at  the  conclu- 
fion  is  a  moil  fublime  emanation  of  poo  - 
tic  devotion. 

Thus  far  we  have  adverted  to  thofc 
leflfons  of  facred  and  moral  tcuth  which 
adorn  and  edify  the  human  mind  in 
every  clime.  But  when  we  confider  ou*r 
author's  application  of  the  great  and 
various  incidents,  comprehended  in  this 
volume,  to  the  ftate  of  the  particular 
countries  in  which  we  are  more  deeply 
interested,  we  read  with  avidity  thofe 
deductions  which  the  tranladions  of 
every  day  corroborate.  .  Various  pal- 
i'ages,  interwoven  in  the  thread  of  the 
poem,  exhibit  flriking  images  of  the  fad 
effects  of  innovation  and  anarchy  j  and 
the  observations  annexed  tend  to  amplify 
and  elucidate  the  principles  which  his 
verfe  fo  forcibly  inculcates;  principles 
founded  on  reverence  for  our  happy 
Conftitution,  on  rtfpeet  for  royalty,  and 
fubmiflion  to  law- 
Bur,  in  reflecting  on  the  annotations, 
it  would  be  injuftice  to  our  author,  as  a 

'  fcholar,  not  to  anticipate  the  pleafure- 
that  the  learned  mud  feel  in  admiring 
thofe  flowers  which  be  has  chofen  from 
the  claffic  garden ;  and,  though  his  quo- 
tations announce  fo  elegant  a  difplay  of 
literature,'  yet,  by  the  fctection,  they 
evince  that  a  great? r  trcafurc  ftilj  re- 

.   mains  behind. 
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The  ftudy  of  hiftory  condfts  not  alone  , 
in  the  memory  of  facts,  or  the  accumu- 
lated knowledge  of  minute  accidents  or 
occurrences.  Thefe  are,  in  truth,  but 
the  grammar  to  hiftory  s  the  genuine 
benefit  arillng  from  the  contemplation 
of  the  a£ts  of  our  progenitors  it  com- 
prifed  in  deductions  judiciouily  drawa 
from  them  5  in  reflecting  on  the  various 
characters  of  mankind,  and  the  motives 
that  biaflcd  them;  in  in-vcOigatiog  the 
caufes  of  the  rife  and  fall  of  ftates,  and 
in  extracting  from  thefe  materials  rules 
for  our  conduct,  by  a  ccm  pari  Too  with 
former  times  and  frmilar  fruitions. 

Machiavel,  who,  in  his  diftertatkmt 
on  Livy,  illustrates,  by  his  own/  example, 
the  efficacy  of  his  precept,  delivers  this 
judgement  decisively  :

The  revtrfe  of  what  Machiavel  fo 
jufilv  decries  is  the  characteiiftick  of 
the  Romm  Portraits,  The  author  l.at 
extracted  the  honey  from  thofe  plants  of 
which  many  others  had  only  adrmrnl 
the  colours,  or  rrfpired  the  perfune. 
This  is  a  perennial  Wmk  ;  and  the  prog- 
rroftication  wonkl  not,  perhaps,  bt  1>oM, 
were  we  to  divine  that  it  will  he  adopted 
as  a  part  of  the  courl'e  ot  ftudy  in  tl.oie 
great  ftminaries  where  jouth  is  tuft 
taught  to  tread  on  claflic  ground.  .

THE  fwect  ferenity  of  one  of  the 
fin  eft  days  in  September,  height- 
ened by  the  enchanting  profpeel  of 
, commerce  gliding  along  the  Thames  in 
innumerable  rcfirs,  induced  my  friend 
to  participate  with  me  the  pleafurcs  of  a 
marine  cxcurfion  from  Sheerncfs  round 
our  Briltfli  bulwarks,  then  riding  in 
majeflic  grandeur  at  the  Note.  The 
tide  was  juft  heating  out  of  ihe  harbour 
different  companies,  from  whole  eyes 
beamed  pleafure  whiiit  contemplating 
their  nufpicious  launching  nut.

The  clumfy  forms  2nd  murky  colour 
of  tbele  Belgian-  built  vcffels  propeily 
contain  tins  thundering  enginery,  and 
are  truly  cxprtnjve  of  their  intent.  A 
gentle  breeze  now  brought  with  it  emu- 
lation to  our  hardy  conductors,  who, 
with  fails  and  well-plied  o.irs,  impetu- 
oufly  hunted  us  along,  anxious  to  ar- 
rive at  the  deftincd  goal  (the  fleet)  be- 
fore their  competitors.  No  regatta 
could  have  yielded  greater  exertions  ; 
and,  though  honour  alone  was  the  prizv, 
an  olive  crown  would  not  by  any  Roman 
have  been  more  ear neilly  contended  for ; 
each  heart  pa'piutcd,  and  wiflicd  fuc- 
cefs  to  his  Chaton,  whiltt  cheery  fungs 
refounded  around.    The  unfortunate  in 


this  con  tell  foon  foryct  their  ill  faccefsj 
and  the  polite  atienrion  p?id  to  every 
company  by  the  liferent  officers  en- 
board  the  fleet  chimed  a  general  ac- 
knowledgement. Afrer  flaying  about 
half  rn-hiur,  and  taking  a  rcfrefliMienr, 
we  defcended  once  more  to  our  humble 
vehicle,  and  talked  about  for  New 
South  Knd,  which  we  reached  in  0  bout 
an  hour  and  an  half,  and  were  aitonilh- 
ed  10  find  fo  great  a  change  made  du- 
ring four  or  five  years  f. 

The  towering  oaks,  which  had  for 
ages  withstood  (even  in  their  exalted 
fue)  the  rough  blafls  of  W.ntcr,  and 
had  thrown  a  fotcinn  made  over  the 
biow  of  the  hill,  have  now  fallen  under 
the  ruthlefs  hand  of  the  wood-cutier, 
and  given  place  to  an  earthly  Paradife, 
alnioA  impei ccptiblv  fprung  up.  Ftom 
the  fliore  arifcth  a  bo  id  djdmiy,  man- 
tled with  evergreens  and  the  gave  ft 
flirubs  of  fummtr;  various  walks  in- 
ter feci  each  other,  meandering  along  the 
fide  of  the  lull  through  (hades,  where 
feats  a/e  pNced,  fecure  from  the  Kin's 
heat,  for  the  acco:r.modatn>i)  of  Viiitois.

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of  the  falubriout  Tea  air,  whilft  the  lat* 
ter  may  enjoy  in  plenitude  the  pleating 
as  well  as  healthy  amufements  of  the 
field.  Should  the  impending  cloud, 
apparently  teeming;  with  rain,  deter 
thofe  delighting  in  rural  walks  from 
taking  their  diurnal  exercife,  even 
though  defended  by  an  umbrella,  the 
day  may  not  be  loA ;  for,  the  romantic 
library,  the  elegant  card,  afiembty,  and 
coffee  rooms,  ail  combine  apainft  the 
ennui  of  a  fummcr  afternoon's  gloom* 
The  Bacchanalian  votaries  may  riot  in 
the  exuberance  of  choice  wine*  ;  whilft 
the  mind,  foftened  by  mi&foitune,  or 
ruffled  by  care,  may  find  alleviation  in  - 
the  Toothing  melody  of  muruk;  for, 
here,  in  maflerly  execution,  the  piano 
fwe'ls  to  the  fo:te,  and  boldly  daies 
fond  in  competition  with  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  grove.  In  a  few  fummcr*, 
I  doubt  not  but  South  End  will  be  the 
rage,  fince,  even  in  it*  infancy,  Nobi- 
lity has  deigned  there  to  j*in  in  the 
my  die  dance,  and  the  Jove  heft  of  Eng- 
land's pride  to  giace  the  promenade  on 
the  terrabe. 

The  numerous  round  ftones  of  va- 
rious fires  hanging  in  the  cliffs,  and 
difperfed  on  the  more,  defervethe  visi- 
tor's attention.  Thefe,  when  broken, 
fall  into  fmall  pieces,  each  covered  with 
a  thin  petrified  fcale  refembling  bees- 
wax. Many  of  them  are  highly  orna- 
mented with  (lars  of  different-coloured 
fpar  j  which,  from  the  deep  yellow  to 
the  pale  draw,  fpotted  by  corufcant 
rays,  induce  the  Curiofo  to  give  them  a 
place  amongft  his  ornamental  curictities. 

Old  South  End  emulates,  in  a  lefs 
degree,  the  conveniences  of  its  new 
s  neighbours ;  the  humble  cottages  of  the 
nOiermen,  interceded  with  a  few 
houfes  neatly  bull:,  and  furniflied  as 
lodging-houfes,  have  an  agreeable  ef- 
fect upon  the  eye}  whilft  the  inns  af- 
ford viands  and  wines  not  at  all  inferior 
to  thofe  ar  the  grand  hotel,  and,  what 
may  be  equally  acceptable  to  many  of 
the  vifuors,  on  much  mote  reasonable 
terms. 

During  the  fummer,  many  parties  of 
ladies  and  gentlemen  from  Kent,  parti- 
cularly the  lfle  Shepway  and  its  vici- 
nity, have  v lilted  this  delightful  wa- 
tering-place j  for,  its  proximity  to 
Sheernefs  (where  numerous  boats  to 
convey  you  to  the  oppofue  more  are  al- 
ways ready),  the  pleasures  ot  a  morn- 
ing's fail,  and  the  retuin  by  the  even- 
ing's tide,  are  great  inducements  to 
take  dinner  at  the  Giand  Hotel,    biuce

IN  the  Topof ropher,  vol.  IV.  p.  407, 
is  a  poetical  defer ipt ion  of  Weft- 
well  downs,  in.  Kent,  figned  W.  S. 
fuppofed  to  mean  William  Slay  ter,  of 
whom  the  following  account,  extracted 
from  Wood  (Atb.  Ox.  11.  p,  in),  is 
prefixed  * 

"  He  was  bom  in  SonterfetQiire,  matri- 
culated in  tlie  univerfity  of  Oxford  as'  a  gen- 
tleman's fan  of  tlut  county,  and  a  member 
of  St.  Mary *hal1,  in  Lent  term  1600,  aged 
13.  Wl  ence  translating  him  felt  to  Brazen- 
nnfe  colkge,  in  1(07,  he  took  his  degree  in 
Aits ;  the  next } ear  be  was  made  Fellow  of 
the  college,  proceeded  in  that  faculty  161 1, 
entered  into  holy  orders,  Was  foon  after  be- 
neficed, and,  in  1623,  took  the  degrees  in 
divinity,  being  then  in  good  efteem  for  his 
knowledge  in  Englifh  hiftory,  and  his  ex- 
cellent vein  in  Latin  and  Englifh  poetry.  I 
know  not  any  thing  eife  of  him,  only  that 
he,  giving  way  to  fate,  at  Otterden,  in 
Kent,  where  he  was  tnen  beneficed,  in  the 
month  of  October  or  November,  1647,  was 
there  buried,  leaving  behind  him  a  widow, 
named  Sarah."

DURING  the  life  of  the  lae  Mr. 
Collmfon,   I    forbore    pubhftiing 
any   ftrictures   on    his  Hiftory  of    the 
County  of  Somcrfet,  that  I  might  not 
prejudice  its  fale.     But,  as  almoft  all 
the  copies  of  this  work  are  now  difpo- 
fed  of,  and.  the  author  it  far  removed 
from  the  effe&s  of  either  praifc  or  cen- 
itire,  it  mav  be  an  acceptable  fervice  to 
offer  a  few  obfervations  on  thedefici: 
encies  of  the  Hiftory,  as  they  "ill  not 
only   (erve   as    hinis   to.  other  County 
Historians,  but  affdrd  lome  direct  allift- 
ance  to  whomever  (hall  attempt  a  ne\v\l- 
luftration  of   Somerfe:Qi;re,   as  recom- 
mended  by  Mr.  Richard  Locke,  p.  980. 
That  my   criticiim   may  be   dealt  out 
with  ftnft  impartiality  I  will  begin  by 
premifing,  that  the  ^tnerai  face  or  the 
country  is  defcribed  with  accuracy  \  that 
many  fenfible  remaiks  ar.e  introduced 
on  the  lubjeft  of  agriculture  \  that  the 
defcent  of  manerial   pioperty  is  traced 
with    fidelity  j    that  the   more   curious^ 
monumental  infcnptions,  with  the  ac- 
companying arms,  are  copied  with  due 
care  and  attention ;  and  that  Tome  ufe- 
ful  extracts  are  given  from  theRegifters 
at  Wells  refpe&ing  the  endowments  of 
fevcral  ticaragts.  Of  lome  few  parishes, 
fuch  as  the  author's  own  at  Long  Afh- 
ton,  near  Btiltol,    and  that  of  Trent, 
near  Yeovil  (for  which  laft  we  feem  to 
be  indebted  .to  the  prefent  rcfior),  a  fa- 
tisfa&ory  furvcy  is  given,     fiut  the  in- 
formation afforded  with  regard  to  the 
far  greater  number  which  this  eatenfive 
and  populous  county  contains,  any  com- 
mon  traveller  could  colled  that  would 
undergo  the  trouble  of  vifiting  them. 
An  extract  fiosn   Doomfday  Book   is 
generally  given,  though  often  incorrect- 
ly tranflated:  then  follow  the  names  of 
the  lord  of  the  manor  and  of  the  prtjtat 
incumbent  of  the  livings  and  in  many 
cafes  it  happens  that  it  is  not  diftin&ly 
marked  whether  the  benefice  be  a  rec- 
tory or  a  vicarage.

THE  union  of  fpirit,  and  of  opera- 
tion, in  the  two  kingdoms,  which 
<     effected  the  glorious  Revolution  in  i6&£, 
happily  paved  the  way  for  the  incorpo- 
rating a&  of  Union  in  1707,  by  which

'ihtv,  under  the  ancient  name  and  ftyle 
of  <<  The  Scorifli  Hofpital,  of  the 
Foundation  of  Charles  the  Second:" 
aod,  mftead  of  a  government  vetted  in  a 
miller,  with  ^limitid  number  of  go- 
vernors and  affiftants,  it  is  by  this  laft 
charter  vetted  in  a  prcfideut,  fix  vice*, 
prefidents,  and  a  ireafurer;  to  be  elect- 
ed annually  on  St.  Andrew's. day,  or 
the- day  after,  as  the  cafe  mav  require, 
and  in  fuch  a  number  of  governors  as 
by  any   future    bye-law  or  the  Coipo- 

'  ration   may    be   determined.     In   o:her 
words,    the    number   of   governors    is,' 
with  great  wildom  and  propriety,  left 
unlimited. 

It  ever  has  been  a  favourite  object  of 
th?  C  Tp^ration  to  create  a  broad,  per* 
manent,  and  produ&ive  capital,  to  fe- 
cure  the  charity,  as  far  as  it  can  be, 
done,,  again  ft  contingent  defcrtion,  neg- 
lect, and  decay.  In  conformity  to. a 
bye-law,  it  is  accordingly  the  practice, 
in  order  to  the  formation  of  fuch  capital, 
to  inveft,  in  fome  one  of  the  public 
funds,  one  half  of  every  donation  of  ten 
guineas,  and  upwards,  to  twenty;  and 
the  whole  of  every  donation  of  this  laft 
amount,  or  beyond  it.  The  annual 
fubfeription  of  one  or  two  guineas, 
which  is  the  qualification  that  conlti- 
tutcs  an  annual  governor,  and  the  moie- 
ty of  the  lower  donations,  are  applied 
toward  the  regular  monthly  expendi- 
ture. Eveiy  perfon,  therefore,  qualifi-

copper,  as  they  think  the  transfer  from  him 
to  them  lawful  game,  and  which  the/  as 
eagerly  follow.  Almoft  every  houfe,  or 
.  part  of  a  houfe,  is  a  lto'  e  of  fome  merchan- 
dise or  other ;  confequently, ,  their  whole 
-bufinefs  is  employed  huw  they  (hall  acquice 
wealth ;  and  they  wait,  as  a  fpider  for  its 
prey,  every  method  they  can  fuggeft.  la- 
deed,  the  great  influx  of  emigrants  from  all 
part?,  and  of  every  description,  find  them 
proper  materials  to  work  upon  for  that 
purpofe ;  and,  if  I  may  be  allowed  the  ex- 
preifion,  America  feems  to  me  what  I  fhoukl 
,  call  the  Botany  Bay  of  the  whole  world. 

"The  vacant  land  in  America  is  a  charm- 
irsg  fund  for  land-jobbers  of  every  deicrip- 
tion,  and  they  have  runners  for  that  pur- 
pofej  and  fome,  from  their  knowledge  of 
the  bufinefs  of  the  State,  particularly  thofe 
in  Congrefs,  and  their  connexions,  make 
immenfe  fortunes,  winch  are  daily  incrca- 
fing  from  the  prodigious  influx  of  flrangers 
from  all  parts  :  J  mujl  not  fay  pom  European 
Jolly. 

"  Land-jobber?,  both  in  England  and 
Ameiica,  are  interefted  in  propagating  re- 
ports of  the  great  advantage*,  emoluments, 
and  the  eafy  livn  g,  in  America,  compared 
to  Europe;  and  piivate  indivu'uds  having, 
in  conjunction  with  their  interefted  corre- 
fpondrnts  heie,  contracted  for  larg*  quanti- 
ties of  laud  at  difieient  limes,  which  they 
want  to  difpofe  of  at  an  advanced  rate,  the 
rage  for  emigration  in  all  parts  of  Europe 
keeps  ftp  the  bufinefs  at  the  expence  and 
folly  of  thofe  who  engage  in  it. 

"  The  fettlement  in  .Kentucky  has  been 
defcribed  as  very  ft ouriihing ;  but,  from  what 
1  can  learn,  the  rage  for  emigration  thither 
is  nearly  over  in  America;  and  therefore 
there  muft,  1  fhould  think,  be  lefs -induce- 
ment for  Europeans  to  migrate  thither :  be- 
•fides,  it  is  not  abfalutely  certain,  when  a 
pui  chafer  I  as  contracted  for  a  lot  of  un- 
occupied land,  that  he  has  not  purchafed 
with  it  at  leatt  a  law-fuit,  if  not  a  bloody 
Dole,  fet  afide  the  claims  of  the  Indians. 

".Great  farmers  make  a  fmall  figure  here; 
for,  labour  is  very  dear,  ami  the  men  hired 
mult  be  ufed  veiy  differently  from  that  clafs 
in  England,  or  they  will  leave  their  employ 
immediately;  they  are  paid  from  is.  6</. 
71.  Gd  and  even  to  10*.  per  c'ay  currency, 
,aud  foind  bo.rd  and  lodging;  il:ofe«hired.by 


the  year  are  generally  from  20,  40*  of  6oA 
currency,  for  wages  only.  They  rauft  fit 
at  the  lame  table,  and  the  fame  provifions* 
indeed  they^will  not.furTer  any  difference  in 
thefe  particulars,  and,  lince  flavery  has  been 
abolifhed  in  this  (late,  the  farmers  muft 
clean  their  own  boot$,  fhoe  ,  Sec.  and' be 
very  careful  .to  aflc  them  to  do  nothing  bat 
What  they  judge  is  the  cuftom  of  the  country, 
refpccling  the  rights  of  fellow-citizens, 
namely  equality.  They  will  not  acknow- 
ledge to  liave  any  matter  or  raiftrefs,  but 
name  them  employers.  Little  farmers  fucceed 
much  better  here,  as  they  chiefly  <lo  the 
work  themfclves,  or  hire  as  little  as  potiibk, 
and  always  work  with  them. 

"  Ships  are  daily  arriving  with  emigrants, 
fome  from  England,  but  moft  from  Ireland,  . 
to  the  amount  of  feveral  hundreds  in  a  veffel, 
and  they  are  immediately  fent  off  to  the  back 
fettlements ;  indeed,  they  are  landed  at  Wil- 
mington, about  18  miles  below  Philadelphia, 
thence  to  Pittftrargh,  and  thence  dif- 
pofed  of  to  different  fettlement*,  when  they 
are  feldom  heard  of  any  more,  the  whole 
country  being  (o  interfered  with  creeks* 
rivulets,  and  water,  that  roads  and  dixecg 
conveyance  cannot  be  obtained. 

"  1  hear  that  Dr.  Prieftley,  or  rather  hit 
fons  (as.  the  Doctor  himfelf  affects  to  have  at) 
concern  in  the  bufinefs)  and  Co.  have  con? 
tracted  for  a  large  quantity  of  land,  eftimated 
at  300,000  acres,  in  Northumberland  and 
Luzerne  counties,  in  the  date  of  Pennsylvania, 
about  1 20  miles  from  Philadelphia,  fituated 
on  the  weft  branch,  north  of  the  Sufquehao- 
nah  river.  The  firft  purchafe  is  one  dollar 
(4J.  6d.  fterling,  or  js.  6J.  currency,)  per 
acre,  and  the  firft  fettlers  are  to  be  indulged 
at  one  dollar  and  half,  afterwards  at  two 
dollars  or  more,  per  acre,  as  they  can  get 
cuftomers,  undoubtedly  after  the  American 
fafhion. 

"  What  I  have  faid  refpecting  America 
muft  not  be  taken  upon  a  general  fcale,  for 
here  are  many  worthy  characters,  of  which 
foil  I  have  fortunately  found  feveral,  .from 
the  recommendations  of  my  friends  in 
England;  I  believe  by  their  alliftance  I  (hall 
do  very  well;  for,  every  bufinefs  is  well  paid 
for  here;  but  it  takes  fome  time  to  form 
connexions,  and  is  attended  with  great  ex- 
pence,  therefore  mould  never  be  attempted 
m  the  evening  of  lift.  The  Americans'  look 
with  a  jealous  eye  upoo  flrangers,  particu- 
larly from  England,  and  treat  them  as  if 
they  meant  giving  more  than  a  fclent  difguft, 
which  is  increafed  by  a  ftrange  idea,  that,  if 
it  were  not  for  the  Engli/h,  they  might  live 
without  labour.

"  The  conftable  of  Winchefter  caftle,  at 
that  time  a  great  ruler  in  Hampshire,  got 
Perot  of  Wodale,  and  made  him  his  clerke*.* 

Now,  Mr.  Urban,  in  thefe  artic1es9 
LeUnd's  Itinerary  materially  differs 
fiom  Martin  and  other  authors.  The 
Itinerary  dates  that  Perot  was  brought 
up  bv  Wodale  or  Uvedale  of  Wikam. 
and  trnt  the  conftable  of  Winchefter 
caftle  got  Perot  of  Wodale,  &c.  but,  ac- 
cording to  Martin,' Nicholas  Uvedale 
was  William  of  Wvkeham'syfiyi  bene- 
fafto:  and  'Ik  lord  of  the  manor  of 
Wykeham  was  the  fame  perfon  witb> 
the  conftable  of  Winchefter  caftle. 

This  difference  between  the/ two  ac- 
counts is,  I  am  inclined  to  think,  * 
prelum  ptive  proof  of  the  authenticity  of 
that  in  the  Itinerary.  For,  unlefs  I  am 
much  miftaken,  Nicholas  Uvedale  was 
never  lord  of  the  manor  of  Wykeham. 
The  Uvedales  of  Wykeham  are  def- 
cended  from  Peter  de  Uvedale  *,  who 
was  fummoned  to  parliament  among  the 
barons  in  the  6th,  7th,  8th,  and  9th,  of 
Kmg  Edw,  HI  7;  and  was  pofltiTed  of 
conliderable  ettates  in  Hampmire,  Sorry, 
Norfolk,  Cambridgeshire,  and  Suflex.  ' 
This  Peter,  Lord  Uvedale,  fucceeded 
his  father  Sir  John  de  Uvedale  in  his 
eftates,   1321,  and  died  about  1345  *• 

It  fbould  feem,  therefore,  that  Ni- 
cholas Uvedale  was  not  lord  of  Wyke- 
ham manor,  and  that  Peter  de  Uvedale 
was  William  of  Wykeham's  hi  ft  bene- 
factor, who  recommended  him  to  the 
governor  ot  Winchefler  caftle.  And  a 
pillage  m  Wykeham'swill  may,  perhaps, 
be  thought  a  farther  confirmation  of  the

The  laft  of  thefe  refolutions  eaprefles 
the  ^opinion  of  the  Houfe,  that  it  was 
the  duty  of  his  MajcnV*  Minifttrs  to 
recommend  it  to  his  Majefty  to  point 
Out  (bote  fpecific  object  of  the  prefent 
war  1  and'  to  declare,  in  the  flrongeft 
terms,  his  determination  not  to  meddle 
in  the  internal  government  of  Prance. 
Upon  the  (rate  papers  contained  in  thefe 
refolutions  his  Grace  made  fomc  rc- 
.  marks,  and  then  enured  into  a  view  of 
the  Fieoch  revolution  from  its  com* 
mencement  f  and  contended,  that  the 
unfortunate  monarch,  Louis  the  XVlth, 
was  inclined  to  grant  his  fubjeds  every 
thing,  but  that  there  were  men  in 
France  fa  attached  xo  that  fyftem  of  de- 
fpotifm  in  which  they  had  been  brought 
up,  that  they  oppofed  his  wiihes.  Had 
the  French  been  unanimous,  and  acled 
with  care,  they  might  have  foimed  the 
moft  brilliant  ftruSure  mankind  ever 
beheld  ;  but  thofe  who  were  for  the  old 
defpntic  fyftem  (the  Emigrant  Princes 
and  their  adherents)  thought  it  impolfi- 
ble  for  men  to  be  happy  who  did  not 
live  by  the  will  of  an  individual ;  and 
to  them  all  the  ills  th it  have  befallen 
France  is  to  be  attributed j  nay,  the 
very  defttu&icn  of  their  unfortunate 
king  1  for,  they  taught  the  peopSe  to 
miftruft  their  fo? ereign,  and  to  believe 
that  no  man  cou  d  wi  iiogly  facntue  Co 
much  power  as  he  was  poffefljed  of.  His 
Grace  entreated  their  Lor  JJhips  to  look 
to  the  prog  1  eft  of  the  French  and  of  the 
Combined,  Armies,  and  they  would  be 
convinced  that  neither  can  conquer ; 
this  country  may  continue  to  cxhftuti  her 
blood  and  treafuie,  but  it  would  be  to 
no  purpofe.  It  had  been  the  practice 
of  late  to  heap  fufpicions  and  calumnies, 
both  in  public  and  private,  on  thofe 
who  differ  from  the  M  in  liter ;  they 
were  almoft  too  defpicable  for  notice, 
and  he  mentioned  them  merely  becaufe 
they  bad  fallen  on  feveral  of  Ins  friends; 
for  himfelf,  from  his  heart  he  mod  fm. 
cerely  defpiied  foch  inlinuatibns.  His 
Grace  concluded  by  moving  the  laft  rc- 
folutioAi  the  fubftauce  or  which*  we 
have  given  above.
